f you’re at all like me, the holiday 

season is a natural time to reflect on 

the year that is fast drawing to a 

close—and a natural time to look 
ahead. It dazzles me how quickly a year 
passes by. My bookshelves have an extra 
12 issues of House Beautiful on them, yet it 
seems like only yesterday that I sat down 
to write my column for last January. 

As if that weren’t cause enough for re- 
flection, I’m reminded that a whole decade 
has flown by since I took on the editorship 
of House Beautiful. That’s 120 issues, each 
full of special memories—of wonderful 
homeowners I’ve met, of adventures I’ve 
had (traveling by mule to reach a house 
perched on the hills of Greece), of serendip- 
itous finds, like the house my husband hap- 
pened on when he was out jogging. I’m 
passionate about all 120 issues, even the 
early ones when my staff and I, brimming 
with energy, were feeling our way to shap- 
ing a very special magazine about the home. 
Your letters were always encouraging, say- 
ing that we were giving you the help you 
needed and touching a place in your hearts. 

From the beginning I envisioned a deco- 
rating magazine that reflected my own 
feelings about home, feelings nurtured by 


20 years as an editor, visiting thousands of 
houses and finding out what people loved 
about them, sharing lives and special trea- 
sures for a moment. I’ve always believed 
that home should be a very personal oasis, 
a refuge from trends, pretentiousness, “ins” 
and “‘‘outs.”” Home should reflect the things 
we love and the people we care about. 

I’ve never bought a single piece of furni- 
ture just to make people think I was smart 
or “current.’”’ I wanted House Beautiful to 
steer clear from that trap of keeping up 
with the Joneses, the Andy Warhols and 
the social butterflies. When I first took this 
position, my emphasis on home as a per- 
sonal haven was far from the tone of the 
times. But since then, a lot of people have 
realized that the cutting edge of style is a 
mighty uncomfortable place to rest your 
soul, and that home can be the warm, 
welcoming place where you long to be only 
if you put a lot of yourself into it. 

Recently a friend asked me, if I’d had a 
crystal ball 10 years ago, would I have 
expected the decorating world to look as it 
does now? I had to answer yes and no. The 
houses we publish in House Beautiful to- 
day are different from the ones we showed 
you 10 years ago—the colors have changed 
and so has the furniture mix. But our un- 
derlying emotional approach to home is a 
constant. Today, however, we’re finding 
more good taste, and more material to pub- 
lish. So many of you are creating delightful, 
expressive homes, instead of worrying about 
being “correct” or adopting a faddish style. 
There’s never been a more exciting time to 
be editor of a design magazine. 

One very impressive change in the last 
10 years is the availability of good design. 
A decade ago, I wouldn’t have dreamed 
that the star designers—from Mark Hamp- 
ton (page 60) to Mario Buatta—would be 
offering fabric and furniture at retail with- 
out having to water down their looks. But 
the same quality and style they offer their 
Fifth Avenue clients is now available for 
you—and me. Why? It’s people like you, 
our readers, who have been demanding a 
higher level of taste. We hear you at HB— 


your response to our retail decorating sto- 
ries has been overwhelming, with so many 
of you using our Reader Advantage service 
to find items in stores near you. And we’re 
telling manufacturers what you want. 

If f were to get out my crystal ball right 
now and look into the future, what would I 
see? I can only hope that the overdecorated 
look will become a thing of the past, that 
we'll rediscover the beauty of simplicity, 
and that personal style will continue to set 
the tone for the rest of the century. 

What else? To find the answers, I brain- 
stormed with my staff. If we ran the world, 
here’s how it might look. 

We'd like even more good design. We'd 
like Michael Graves to design a $5 waste- 
basket (or anything for $5 for that matter), 
and Milton Glaser to plan more supermar- 
kets. We'd like more walkable towns, more 
homemade presents, more moments of si- 
lence (and less background music, especial- 
ly in elevators). We'd end the appliance 
craze (must you have a coffee maker that 
does the laundry?). We’d banish conspicu- 
ous consumption. We’re tired of decorat- 
ing for show, with items bought only 
because of their hefty price tags or name 
labels, and, by the way, we’re tired of 
paintings hung from bows (especially dog 
paintings owned by people who aren’t cra- 
zy about dogs). We’re yearning to pare 
down, to have fewer possessions but more 
pieces of great character. 

What we'd really like is to protect our 
fragile world of nature, which is beautiful 
beyond words. We must take time not only 
to enjoy it but to preserve it. 

We wish fervently for homes for the 
homeless, and for those of us lucky to have 
homes to cherish them. Home, after all, is 
the one place where we can really express 
ourselves and be with those we love.

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SHORT-ORDER DESIGN

ou’ve heard of speed 
demons. This is the 
story of a speed an- 
gel. At least that’s 

how Holly Meier appears to 
her clients, such as Thomas 
K. Woodard, the Madison 
Avenue antiques dealer whose 
brand-new apartment Meier 
recently flew in and out of— 
leaving Woodard a serene set- 
ting and a bank account 
thinned by a mere $8,000. 

An interior designer who 
once based an entire business 
on 11th-hour corrections of 
other people’s mistakes, Meier 
has also worked in television, 
film and the antiques trade. “I 
enjoy instant gratification,” 
says Meier, who now lives in 
Naples, Fla. ‘I like to work at 
an extreme pace. I love to 
shop. Give me a week to ten 
days and you'll be totally at 
home. You’ll also know where 
your dishes are.” If you don’t 
want to wait nine months for 
some particular chintz pat- 
tern, and if you’d rather not 
invest five or six figures in a 
piece of furniture, Holly 
Meier’s do-it-now design phi- 
losophy may be for you. Cer- 
tainly it was just what Tom 
Woodard needed. 

“Holly Meier gives you 
hope for life after moving,” 
agrees Woodard, a cheerful red-headed na- 
tive of Iowa. “Don’t put your life on 
hold—that was one of her key ideas.” 

Woodard and Meier have been friends 
for years, and more than once she had 
worked wonders in a few hours with his 
booth at New York’s prestigious Winter 
Antiques Show. When Woodard asked 
Meier to help him move to a new apart- 
ment, he knew she would work quickly. 
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Easy as black and white: Meier paired enameled-metal chairs and 
checked rugs in Thomas K. Woodard’s Manhattan high-rise (top). 
Clean-lined design lets the skyline provide the drama (above). 


What he didn’t know is that she’d convert 
him to a whole new wave of design. 

Holly Meier’s first precept: Trust your 
guts. “When Tom was shopping for an 
apartment,” Meier recounts, “three were 
close, dollar for dollar. My question to him 
was: ‘Which gives you the best feeling? 
When you walk in, where are you the happi- 
est?’ And he said: ‘I light up in the one with 
all the windows. It has a panorama, it’s

everything you imagine New 
York to be.’’’ Well, then? 
Woodard had his decision. 

Still home in Florida, Meier, 
who works on a daily rate, not 
on a percentage, made sure the 
apartment was prepared and 
standing by before she got on a 
plane—walls painted, floors 
finished, the work contracted 
out. “I also had a floor pian 
done,” she says. “I knew ap- 
proximately how much furni- 
ture we needed, and I kept 
versatility in mind—Tom has | 
six possible arrangements for 
the living room.” 

While Meier sketched in 
Florida, Woodard thought 
about which personal pieces 
he would bring to the apart- 
ment. ‘‘Being an antiques 
dealer,”’ he says, ‘I naturally 
chose some old painted game 
boards, some wooden piano 
keys, some quilts.” He also 
ordered a bed. “I was capable 
of doing that myself. A friend 
told me that when she moves, 
she always remembers her 
mother’s advice: ‘Make your 
bed first.’ Then, any moment 
you’re ready to collapse, you 
can just go to bed.” It was a 
good precaution. Holly Meier 
was about to arrive, and she 
was ready to shop. 

The rules of shopping with 
Holly Meier are straightfor- 
ward, strict and exhilarating. You shop 
retail. With stores like Conran’s, The Door 
Store, Bon Marché and their counterparts 
around the country, inexpensive does not 
mean inferior. You work with what’s in 
stock. Nothing is ordered. Nothing is cus- 
tom-made. “I do a lot of preliminary 
scouting,” says Meier, “‘so a client’s energy 
is saved for making decisions.”

Holly Meier examines your average day, 
helps you discover what’s most important, 
and then advises you on spending accord- 
ingly. Money went freely into Tom’s bed- 
room. “I bought the best-quality bed, 
because in city life you need rest,” says 
Woodard. Meier picked up from there: “I 
spent a lot on the nightstands, and on the 
lighting—Tom reads a lot, and the lamps 
are beautiful high-tech forms.” To com- 
pensate, the living room got inexpensive 
portable spots and contemporary lamps. 


Decisions Made Simple 

“Holly’s approach made all the difference 
to me,” says Woodard. “For example, I 
was looking at tables and thought, My 
God, I’m going to have to take out a bank 
loan to have the one I want. Holly gave me 
options. She said: ‘Look, we can go for the 
low-priced or the high-priced item here. 
Which do you want to spring for?’ Second, 
she gave me courage. When I walk into a 
store my eyes get a little hazy, I get a little 
anxious, and I go on overload. Then I tend 
to run out the door and say, ‘I’ll do this 
later!’ Holly says: ‘Okay, I know you’re 
looking at twenty-seven tables right now. 
But you can have this one, this one or that 
one. Any of them will work.’ I am so 
relieved to have it pared down that I feel 
encouraged to actually make a decision.” 

“Few clients can visualize interiors just 
from fabric swatches,” says Meier. “My 
clients can walk into a showroom, see a 
sofa, and know that this exact sofa is what 
we're talking about. It’s not in some de- 
signer catalog, and we’re not talking about 
putting it in chintz. There are no gray 
areas. Everything is black and white.” 

In Woodard’s case “everything” ulti- 
mately extended to the color scheme too: 
“It’s an illusion to think that one’s life will 
ever be black and white,” says Woodard, 
“but at least you can do it in a sofa and a 
coffee table.” 


Street Smarts 

“When I’m working on a project like this,” 
says Meier, “I have everything lined up. 
We know what time stores open and close. 
We make phone calls at one time. We plan 
treks through the city. We head out very 
early in the morning, with the client at my 
side.”’ One of Meier’s crucial discoveries in 
working this way was the vicissitudes of 
getting things home. “Since Holly was here 
only Monday through Friday,” says Wood- 
ard, ‘“‘whatever the item was, we needed it 
by Friday. We wanted to put it in place

and be eating dinner Friday night in this 
new space. We ran into all kinds of stories. 
“You need it right away? We can get it for 
you in six months.’ And, ‘You need that 
now? We’ll have to manufacture that for 
you.” And we would say, ‘No, you don’t 
understand. We mean right away—at the 
latest, Friday.’ ”’ 


Pickup Artist 

Necessity was the mother of new delivery 
systems. “Stores often had the piece in a 
warehouse not far from New York,” says 
Woodard. “We could get it if we were 
willing to pick it up or send a trucker, 
which didn’t cost much when you consid- 
ered the alternative of waiting six months.” 

Every morning the trucker got a list of 
pickups at various stores. Woodard and 
Meier hauled an enormous amount of stuff 
in taxis. “We could barely get out of 
Macy’s with the kitchen things,” says 
Woodard. If they couldn’t get a cab, they’d 
call a limousine service, which was still 
half the cost of delivery. The big picture 
was always in mind. 

“We'd come back in the evening,” ex- 
plains Meier, ‘and unpack, uncrate, un- 
box, screw on legs, whatever had to be 
done. I would work on installation until 
the wee hours and then be up and going in 
the morning.” When a piece of furniture 
looked too complicated to tackle alone, or 
when there were too many items to assem- 
ble at once, they’d persuade a sales clerk to 
moonlight as an installer. 


Plan for Living 

The furniture arrangements unfolded ac- 
cording to Meier’s intuitive feel for a life 
Woodard had not yet begun. “I knew Tom 
would enjoy a space right off his kitchen, 
where he could put up his feet, wait for his 
dinner to heat up, have his television going 
and read the paper. It’s absolutely delight- 
ful to be there. You can see the whole 
apartment, and the view, too.” 

“Holly understands how people use 
spaces,’ says Woodard. “It may not have 
occurred to me to stop everything and re- 
lax the minute I got in the door. She not 
only gave me the space for it, she gave me 
the idea in the first place. I don’t have to 
worry about fine, rare upholstery from the 
seventeenth century. What I like most is 
that the apartment’s finished. I can hang 
another picture, or I can buy another 
chair, but I don’t feel anything missing—I 
can relax. Holly made that happen.”

After 50 years, Dorothy Draper's 


decorating lessons still say style 


er signature colors were dark 

green, dead white and scarlet, 

but she often threw in turquoise 
and fuchsia. Current as that may sound, Dorothy Draper’s 
style began in the ’20s. She tossed aside conventions like 
matching suites, clutter and status antiques, and adopted 
fat cabbage rose chintz, black and white marble floors and 
bold neoclassical ornament. Belying her image as “Grande 
Dame of Tuxedo Park,” Draper dispensed egalitarian advice 
in Good Housekeeping magazine and believed anyone could 
achieve the look she called ““Great Beauty.” If peers like 
Elsie de Wolfe and Syrie Maugham established decorating 
as a profession, it was Dorothy Draper who turned it into 
big business. By 1942, she had stamped her name on wallipa- 
per and fabrics for Schumacher, inventing licensing for the 
designer generation to come, and sold millions of yards of 
style across America. How appropriate, then, that Carleton 
Varney, who carries on Draper’s decorating business, 
should have just published The Draper Touch, paying hom- 
age to a designer who taught us all about “Great Beauty.”

This adventure was 
like something out 
of a Graham Greene 
novel—St. Barts, 

a little French 
Champagne and the 
King of Sweden

ny holiday turns up surprises, but 
how often is one tied with a royal 
ribbon? How often does one meet 
a king? Especially right off the 
farm from Thornhill. 

Well, it really happened. Last January 
Tom and I were at the mairie, or town 
hall, of Gustavia, the capital of Saint Bar- 
thelemy in the French West Indies, await- 
ing the arrival of King Carl XVI Gustaf of 
Sweden, Queen Silvia and their three chil- 
dren. When we were first invited to this re- 
ception, I didn’t want to go. What do you 
say to a king? Do you nod? Do you curtsy? 
Why not just run off to the beach? That, I 
kept telling Tom, was why we were on St. 
Barts in the first place. Sun, surf, rest. 

But Tom is far more adventuresome 
than I. “We have to go,” he said. “You 
have the very same ancestry as this is- 
land—French and Swedish. Maybe meet- 
ing a king of Sweden will show which side 
of you is really up!” Actually, I think I was 
scared. But I thought how proud my 
Swedish grandparents would have been to 
think their granddaughter was sipping 
Champagne with the King of Sweden. 

The day before I hadn’t felt French in 
the least. There we were, our first day, on a 
croissant-shaped beach, the trade winds 
fanning the palm trees with a saucy 
rhythm. Other vacationers started ambling 
up and down. And all of them were in the 
buff—I mean no bathing suits at all. 

When a man walked by, I thought I was 
in the sculpture court of the Louvre, but as 
there were more and more women, it be- 
came more like the Folies Bergeres. For 
them there was no embarrassment at all, 
just well-shaped French vanity. As for me, 






I found myself sinking deeper and deeper 
into the sand, my eyes glued to a very 
English P.D. James mystery, while Tom, 
an all-American male, adjusted quite well 
to this “au naturel” parade. And he hasn’t 
a trace of French blood. Tom thought he 
had died and gone to topless heaven. 

The next day Sweden was flying the flag. 
There were lots of them in the mairie—the 
blue background and yellow cross stripe of 
Sweden plus the tricolor of France, all 
looking like a Dufy painting with a Svensk 
touch. We heard the ‘“‘Marseillaise” grind- 
ing forth on a record player, followed by 
what must have been the Swedish national 
anthem. It was like something out of an 
old Graham Greene tale of the tropics. But 
the king, tieless and relaxed, was very 
modern; his queen, silent, smiling and 
beautiful. His children were like old-fash- 
ioned valentines. 

Nor did I worry about whether to curtsy 
or nod. The two little princesses, Victoria 
and Madelaine, did that, automatically 
dipping when introduced. And the young 
prince, Carl Philip, stayed safely in his 
mother’s arms. Here were the kind of chil- 
dren I had hoped to see the day before, 
building castles in the sand. Here they were 
minding their manners, curtsying for their 
country. I knew then there must be more 
Swedish than French in my bloodlines. 

And what did I say to the king? Very 
briefly, but more boldly than I had expect- 
ed, I told him of my pride in my Swedish 
heritage. Then I said the only Swedish I 
know, “Jack sd mycket,” which means 
thank you very much. Next I rewarded 
myself with a glass of French Cham- 
pagne—in the same room as the King 
of Sweden.

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Those elusive 
garden blues— 
if you want 
them to bloom 
all Summer 
long, start now 


By KEN DRUSE 

I am mesmerized when J see refreshing 
blue tones in a garden. They’re exactly 
what I need in July: the coolest color in the 
hottest season. In spring, blue flowers 
abound, but come June the familiar forget- 
me-nots, Siberian iris and delphiniums 
fade. If, like me, you’re determined to add 
summertime blues to your garden, now is 
the time to seek them out and plan for 
their arrival. 

Blue is the rarest garden color. Since the 
purpose of flowers is to attract pollinators, 
blue must be less enticing, if only to the 
bees. To add to the relatively small selec- 
tion of blue species, today’s plant breeders 
have created near-blue hybrids—petunias, 
for example. So ephemeral are these hy- 
brids, however, that if they are allowed to 
sow seeds, the resulting progeny invariably 
reverts to ancestral magenta. 

The plant catalogs arriving now offer 
young specimens of perennials and, often, 
good-size shrubs. Seed sources can supply 
all you need for annuals and the materials 
for starting them. Catalogs with color pic- 
tures are great—you can see what you’re 
ordering—and the descriptions you find 
will help you plan the best arrangements of 
shapes and textures, and site your plants 
for their cultural requirements—light and 
moisture, for example. (My own list of

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blue. Even indigo and turquoise blend. 
In my all-blue planting, the background 





is formed by large-leafed snowball and lace 
cap hydrangeas. The uncommon lace caps 
have flat floral umbels with tiny fertile 
beads surrounded by a row of sterile land- 
ing-pad flowers to Jure pollinators. (To 
make bluish hydrangeas true-blue, gener- 
ously apply an acidifying fertilizer such as 
Stern’s Miracid® or Holly-tone® each 
spring.) For contrast, I plant veronica and 
salvia in two tiers of vertical spires in front 
of my full-blown hydrangeas (above). 

In another arrangement I have unusual 
thistlelike steel-blue echinops underplanted 
with silky artemisia ‘Silver Mound’ and 
tufts of gray festuca grass. As the echinops 
flowers fade, I cut the plants back. Not 
only do these flowers dry beautifully, but 
the plants rebloom to coincide with late- 
summer asters. The nickel-size star-shaped 
borage flowers are unusual too—because 
they’re edible. You can use them to spike a 
summer salad or decorate a cake, as well as 
light up a garden. None of these plants are 
demanding; what makes them distinc- 
tive—and special—is their color. 

In addition to creating an all-blue gar- 
den, you can sprinkle blue in a border or 
create a meandering “‘stream”’ of blue flow- 
ers. Pale yellow, such as coreopsis ‘Moon- 
beam’ flowers, always enlivens subdued 
blue plantings. And blue and white is a 
popular combination. Blend white daisies, 
hydrangeas, lilies and phlox with your fa- 
vorite blues. For a finishing touch, plant 
‘Heavenly Blue’ morning glories and white 
moonflower vine for a dawn-to-dusk gar- 
den—lovely in the morning with deep blue 
flowers and magnificent at night when the 
blue flowers and green foliage recede to re- 
veal shimmering white flowers that reflect 
moon or lantern light. @

FREQUENTLY, A SMALL CHANGE CAN TURN ONE ROOM INTO TWO— 
WITHOUT MAJOR RENOVATION. HERE’S HOW TO GET THE SPACE YOU NEED

0 one really has enough 
space. Sooner or later, 
most homeowners com- 
plain that the walls are 
pressing in. They yearn for one 
more room, for more storage, for 
breathing space. As a result, 
more and more people are build- 
ing additions or renovating attics 
or basements. But these are ma- 
jor investments; there are easier, 
more economical solutions. The 
trick? Find spaces in your home 
that are underutilized or over- 
looked—and put them to work. 
Step back. Take a long, hard 
look at your home, as though ex- 
amining it for the first time with 
new eyes. You may find new 
space by combining your needs— 
creating double-duty rooms or 
“rooms” within rooms. The 
space you crave may already be 
there. You just need to find it. 


Not Just for Dining 

The dining room is probably the least- 
used space in most homes. It’s great for 
special occasions but stands idle at other 
times. Consider shifting your dining 
“room” into the living or family room, 
and using the dining room as that extra 
space you’ve always wanted. How well 
this works depends, of course, on how 
well you integrate dining functions into 
the living room. 

In designing the renovation of a cli- 
ent’s New York apartment, architect Ed- 
gar Tafel turned the dining room into a 
library-study, and a corner of the living 
room became the dining area. “I often 
worry tha! multipurpose rooms serve no 
single purpose well,” says Tafel, “‘but this 
one made sense to me. Anyone can do it. 
You put an expandable table in the living

space underneath to stow all

room and make it your focus. By 
day, with books and magazines 
piled on, you have a library table 
for reading or working. By night, 
with other chairs drawn up, it’s 
perfect for dining.” 

A big-impact table was also 
the solution for New York archi- 
tect Walter Chatham in design- 
ing his Manhattan loft. “What I 
discovered,” he says, “is that if 
you get a really large table, much 
larger than you need for dining,” 
put it in the living room and sur- 
round it with upholstered chairs, 
you end up with an unusual din- 
ing area. “In ours we put books 
at one end of the table and use 
the other end for dining. It’s a 
pleasant spot to spend an evening 
when we have guests. The secret, 
of course, is comfortable chairs.” 

The other option is to bring

the family room into the formal dining 
room. “My dining room was a terrible 
waste of space,” says Locust Valley, N.Y., 
decorator Carolyn Guttilla. “So I hung 
bookcases on the walls, had the TV set and 
VCR built in and put a love seat in front of 
the fireplace. Now it’s a sitting area, too. 
Under the windows I have two demilune 
tables that expand to seat ten. My dining 
chairs, scattered around the house, can be 
brought in when I entertain.” 

A favorite turn on this idea is New York 
designer Stan Hura’s dining-guest room, 
which has a gateleg table and four chairs 
(with two more that can be pulled in from 
the living room), plus a sideboard for serv- 
ing pieces and a large armoire containing a 
fold-down bed. 

Another variation is the dining room- 
sewing center Hura once designed around 
a handsome refectory table. “‘With its extra 
leaf, the table was big enough to cut pat- 
terns and sew on—and also to seat six,”” he 
recalls. “A sideboard accommodated sew- 
ing gear, including a portable machine. All 


the china and servers were in an armoire.” 

If work space is a high priority, why not 
convert your dining room to a part-time 
office? ““You can build a two-sided cabinet 
that ‘floats’ about two-thirds of the way 
into the room, with open space all around 
it,” suggests Marlys Hann, a New York ar- 
chitect. “The dining side can be a side- 
board with a serving surface on top. The 
work side can be a desk with storage and 
file drawers underneath. If the desk is 
tucked behind the serving level, it won’t 
show—so you don’t have to neaten up 
when company comes.” 


Zones for Living 

Large, open rooms create a wonderful 
sense of expansiveness, but space is wasted 
unless you harness it. Establish zones: 
rooms within rooms. One way 1s to vary 
the flooring. Use an area rug or even one 
layered on top of wall-to-wall carpeting. 
Consider making the zones more perma- 
nent. Says Costa Mesa, Calif., interior de- 
signer Sheldon M. Harte, ‘‘Whatever 
flooring you use—hardwood, marble, vinyl 
or tile—try adding a contrasting border to 
set one area apart from another.” His part- 
ner, John Brownlee, recalls a family room 
they designed with flooring made of used 


brick. “There was a herringbone pattern 
throughout,” he says, “‘but to separate the 
cooking and dining areas and to define the 
bar area, we inset linear borders. The divi- 
sions became very clear.” 

Using paint and wallcoverings for 
changes in wall color and texture is anoth- 
er way to create divisions. Also, don’t 
overlook what can be achieved with light- 
ing. Says Greenwich, Conn., architect Ber- 
nard M. Wharton: “In a dining-family 
room you could have low-level lighting in 
the eating area and a much higher level in 
the sitting area. Divisions can also be 
achieved by the way you contrast natural 
and artificial light. 

‘““Table-height walls carve out areas 
without blocking light. They’re permanent 
partitions, but since they’re not full-height 
walls, they don’t stop the eye.’’ He cau- 
tions against adding chair rails or wain- 
scoting to define special areas: “These 
elements work better in whole rooms.” 

A more effective, though elaborate, way 
to isolate an area is by raising the floor—if 
your ceiling height is at least nine feet. 
“The change in floor height points up the 
change in function,” says Wharton, “like a 
dining area in a living room, for example, 
or a breakfast corner in a kitchen.”

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“A raised platform can also set apart a 
reading corner or a sleeping alcove,” says 
interior designer Leah Keitz of Jenkin- 
town, Pa. ‘All you need are two-by-fours 
and plywood.” 

“Put a piano on a platform,” says Miami 
architect Joel Meyer, ‘‘and you have a via- 
ble music room. It takes only a six-inch 
step, though you could use different floor- 
ing to emphasize the change. If you have 
the luxury of at least 12 feet of ceiling 
height, you can double upward—and add a 
loft space, a room above a room. “It can be 
a getaway part of your bedroom or a guest 
‘room’ within a family room,” says Penne 
Poole, a Washington, D.C., designer. 
“Sometimes having a loft is a good way to 
keep messy things out of the mainstream of 
your home. You can add curtains or 
screens for privacy.” 

Architect Joel Meyer suggests “‘stack- 
ing” a loft library over the dining area in a 
large living-dining space, connecting the 
two areas via a circular stairway. “You can 
also define a special space by raising the 
ceiling,” he says. “If you have a gabled 
roof and can give up part of your attic, 
why not open a portion of the space all the 
way up? Add clerestory windows if there’s 
room, skylights if there isn’t. Natural light

Bedrooms and More 

As you inventory your rooms, make sure 
every space really works. Can you afford 
to combine two or more rooms? Do you 
really need so many bedrooms? Joel Meyer 
once turned a row of rooms—three bed- 
rooms and a bath—into a master suite plus 
guest room: ‘““Two small bedrooms became 
the master, though we shaved off a little of 
one room so we could make the master 
bath luxurious. The new guest room was 
the old master bedroom.” 

Merging rooms often creates better use 
of space. Designer Stan Hura recalls turn- 
ing a series of tiny rooms off a terrace into 
a single large space. One room had been a 
guest room, another a small sitting room, 
the third an inadequate dining room. What 
emerged after two walls were removed was 
one L-shaped room. It had a built-in bar, a 
sofa bed tucked into an alcove with book- 
shelves overhead, a reading corner and 
three round game tables that doubled as 
dining tables, plus a wall of mirrors reflect- 
ing the landscaped terrace. Says the de- 
signer, ‘““That one space had the potential 
to serve five different functions.”

For that one dog. 
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Marlene M. Dibrell, a Plano, Tex., inte- 
rior designer, recalls combining two large 
unneeded downstairs storage closets in a 
client’s home, creating a 13-by-9-foot of- 
fice and a 4-by-9-foot guest closet. For 
another client she turned an unused attic 
beside a master bath into an exercise room. 
“It was a five-sided space that added up to 
about fifty square feet,’’ she recalls. ““We 
linked it to the master bath through two 
six-panel doors that were usually kept 
open so the room didn’t feel claustropho- 
bic. There were two mirrored walls plus 
built-in bookshelves for magazines and 
other exercise gear. The TV was on a shelf 
at eye level for anyone riding the station- 
ary bike.” 

There may be underused areas in your 
home that you see and pass through daily 
but fail to recognize. As you examine your 
spaces, think of your everyday living needs 
and make sure there isn’t a wasted wall or 
corner where some kind of element could 
be added or built in.

he old rules about wine—dry before sweet, white 
with fish, and never with salad—make sense.

It was 
wonderful. Ever since, we’ve been much more aware 
of how rules can be bent—or even broken... 








@ Serve white wines 
with fish.

®@ Serve reds with red meat. Red with red is a natural combination, 
but there are plenty of exceptions. Full-bodied California 
Chardonnays are superb with rare baby lamb chops, Pinot Grigios 
are excellent with ham, and dry Rieslings are terrific with sausages. 
® Serve dry wines before sweet. This sounds sensible—after all, 
most people serve dessert at the end of a meal. But remember, 

most cocktails are sweet. And Sauternes is often served as an aperitif 
in Bordeaux, with no one complaining about sullied taste buds. 

® Don’t serve wine with spicy foods. Cajun, Southwest and 
Oriental-inspired dishes are often spicy. Does this mean you can’t 
enjoy wine with them? Of course not—but pick full-flavored, even 
spicy, wines to match, such as an Alsatian Gewurztraminer or a 
California Zinfandel. Or choose light, fruity Rieslings and sparkling 
wines that refresh the palate between bites.

® Serve reds at room temperature. Fine idea—if the room is 
pleasantly cool. But in summer, or in an overheated house in 
winter, it’s misleading advice. Most red wines taste best at about 65° F. 
Beaujolais, however, is best slightly chilled 
@ Don’t serve wine with salad. This rule is based on the fact that 
vinegar in salad dressings can make wine taste sour. But many 
salads include wine-friendly ingredients—nuts, meat or goat’s cheese 
(top right). A crisp, Savory California Sauvignon Blanc or a 
Muscadet complements these dishes beautifully 
® Don’t serve wine with chocolate. Chocolate desserts can be too 
sweet or too bitter for classic dessert wines, such as Sauternes. But a 
rich ruby port (right) is splendid with chocolate desserts that aren't 
too sugary or creamy, like chocolate truffles or génoise. 
® Don’t serve reds without letting them breathe. Excessive aeration 
vuses reds to lose their bouquet. Of course, older reds with 
sediment need decanting, but that should be done just before 
serving. The best way to let wine breathe? Just pour it into a 
generous-size wineglass when you're ready to drink.

By KAREN MacNEIL ————__ 
very now and then you just have to 
put on the ritz. When that time 
comes, a vin very ordinaire simply 
won't do. Bubbles are what you 

need—something snappy, effervescent and, 

for a change, something new. 

As luck would have it, two excellent 
sparkling wines from California are pop- 
ping onto the scene. Roederer Estate, a 
sparkler from the famous French Cham- 
pagne house Roederer has just been intro- 
duced. This creamy, toasty California 
debut is destined for the top of the taste 
charts. It’s available nationwide, in good 
wine shops, for about $16. 

The other sparkling prospect is the new- 
ly released Domaine Carneros. This is the 
California cousin of the noted French 
Champagne house Taittinger. And like 
Taittinger, Domaine Carneros is delicacy 
in a bottle: nothing heavy-handed going on 
here. It’s like a dancing ballerina on your 
tongue—light, balanced, crisp, with every- 
thing in perfect proportion—and a bargain 
at about $20. 

Roederer U.S., Inc., and Domaine Car- 
neros bring the number of French Cham- 
pagne firms with investments in California 
to six. What these firms have to offer is 
more than a century’s experience in mak- 
ing true French Champagne. For Califor- 
nia’s part, the climate produces excellent 
fruit—grapes coddled into ripeness by sun- 
ny days and cool nights. 

Tastewise, the results of French know- 
how and California sun keep getting better. 
Which brings us to the point of exactly 
what a good California sparkler ought to 
taste like. The bubbles, of course, should 
be tiny and bursting with energy—but as 
far as flavor goes, it’s the wine around the 
bubbles that counts. That wine should 
have clean, creamy, round flavors with a 
whisper of vanilla—almost like a custard. 

What to serve with these new wines? 
Both the Roederer Estate and the Do- 
maine Carneros seem made for the silky 
texture and rich flavor of fresh salmon. 
These wines are also terrific as aperitifs, 


along with some country paté and a loaf of 
French bread.

f your heart’s desire is to banquet 
like Cleopatra on the palm- 
fringed banks of the Nile, if you 
long to deck your palazzo with 
the perfumed pleasures of a tropi- 
cal night, or if even a Doge’s Pal- 
ace, swagged with fruit and flowers and 
glittering with tiny lights, is your ambition, 
then Ken Turner is your man. 

London’s Ken Turner is a romantic 
Irish visionary, a master of the phantasma- 
gorical, or, as he modestly styles himself 
(with a touch of irony), the Cecil Beaton of 
the flower world. His business is magic. 
For a wildly distinguished international 
clientele, he creates transports of fantasy 
that quicken the heart and gladden the 
senses. Birch groves and cherry orchards, a 
Renaissance precision of clipped privet, 
great waterfalls swirling with dry ice, in 
which sculptured Tritons struggle free 
from their confines of rock like Michelan- 
gelo’s slaves—these are a few of the mate- 
rials with which Turner transforms 
Gump’s and Bergdorf’s, Claridge’s and 
Harrods, the Royal Opera House and St. 
James’s Palace. His clients are awesome, 
and his heroes impeccable—Capability 
Brown, Oliver Messel, David Hockney.

ut Ken Turner does 
not have to be 
grand. If an inno- 
cent circlet of lilies 
to twine in your 
hair is what you want, or a stunning 
still life of whitewashed watering 
cans and gardening paraphernalia, 
or a fat rococo swag of carrots, pep- 
pers, cabbages and artichokes, he 
can make them all. Turner races on 
high-octane inspiration—nothing 
matters more to him than the thrill 
of an original idea. 

He is blessed with boyish good 
looks and more Celtic charisma than 
is comfortable at close quarters. His 
fascination with matters horticultur- 
al comes, he says, from the influence 
of his grandfather back in County 
Down, Northern Ireland. Turner 
spent his youth indulging a passion 
for antiques (also his grandfather’s 
legacy) as well as a passion for 
plants. Besides growing his own, he 
raided the neighboring estate be- 
longing to Lady Dufferin for exotic 
flowers. ‘“Many’s the time her butler 
caught me,” he admits. “My moth- 
er’s house looked like a harvest 
thanksgiving every week.’ > 


At one end of the big kitchen

en Turner lives in 
Wandsworth Com- 
mon, a leafy part of 
London. The transi- 
tion from urban clat- 
ter to Turner’s tran- 
quil oasis is made through 
an arched vault of white 
Clematis montana and wis- 
teria. On entering, the first 
thing that strikes you is the 
fragrance—a blend of ferns, 
moss, spice and wood 
smoke—which comes partly 
from the fires that blaze all 
winter and partly from 
Turner’s own scented can- 
dles. And, of course, there 
are flowers everywhere, 
great perfumed bushes and 
bundles of them. 

Turner is not a man to do 
things by halves. Outside, he has managed 
to pack a container garden, a rose-draped 
white garden and a kitchen garden into a 
narrow patch of London green that mea- 
sures 40 by 170 feet. “I live in my garden 
all year,” he says. “I walk ’round it first 
thing every day.”’ He grows vegetables and 
masses of herbs, and has multiple fruit 
trees threaded through with clematis and 
white ‘Kiftsgate’ roses. 

Whenever the weather allows, he enter- 
tains alfresco—picnics for which he makes 
chicken with garlic and lemon, or stuffed 
with apples and prunes. A glorious air of 
the country pervades this corner of the city 
as the evening air grows heavy with the 
fragrance of jasmine and honeysuckle, 
roses and lilies, nicotiana and night-scent- 
ed stock—all the old-fashioned cottage 
garden smells. 

Turner sums it up neatly: “I’m still very 
Irish. I’m not a city person at all. I love the 
theater and music, but I /ive my work.” 
And Ken Turner’s work is a delicate bal- 
ance. His genius is in bringing a fresh, sane 
and beautiful breath of the country to the 
dusty heart of the city—where we need it

Most people work for years to 
get to Hollywood. Chris 
O’Connell did the opposite— 
she left. In 1980, O’Connell 
chucked her job as a high- 
powered television executive to 
devote herself to weaving. A 
few years later, she packed up 
her burgeoning business— 
named Spider Woman Designs, 
after the Navajo spirit of weav- 
ing and all creativity—and 
headed for Santa Fe. 

Settled now in a two-story 
condominium, O’Connell’s 
downstairs shop sells a mix of 
Southwestern antiques and arti- 
facts, plus her own weavings— 
throws and sweaters snapped 
up by the likes of I. Magnin, 
Linda McCartney and Robert 
Redford. Upstairs, she shares 
home with husband Kenny 
Passarelli and their baby 
daughter. But the line between 
home and shop 1s blurred. “I’m 
constantly showing visitors 
how I live,”’ says O’Connell. “I 
hope my home inspires them.” 





In both spaces, O’Connell 
teams primitive antiques with 
brightly hued Indian rugs and 
pillows made from vintage Na- 
vajo rugs. She spins a spell of 
warmth. The 19th-century an- 
tiques, with original paint, were 
hand-carved by settlers who 
combined Spanish influences 
with native colors and designs. 
“There’s a fanciful quality to 
primitive furniture that’s al- 
ways appealed to me,” explains 
O’Connell. Though spare, “‘it’s 
not austere in any way.” 

The gentle blues found in the 
antiques and weavings are a de- 
liberate touch. ‘“Those tones are 
very popular here,’’ says 
O’Connell. “‘They reflect the 
sky, and according to Indian 
legend, they ward off evil spir- 
its.” Even the art contributes to 
the Santa Fe sense: The requi- 
site sun-bleached skulls (paired 
here with a Palladian window), 
the Kiva ladder and the repro- 
duction Indian rock drawings 
are all threads in O’Connell’s 
interior tapestry.

ark Hampton, in- 

terior decorator, wa- 
tercolorist and author, 
most recently acclaimed 
for the restoration of Blair House in Washington, 
D.C., has just added another string to his bow. He 
has put together a 35-piece collection of furniture for 
the Hickory Chair Company, which is now available 
throughout the country. 

The Hampton/Hickory match was obviously 
made in retailing heaven. Hickory Chair, a 75-year- 
old furniture manufacturing company known for its 
fine reproductions, wanted to move toward the in- 
creasingly popular English country house look. 
Mark Hampton (above), celebrated for his sure hand 
in that comfortable and stylish mode, was thinking 
about going public with some of the pieces he had 
been custom-designing all along for his carriage- 
trade clients. Hickory proposed to Hampton (the 
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company’s first choice); he accepted. A year later, 
the Mark Hampton Collection is on the selling floor. 
Says Hampton: “I chose useful, basic pieces in dis- 
parate styles that work well grouped together or 
scattered. They are not canonically pure pieces that 
must be part of a suite.” 

Furniture lines built on the holdings of a museum 
or on a period of the past have existed for a long 
time. More recently, contemporary design groupings 
by well-known decorators have begun to appear. But 
The Mark Hampton Collection is unique because 
now an average homeowner can go to a store and 
buy into the expertise and taste of an eminent tradi- 
tional decorator. In addition, this is the first gather- 
ing of the sort of 19th-century pieces found in the 
English country rooms so many of us have come to 
love and covet.

nce the most-neglected room in the house, the bath 
is going through dazzling transformations. In 1988 alone, 
Americans spent a staggering $10 billion to revamp and revi- 
talize their baths—and that figure is still climbing. “It’s not 
the small, sterile place it used to be,” says Francis Jones of the 
National Kitchen & Bath Association. 

Not at all. Size is way up—in new homes the 5-by-7-foot 
bath is giving way to rooms as spacious as a master bedroom. 
Windows and skylights pour on the light, while French doors 
and bump-outs open the bath to the outdoors. Saunas, refrig- 
erators, exercise equipment and an array of elegant materials 
are turning the old-fashioned white box into a relaxing and 
pampering comfort zone. And now that we’re spending more 
time here, we’re bringing in real furnishings, like antique 
chairs and kilims. Lighting—at last—has moved on from the 
glare of fluorescent to soft, welcoming glows. The bath is the 
latest frontier for declaring our personal style. 

This example, in a northern California house designed by 
Richard Elmore, shows just how luxurious a bath can be. It’s 
big—500 square feet. But more important, it’s a big comfort. 
In the warm climate, the Carerra marble is cool and soothing. 
Nature is just a step away—a door leads to a terrace, and the 
shower (above) offers the feeling of bathing outdoors.

t’s been close to three decades 
since Charles Gwathmey first 
picked up a T square and began 
practicing his brand of modern- 
ism. Today, his firm, Gwath- 
mey Siegel, is famous for its 
pure geometric buildings. Now, 
architect Gwathmey, at 50, is moving 
beyond minimalism in projects like a 
renovated barn for Steven Spielberg and 
an addition for Frank Lloyd Wright’s 
Guggenheim Museum. Here, in a 
multi-level three-bedroom Connecticut 
house, Gwathmey has added mahoga- 
ny, friendly details and easy curves to 
the familiar right-angled box. The re- 
sult is modern—but richly homey. 
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At the back, a two-and-a-half-story glass wall brings in the 


outdoors. But a comforting grid makes tt feel like home 


or Robert and Iraida Garey, who 
work hard and travel extensively, this 
house’s peaceful mood has made all 
the difference. Mostly, it’s the close 
marriage of the surrounding land- 
scape with the design that’s so shel- 
tering. “From the moment you walk 
through the front door,” says Charles Gwathmey, 
“the house and site reveal themselves simultaneous- 
ly.” Stepping inside, you walk into a light-filled stair 
hall. Just as the site steps upward, so does the house: 
You must climb half a level to reach the kitchen, din- 
ing and living rooms. Continuing through the house, 
you see more and more of the outdoors until, finally, 
in the living room, a curved glass wall seems to bring 
in the whole hill and stream. 

While this two-and-a-half story living room is pro- 
portioned to stand up to the hill, it is broken down to 
human scale by the grid of the windows, the balcony, 
the fireplace and the columns, so the space does not 
seem overwhelming. Rich materials—mahogany 
floors, marble table and countertops—and embracing 

curves also soften the vertical space. 
Up another half level is the guest wing, 
above the triple garage. Set at a right 
angle to the rest of the house, it is a 
separate, private place that can 





be reached from the stair hall. With its own views 
and exterior stairs to the pool, the guest wing is 
also closely connected to the outdoors. 

On the next level is the master bedroom. An inter1- 
or window follows the curve of the mahogany-gridded 
window encircling the living room, and allows the 
Gareys to see across the living room to the outdoors. 
The room is anchored by a triangular fireplace. 

Reflecting on the house, Gwathmey says: “When 
you're there, it’s very quiet, soft and forgiving. As a 
protective place, it does everything a house should do, 
yet it transcends that to also provide a dialogue be- 
tween nature and a man-made object.” 

Because Charles Gwathmey believes that “‘it is the 
obligation of the artist to constantly explore and rede- 
fine,’ he cherishes clients like the Gareys, who pro- 
vide the opportunity. As for the Gareys, to reassure 
those who might worry about the anxieties involved in 
building such a special house, they loved every minute 
of it. While the house was under construction, Robert 
Garey would often spend an entire day driving back 
and forth just to spend 20 minutes there. “The things 
you can’t see—the skeleton and the round brick foun- 
dation —are as beautiful as what you can see,” says 
Garey. Now everything I want in terms of personal 
happiness is here.” —SUSAN ZEVON

t’s been a decade of change for health spas. 
Once dismissed as mere “‘fat farms” for fast weight loss, 
today’s spas offer thoughtful approaches for long-term 
health. “On an extremely spartan diet,” says Dan 
Kucharski of Connecticut’s Norwich Inn, Spa & Villas, 
“you feel cheated and are likely to binge later.” The spa 
chefs here all serve totally satisfying meals that not only 
look and taste good, but are oh-so-good for you. They also 
give take-home cooking tips. So once you’ve been 
introduced to healthy eating, you can stick with it. 

And that’s easy, when the food offers so much. Why not 
try Michael McVay’s shrimp Caesar salad, beef medallions 
with mushrooms and green peppercorns, and a few chocolate 
madeleines (first page)? Better yet, adopt the low-fat, low- 
salt cooking methods that make any dish healthier. 


Chef Biggs offers wine with 
dinner, but just a glass. Crisp 
white Zinfandel accompanies 
white-bean salad and lamb loin 
(below). Just desserts: red 
Zinfandel granite and poached 
pears. Calories: 521.

pa food didn’t just spring full-blown 
from one chef's toque blanche. Evolving since the 1970s, 
this sophisticated cooking draws on the health-food trend, 
nouvelle cuisine and the latest facts on nutrition. It 
emphasizes complex carbohydrates—fruits, vegetables and 
whole grains. Just-picked herbs and spices make the 
wholesome ingredients sing. Inventive chefs have devised 
techniques to reduce fat and salt—and enhance natural 
flavors. Soups are thickened with vegetable purees, not 
flour. Sauces are made “creamy” with a splash of low-fat 
milk. Fish and chicken are broiled, poached or grilled— 
rarely sautéed, never fried. And, equally important, chefs 
pamper us while we eat right. They present foods with 
style, and set the table with fine china and flowers. 

This light cuisine has grown so popular, it’s moved 
beyond the spas. New York’s prestigious The Four Seasons 
introduced its Spa’Cuisine in 1983, and restaurants all over 
the country have since added spa food to the menu. Now, 
with these recipes, you can bring it all home.

HEALTHY COOKING— 
FAST—WITH THE 
MICROWAVE OVEN 


In the midst of New Year’s resolutions? 
The microwave oven can actually help. 
Food generally cooks faster and with less 
liquid in a microwave, so more heat-sensi- 
tive and water-soluble nutrients (like vita- 
min C) are retained. Fast cooking also 
means better natural flavors—which less- 
ens the need for salt. And that bane of all 
diets—fat—can practically be eliminated 
because food sticks less to microwave 
cookware. Here, from our newest book, 
Microwave Diet Cookery (Simon and 
Schuster, $18), is a 266-calorie menu to get 
your year off to a healthy start. Begin by 
freezing the yogurt and preparing the ap- 
ples, then proceed to the soup, scallops and 
broccoli. If your calorie-cinching permits, 
pour yourself 3 ounces of dry white wine, 
such as a 1987 Chardonnay or Sauvignon 
Blanc from California’s new Masson Vine- 
yards.

Start the day 
with breakfast in bed—then you'll be 
urged outdoors.

mund Kean, an actor, dressed for his 
role as Richard III in Shakespeare’s 
play. It was copied from a print pub- 
lished in 1921. Kean was considered a 
brilliant tragedian, but he had a seri- 
ous problem with drinking and wild 
living. He died in 1833 at the age of 
46. Your figurine is marked with the 
English Derby porcelain mark of the 
1820s. It would be of interest to col- 
lectors of theatrical memorabilia as 
well as collectors of English porce- 
lains. It’s worth more than $1,000. 


|) This chest is made of bird’s-eye maple, cherry and mahogany. 
Are antiques generally made from more than one type of wood? 
—B.N., Arkadelphia, Ark. 


The earlier American 
pieces in the Chippendale 
style were usually made 
of one type of wood. The 
only decoration was the 
elaborate carving or the 
shaping of the foot or 
arm. Cabinetmakers of 
the late 18th and the 
19th centuries, however, 
often used several types 
of wood. Sheraton, Hep- 
plewhite and Federal 
cabinetmakers working from 1790 to 1840 preferred plain surfaces 
decorated with inlay of different types of wood. Light and dark 
woods were often mixed. Your chest of drawers is in the Federal 
style. The curved apron at the bottom of the drawers, the simple 
mahogany banding and the attractive bird’s-eye-maple veneer are 
all typical of pieces made in Massachusetts around 1800. The 


_ curved bow front and the veneer add to the value. The chest is 


worth about $7,500.

Enamelware has been popular 
for centuries. Enamels made at 
Limoges, France, became fam- 
ous in the 12th century, and 
Chinese workmen were making 
cloisonné and other enamels by 
the 13th century. But one of the 
most noted periods for this art 
was sometime between 1820 
and 1890. French artisans 
around Paris, for example, 
made important enamel and 
cloisonné clocks and vases in 
the 1880s. With the interest in 
Art Deco, many new pieces were also produced in the 1920s. Ca- 
mille Faure, who signed your plate, was an artist working then. 
Your dish is worth about $2,000. 





L] My painted wooden chair is decorated with fruit, flowers, an 
American eagle and the word “Liberty.” It’s red, blue, yellow and 
dull green. When and where was it made? —D.S. Ventura, Calif. 


The rounded back of your plank-seat 
chair gives it the name ‘balloon 
back.”’ This style was first developed 
by George Hepplewhite in the 18th 
century, and was picked up by other 
furniture makers in the 19th century. 
It was especially popular with Victori- 
an designers. Painted balloon-back 
chairs were popular in the Pennsylva- 
nia area about 1825. They were usual- 
ly painted in dark green, red or 
brown, and were then stenciled with 
bronze powder and various colors. If 
the paint is original, your chair is 
worth $500.

hen the family comes home 

from busy days, the kitchen is 

the room where they meet 

and linger for a “How was 
your day” roundup, a look at the evening 
news. It’s the gathering place of any home. 
Why? Because more and more of us have 
made for ourselves the kind of warm coun- 
try kitchen that gives us a place to relax 
and get back to each other while getting 
dinner ready. 

There is something about cooking to- 
gether that makes deep conversation easy. 
A mother and daughter can explore very 
serious subjects when they are peeling car- 
rots side by side—easing into touchy topics 
when hands are busy and eyes can’t meet. 
There have been moments of kitchen talk 
that I treasure—like the time my son con- 
fessed a minor school failure and I kept 
stirring the pot without missing a beat. I 
think that reassured him more than the 
comforting words I spoke. 

A country kitchen in 1989 is a lot like 
the old keeping room that was the heart of 


the pioneer home—an intimate, warm, em- 
bracing, sharing, comforting kind of place. 
A celebration of domestic life. The one- 
room Colonial cottage, often with a sleep- 
ing loft above, was where our forebears 
kept house, kept body and soul together, 
kept going. Here the family cooked on the 
hearth and in the beehive oven, and ate 
and lived every indoor minute of their 
hard-working days. As they prospered, 
they would add on a parlor and bedrooms 
with privacy, but the keeping room still re- 
mained the family’s vital center. 

Today, the spirit of the keeping room is 
very much with us in our warm country 
kitchens. These sheltering, comfortable 
rooms may differ from one another in 
style, but they always seem to contain cer- 
tain predictable elements: a big, often 
wooden, table in the center, patinaed by 
time and honest use; personal objects and 
snapshots on display; and easy access to 
the outdoors, or at least generous views 
through the windows. 

There are many ways to inject homey- 
ness into kitchens. One way is with furni- 
ture. I find it hard to think of any sort of 
furniture that could not find its place in 
today’s kitchen—well, maybe not a grand 
piano or a canopy bed, but I have seen an 
upright in a kitchen, and I keep seeing 
daybeds of various shapes, sizes and styles 
there, too. 

In just the past six months of scouting 
across the country, I have seen an amazing 
variety of furniture in kitchens: a chintz- 
covered love seat and armchairs, numerous 
sturdy antique dining tables, an antique 
bamboo-frame writing table for bill-paying 
and telephoning, a good Dutch still life in 
oils (nof at risk, thanks to efficient vents 
and hoods that carry away smoke and 
grease), a Welsh cupboard showing off 
blue-and-white Staffordshire platters, and 
another filled with majolica, kilim rugs on 


one wood floor and an enchanting black- 
background rose-strewn hooked rug on an- 
other. Yes, wood floors are in again. So are 
°20s-style glass-front cabinets—the kind 
people were ripping out not so long ago. 

Kitchens have changed in other ways, 
too. I am also seeing every color in the 
spectrum in kitchen decorating, and a 
range of materials from ancient marble to 
state-of-the-art granite chips in resin. I 
have seen computer centers in kitchens 
and work benches for wood crafts. 

But it is personality and mood that 
count the most in a country kitchen, not 
pieces of furniture and equipment. I de- 
signed my own kitchen in Vermont so that 
I can see the fireplace from the work 
counter, and my family and friends around 
the fire can see me. So it’s natural for 
someone to drift over and pitch in. I made 
a pantry where you can see everything you 
need for cooking and serving, and anyone 
can play—pluck the mats out of a pretty 
basket and set the table, grab a whisk and 
whip the cream. 

No room in the house ladles out support 
and love the way a kitchen can. Is it any 
wonder, then, that so many people remod- 
el their kitchens in a country mode within 
the first year of moving into a house? What 
a strong drive it must be, to undertake 
such upheaval and expense right after the 
upheaval and expense of moving. 

I’m sure the need to modernize a kitch- 
en is one of the reasons to remodel, but I 
am convinced that the deeper, more com- 
pelling need is to take possession of the 
space, to personalize it and make it part of 
the family.

WE’RE BUILDING A NEW DREAM—A HOUSE 
THAT WILL STRETCH INTO ANOTHER CENTURY

once saw a house in Chester, Nova 
Scotia, that I have never forgotten. 
And although I could see and savor 
only the exterior, I knew how this 

house lived inside. Somehow there was an 

instant intimacy between me and a house I 

would never enter. 

The one-storied house was shaped like 
the capital letter I, lying on its side. At the 
center was one great room, and at each 
end, a wing. The house was white, and a 
garden path led to the double front doors. 
Small and self-contained, it was so unlike 
Thornhill that I felt a bit disloyal. But I 
couldn’t help it. I had simply fallen in love 
with a house—a very human emotion. 

Some time later I saw a cousin of this 
house in Scotland, and even later, a second 
cousin in the French countryside. But nev- 
er did I think a house like this would 
become a member of our family. 

Well, you just never know. Now this 
house is about to be built in Vermont. And 
it is going to be ours, all ours. 

It is exciting, it is terrifying, it’s the first 
time we’ve ever built a house. The name in 
Tom’s file is “‘Lake House’’—a cozy exag- 
geration, but in a five-minute walk there is 
Lake Champlain. To me it is a Summer 
House that will stretch into another centu- 
ry. Stretch in every direction for our fam- 
ily, their families, right down the line. 

Sometimes I wonder if we know what 
we’re doing. We have always lived in 
houses whose birthday cakes could hold 
more than 100 candles, have always re- 


stored other dreams. But now we are en- 
tering a new world. I feel like a bride. 

After we bought the land, four acres- 
plus in a wooded area, Tom drew my ideas 
to scale on graph paper. Then we found 
Tom Koerner, an architectural designer, 
who brought in Charlie Proutt, our builder. 

Both are in their early 30s—Tom 
Koerner looks like a young Albert 
Schweitzer, and Charlie is the boy next 
door. I like them so much that I have to re- 
mind myself I am a client rather than a 
close friend. They call us Dee and Tom, 
and seem to understand us. 

Not that we haven’t had a few different 
ideas. Tom Koerner first suggested bay 
windows, and I quickly said, ‘No, nine- 
over-nine!”” And Charlie was quietly deter- 
mined that a maple tree remain, one I felt 
blocked a view. I understood. Charlie also 
owns a nursery, and trees are one of the 
icons of his other world. But nature settled 
our polite dispute. Because of a ledge, the 
site had to be moved forward eight feet. 

Although there is only the foundation, I 
find myself decorating. What painting will 
I put over the 1820 mantel that has been in 
our Maryland barn for years? Will a stripe 
go with the chintz on the sofa? Tom Har- 
die says that I am simply “‘playing house,” 
but I know this is the real thing. 

Over the years we have made Thornhill 
ours, but this one is ours from the very be- 
ginning. It’s never too late to build a 
house, and that pleases me. An original 
Hardie house, with a bow to a house some- 
where in the middle of Nova Scotia.

By SUZY GERSHMAN 
t all started the day I 
scorched the kitchen 
counter and discovered it 
would cost $450 to re- 

place a mere section of plastic 
laminate. How much more, I 
asked myself, would it cost to 
fly to Portugal—where hand- 
painted tiles cost a fraction of 
what they do here—buy 
enough tile to cover the 
counter, and finally have my 
dream kitchen? Not much. 

Tiles are an old Portuguese 
tradition, brought to Iberia by 
the Moors more than 900 
years ago. They glitter everywhere in 
Portugal, from the richest palace to the 
most humble house. Some are finer than 
others, some are older, but all make a 
mosaic of wonder—bouquets of flowers 
and intricate geometrics. 

While stucco forms the upper floors of 
many houses, the street-level floors are 
usually covered with ceramics. The most 
common colors are the traditional blue 
and white, with a yellow or golden color 
sometimes added. But you can find azule- 
jos (tiles, in Portuguese) in a panoply of 
shades. Whole panels depict historical 
scenes (battles are popular), giant vases 
or famous ships. Occasionally, you'll see 
a life-size panel of a person, in full-court 
dress of the 18th century. And it’s possi- 
ble to find buildings from the 1600s, their 
tile work nearly perfect. 

The Moors taught their methods all 
over Europe, but it was the Portuguese 
who turned the ancient lessons into an 
ongoing art. During the Age of Discover- 
ics (the early 1500s), when Portuguese 
ships had regular trade routes to Macau 
and Japan, Portuguese architecture and 
painting were influenced by the art of the 
Far East. (In fact, you can still see Pago-

da-shaped roofs all over the 
country.) Portuguese tiles 
took on a unique quality, 
blending the Moorish, the 
Mandarin and the Mediterra- 
nean in distinctive strokes 
that make them quite differ- 
ent from the famous Delft 
tiles of Holland or the faience 
of southern France. 

Although you won’t see as 
many tile facades in Lisbon as 
ycu will in the countryside 
(more about that later), it is a 
good place to begin to wor- 
ship, because the Museu do 
Azulejo (the Tile Museum) is 
there. Take a tram up the hills of the Al- 
fama district to the Castelo de Sao 
Jorge—the Moorish citadel that over- 
looks the city—and try to ignore the vis- 
tas and the river. Keep your eyes on the 
ancient walls: This will be your first 
brush with immortal art made with clay 
and kiln. From Alfama, hop over to the 
next hill and the Mother of God district. 
Next to the church Madre de Deus 
(Mother of God), in the convent, is the 
museum (open daily except Mondays and 
holidays, 10 A.M. to 5 P.M.). 

Enter the gates and then the convent, 
passing by more than one million tiles, 
representing work created over the past 
450 years. The old richly colored and 
deeply drawn tiles will educate your eye 
to the techniques around you. Good tiles 
have a depth to them that comes from 
the artistry and care lavished when they 
were created. 

Now you're ready for my personal 
Portuguese Tile Tour, which includes a 
trek through the shops of Lisbon and a 
trip through the countryside. Drive or 
take a train north to Porto. Then visit the 
towns of Aveiro and Coimbra, always

Lisbon 

If you can go to only one tile shop in 
Lisbon, Viuva Lamego should be the one. 
Located near the Chiado downtown area, 
it announces itself to you on sight. The 
small two-story villa is completely covered 
in azulejos, which form life-size portraits 
of 18th-century courtiers along the outside 
walls. The company, which was founded in 
1849, does a huge export business interna- 
tionally, and is well known among USS. 
designers. Wander into the studio through 
the wrong door, and you'll see the shipping 
department, stacked with boxes stamped 
“fragile.” It is exactly what your fantasy 
shop should be—shelves laden with flower- 
pots, vases, lamp bases, dinner plates, 
sconces, wall medallions and, yes, tiles, 
too. No other shop in Portugal has the 
kind of designs you'll find here, especially 
for dinnerware, so this is the chance to 
buy. Now for the bad news: Lamego does 
not ship, nor does it take credit cards. (The 





store also does not give a VAT—Value- 
Added Tax—refund.) The sales help may 
not be particularly friendly, or helpful. 
They will wrap and pack for you, but 
you’re on your own from there. The de- 
tails: Fabrica de Ceramica Viuva Lamego, 
Lda., Largo do Intendente 25, Lisbon; 56- 
02-62. (Most of the shops in Portugal, in- 
cluding this one, are open Monday 
through Friday, 9 A.M. to 1 P.M., 3 P.M. to 
7 P.M., but to be certain, call ahead.)

For an amazingly different experience 
and top-of-the-line quality, try Lisbon’s 
other famous tile shop, Sant’Anna. A not- 
ed workshop for decades, with a store in 
the Chiado main shopping area and a fac- 
tory (open to visitors by appointment, ask 
for details in the shop), Sant’Anna has a 


very distinctive style of painting and glaz- 
ing. The work is entirely different from 
Lamego’s, but sensational nonetheless. 
Sant’Anna makes tiles for Country Floors 
(a U.S. distributor of international tiles, 
with showrooms in several U.S. cities), and 
therefore cannot sell these patterns to you. 
But the shop will sell other tiles ($3.50 to 
$6.50), individually or by the panel, and 
also has a wide selection of pottery. The 
desk-top articles, dinner plates and serving 
pieces are hand-painted with wispy brush- 
strokes and bear tiny animals and Persian- 
style motifs. They range from the 
downright cheap ($10 for a ceramic box) 
to the moderate ($50 for a large vegetable 
dish). Sant’Anna ships, arranges for VAT 
refunds at the airport, takes credit cards 
and is open during lunch (which few other 
stores are). And the sales help doesn’t 
mind bringing out everything that’s in the 
back. The details: Fabrica Sant’Anna, Rua 
do Alecrim 95, Lisbon; 32-25-37. Sant’-

Because tiles last for centuries, there is 
only a small market in “used” or antique 
tiles. A few pieces turn up at flea markets 
or gift shops, but the bulk of the business is 
sewn up by Solar, smack in the middle of

the antiques street Dom Pedro V, where 
four rooms on three different levels are 
stacked with tiles dating back to the early 
17th century. One chamber is devoted ex- 
clusively to Art Deco tiles. Expect to pay 
about $15 for a single tile. The firm ships 
and accepts credit cards. The details: Rua 
Dom Pedro V 68-70, Lisbon; 36-55-22. 


Cascais 
Say “Cash-kaise’” and take the electric 
train from the Cais do Sodré train station 
in Lisbon to this suburb by the sea, the last 
stop on the line. It’ll take about a half-hour 
to get there on the rickety commuter train, 
but it’s well worth it to explore this seaside 
resort community just one kilometer past 
Estoril. There’s not much shopping in Es- 
toril, but Cascais makes up for it with a 
pedestrian street that’s filled with bou- 
tiques and outdoor vendors. On Wednes- 
days there is a market as well (fruit, 
vegetables and crafts). But the real reason 
to go to Cascais is to visit Isto E Aquilo, an 
artisan’s shop nestled a step off the main 
shopping street, in a tiny house where 
weavings, ceramics and some tiles are sold. 
Isto E Aquilo is the place for the blue 
and white coffee mugs you’ve been think- 
ing of, the dinner service with the fishies 


painted in circles, the honey jars and 
cachepots. Coffee mugs are $5 each; dinner 
plates are $15. The store will pack for you, 
but will not ship. Credit cards are accept- 
ed. The details: Isto E Aquilo, Largo da 
Misercordia, Cascais; 284-0956. 


Porto 

Porto is Portugal’s second-largest city, and 
the industrial capital of the country. Take 
the rapido (the fast train, which offers as- 
signed seats and meal service for $40

round-trip from Lisbon) for the three-and- 
a-half-hour zoom across the countryside. 
Be sure to stay awake, because each station 
you pass through (except the one in Por- 
to) is elaborately decorated with azulejos. 
Make a separate trip to the Sao Bento 
train station in downtown Porto to see 


even more magnificent tiles. 

Porto is such a commercial center that 
the traffic and New York pace of life may 
disappoint you, but the tile-covered build- 
ings and the sources for tiles and pottery 
will not. 

Ceramica Lusitania Comercial Lda. 
This is it, folks, the place where the most 
expensive tile in the house costs 32 cents, 
and where I bought my 25-cent beauties. 
This is a bath-supply shop open to the 
public. No one here speaks English—the 
tourists are rare—but the tiles cost a quar- 
ter each, and the store will pack everything 
for you to take on the plane. All tiles are 
on display, with prices marked on each 
(tiles are generally sold by the piece). The 
details: Ceramica Lusitania Comercial 
Lda., Rua de Santa Catarina 748-778, 
Porto; 501-189-823. 

Fabrica de Loica de Sacavem is the fac- 
tory-outlet shop for Sacavem, which makes 
everyday and restaurant-quality dishes. 
Prices are incredibly low. An entire tea 
service (teapot, six cups and saucers and 
six dessert plates) costs less than $50. The 
shop does not ship. The details: Fabrica de

Aveiro is not the quaint little village you 
think it is when you pass through the blue 
and white tiled train station. But the 
sprawling town is headquarters to many 
tile and pottery factories, and it does have 
pockets of charm around the downtown 
canals. If you’ve rented a car to drive here 
(it’s about 40 minutes south of Porto), you 
have come for some serious shopping. 

The most famous porcelain company in 
Portugal is Vista Alegre, which makes 
goods for Tiffany & Co. and the Metropol- 
itan Museum of Art in New York, as well 
as its own line for local consumption. AI- 
though Vista Alegre has boutiques in every 
city in Portugal (including one next door 
to Fabrica de Loica de Sacavem in Porto), 
the best shop is located in the factory out- 
side of Aveiro, in the suburb of Ilhavo. The 
shop in Aveiro is not a factory outlet, but 
is luxurious, well staffed and well stocked. 
It has by far the best selection in all of 
Portugal. Vista Alegre does not ship, but 
provides a VAT refund and takes all credit 
cards. The details: Ceramica Vista Alegre, 
Fabrica Ilhavo, Marque Ilhavo, Aveiro; 


034-322-365. Open 9:30 A.M. to 12:30 P.M

Have your business card ready if you 
want to shop at Aleluia, a commercial sup- 
ply house for floors and design panels that 
also sells panels to tourists. The security 
guard at the gate expects contractors only, 
so give him your card. No one speaks En- 
glish, although you can speak French to 
one of the executives of the company, Car- 
los Rocha. Aleluia, which has been in busi- 
ness since 1906, specializes in hand-painted 
reproductions of historical designs. But 
you can also commission a family portrait 
from a photograph or a plaque with your 
street address. Prices, which are wholesale, 
depend on the size and complexity of the 
design. Shipping anywhere in the world is 
no problem. The tiles will arrive with num- 
bers on the back, coded so that you can 
assemble your panel. If you wish to do big 
business here, you might want to come 
with an interpreter, but simple orders can 
be worked out with mime and a pencil and 
paper.

@ You needn’t buy hand-painted tiles to 
get lovely colors and good design. 
Many inexpensive mass-produced tiles 
borrow from traditional patterns and 
have gorgeous colors. Although these 
tiles are thinner, have flat backs and are 
machine-printed or stamped with de- 
cals, they make up for it by being in- 
credibly cheap. I paid 25 cents each for 
16 tiles in a blue-on-white pattern like the 
one of my dreams.

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DREAMS OF A WINTER GARDENER: HOUSEPLANTS 
AT HAND, SPRING BLOOMS TO COME 


By KEN DRUSE 
It’s February. I miss 
the pleasures of my 
outdoor garden, but 
I’m far from idle. This 
month I finish placing 
catalog orders and 
dote on the awaken- 
ing indoor garden. 
I'm eagerly awaiting 
the arrival of seeds for 
two luminary floral 





introductions: ‘Sun- 
spot,’ a 10-inch-wide 
sunflower that grows 
only two feet tall, 
from Park Seed, and 
‘Sunrise,’ a spry yel- 
low coreopsis from Burpee. The latter, a 
perennial, blooms the first year it’s sown 
and has won both European and American 
gold medals as best new plant. 

I'm not going to start these seeds in- 
doors too early, or the floppy seedlings will 
do poorly in the garden. Most plants need 
to be started only six or eight weeks before 
the weather settles. I'll tend to my house- 
plants, giving them a quarter-turn each 
time I water to keep growth symmetrical. 

Houseplants respond to the lengthening 
daylight hours. Some are known as short- 
day bloomers. Chrysanthemums, poinset- 
tias and Thanksgiving cactus, for example, 
are induced to bloom as daylight shrinks. 
But most plants bloom as light increases. 
My citrus, Meyer and Ponderosa lemon 
and miniature orange, form buds and flow- 
er in February with a regularity you could 
set your calendar by. When the sun-room 
is filled with their intoxicating fragrance, I 
play pollinator. With a small artist’s brush 
I dust bright yellow pollen from the an- 
thers onto the sticky stigma at the center of 
each flower. Ornamental fruit will follow. 

All my houseplants need feeding. Fo- 
liage plants such as ficus and philodendron 
get a dose of high-nitrogen fertilizer (20- 
10-10). Fruiting and flowering plants— 
citrus and African violets, for example— 
need a preparation with more phospho-

rus, such as 15-30-15. 

This quiet time of 
year allows me to en- 
joy good garden 
books and watch new 
videos. Avid and al- 
ways inquisitive gar- 
den writer Allen Lacy 
has become America’s 
conservator of garden 
literature. Lacy’s The 
American Gardener: A 
Sampler (Farrar, 
Straus & Giroux, 
$19) blesses us with 
the brilliant collected 
garden visions of 
Thomas Jefferson, 
Katherine S. White and Thalassa Cruso, 
among others. 

Another “‘new”’ book is by a poet, who, 
as the daughter of a lighthouse keeper, 
created a garden out of virtually nothing 
and documented her experiences. An Is- 
land Garden by Celia Thaxter (Houghton 
Mifflin, $20), with magnificent paintings 
and illuminations by Childe Hassam, is a 
contemporary edition of a book first pro- 
duced nearly a century ago. 

To me, the advantage of a video over a 
book is that you can see hands-on activi- 
ties. One disadvantage is that it’s hard to 
go back and look things up, but The Vic- 
tory Garden Vegetable Video provides an 
ingenious solution: small numbers in the 
upper-right-hand corner of the screen that 
index 31 topics from insect control to sow- 
ing seeds. Unfortunately I find most other 
gardening videos oversimplified or terribly 
technical—worth seeing only once. 

An exception is the Brooklyn Botanic 
Garden’s Get Ready, Get Set, Grow! Al- 
though it was made for children, I enjoy 
viewing it again and again. It’s informa- 
tive, entertaining and inspirational, a won- 
derful gift for any child—perhaps with a 
packet of ‘Sunspot’ seeds. The seeds sprout 
in a few days, and after two months your 
kids will have a cheery Munchkin garden 
of nodding pint-size sunflowers.

Stick to solid 
doors for the food pantry. Or, if you want 
glass-front units all around, suggests Go- 
mez, hang shirred curtains inside the 
doors. An opaque glass, such as sandblast- 
ed glass, will conceal clutter but keep the 
open feeling. 


The Facts of Light 

In the kitchen, two kinds of light are need- 
ed—a work light for cooking and an over- 
all wash for general illumination or mood. 
© Strip fixtures hidden under upper cabi- 
nets provide task light—they shine right 
onto the countertops. Use warm-white or 
halogen bulbs, which don’t heat up the 
way incandescents do. 

e For overall lighting, many designers rec- 
ommend recessed ceiling fixtures with in- 
candescent bulbs—they’re the closest thing 
to natural light. Mounting the fixtures 20 
to 25 inches from the wall puts light on the 
counter—not the back of your head. For a 
10- to 12-foot length of counter, three 
evenly spaced lights should do. A rheostat 
(dimmer) lets you adjust the level of light. 
e Hanging pendants provide task light and 
mood too. But don’t install too many— 
they can make a room look cluttered. 

e If you serve meals here, add a special fix- 
ture over the table—maybe a reproduction 
chandelier. This puts the spotlight on the 
table—and the dirty pots piled in the sink 
fade into the background. 

© Candles can change the mood instantly. 
Says Lyn Peterson of Motif Designs in 
New Rochelle, N.Y., “They recall the old 
ritual of lighting the hearth.” 


High-performance Country 
Even outfitted with high-tech appliances, a 
kitchen can have country charm—so long 
as other elements set the tone. You can 
find ’30s gas stoves and porcelain or even 
soapstone sinks at salvage companies and 
have them put in working order. Repro- 
ductions are also available, offering state- 
of-the-art efficiency and nostalgia too. 
e Manufacturers of restaurant equip- 
ment—Wolf and Viking, for instance—are 
now making great-looking scaled-down 
ranges and cooktops for the home kitch- 
en. When installing the hood for the fan, 
advises Bunny Williams, “‘make a feature 
out of it.’’ She suggests building a brick 
chimney, so the stove looks as if it’s set 
into an old fireplace, or decorating the 
hood with tiles.

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¢ Commercial refrigerators have been pop- 
ular because they are only 24 inches deep 
(the compressor is mounted on top) and 
can be installed flush with standard cabi- 
nets and counters. Now, manufacturers of 
residential refrigerators are making 24- 
inch-deep models, too; these use less elec- 
tricity and are quieter than the commercial 
versions. Some companies offer a choice of 
surface panels—natural and painted wood, 
for example. 

e As for the kitchen sink, consider one of 
the available reproductions—pair a white 
enameled sink with old-style brass fittings. 
Vintage ceramic sinks can be found at sal- 
vage yards and reglazed. They are large, 
however; make sure you have the space. 


Nature’s Mix 
Wood, tile and marble can warm up a 
kitchen, softening technology’s edges. But 
try to mix them up. “A combination of 
materials keeps a kitchen from looking like 
a matched suite,” says designer Beverly 
Ellsley, a kitchen specialist, ‘‘and makes it 
look as if it evolved over time.”” Combining 
wood, marble and tile adds up to counters 
that work harder—with separate areas for 
baking, chopping and resting hot pots— 
and intrigue the senses. 
® Wood floors, protected with several coats 
of sealer, are yielding and good-looking. 
To clean, just damp mop. If installing a 
new floor, your choices range from prefin- 
ished planks or squares with tongue-and- 
groove fit to seasoned heart pine, salvaged 
from vintage buildings and remilled. 
¢ For counters, wood is a good chopping 
surface. But water makes it warp, so use 
another material around the sink. 
© Wood cabinets look best in country 
kitchens. If your budget allows, consider 
units with paneled doors and paint washes 
or color stains that let the wood grain 
show through. 
© To give ordinary cabinets a new lease on 
life, just have the doors replaced. Designer 
Paul Leonard did just this in his 1850 farm- 
house kitchen in Connecticut. He used stan- 
dard cabinets, but had the doors custom- 
made from old-style board and batten. 
¢ For cottage charm, try beaded paneling 
on the walls and ceiling, suggests Annapo- 
lis, Md., designer Peggy Wanamaker. 
Painted or natural, it’s a great cover-up 
for rough or uneven walls. 
® Quarry tile, with its sunbaked colors, 
adds visual warmth. But think twice before

If you do a lot of cook- 
ing, better pick a more yielding surface. Try 
vinyl tile that mimics the real thing. 

© Offering infinite colors and patterns, 
glazed ceramic tile is a popular countertop 
material. It resists stains, grease and water. 
But remember, it’s not a good chopping 
surface, so keep cutting boards handy. 
Glazed tile is ideal for backsplashes. It can 
take the curse off a boring plastic laminate 
counter. According to kitchen designer 
Florence Perchuk, you can tile right over a 
laminate backsplash. Just roughly sand the 
laminate first, so the glue will grip. 

© Unglazed tile withstands heat better than 
glazed, but it tends to stain. Inset a few 
tiles around the range or cooktop—for a 
convenient place to park hot pots and a jolt 
of warm color. 

@ Marble makes a handsome countertop 
that’s perfect for baking. It is porous, how- 
ever, and may yellow, stain and chip. A 
sealer or wax finish will help protect the 
surface, but there’s something very appeal- 
ing about the homey personality of time- 
worn marble. Honed marble has a soft 
matte finish that generally looks more at 
home in a country kitchen than does pol- 
ished marble, with its high-gloss surface. 
Cutting and finishing marble—it’s all done 
by hand—usually costs more than the ma- 
terial itself, so keep your design simple. 


The Kitchen Dresses Up 

Today, making the kitchen livable is just as 
important as making it work. 

eA big harvest table gives the family a 
place to gather—and provides an extra 
work surface. 

Paint designs add color and liveliness. Try 
a big checkerboard or a stenciled border on 
the floor. Combing, sponging or stippling 
adds “texture” to cabinet surfaces. 

© Changing cabinet hardware can trans- 
form a kitchen instantly. Think about 
brass knobs or colorful enameled pulls. 

e Rag rugs and runners create softness and 
cushioning underfoot. 

@ Potted herbs, like fragrant rosemary, add 
homeyness, says Peggy Wanamaker, as do 
old crocks for cooking utensils. 

@ Take the plunge and bring in a few stur- 
dy antiques—and don’t worry about them. 
“After all,” says Kristiina Ratia of Motif 
Designs, “these pieces didn’t get to be as 
old as they are without someone’s child 
spilling something on them or knocking 
them over once in a while.”

he kitchen has always been the heart of the house,

In our 
quest for high-tech appliances, we forgot that they could 
look about as comfortable as a spaceship. But we’ve learned 
our lesson. We now want kitchens to be as appealing as 
every other room in the house. Function is still important, of 
course, but we take it for granted and give top priority in- 
stead to comfort and warmth. Here are the elements that 
give today’s kitchens their appeal: 
@ A generous table and sturdy chairs spell comfort, as do 
floors that are easy on your feet, like leather (page 63). 
® Natural materials make a kitchen feel more inviting than 
synthetic ones do. In addition to the wood cabinets in each 
kitchen shown here, you will also see wood floors and wood, 
tile and marble countertops. 
© Sunlight warms a room fast, especially if it comes through 
south- and east-facing windows (page 64). 
® Color—now it’s big news, and, always, it warms a room. 
Check out the pastels on cabinetwork (page 58) and the blue 
and white pastoral scenes painted on walls and cabinets in 
this Quiogue, N.Y., showhouse (right). 


In redecorating this 1904 kitchen, interior designer 
Barbara Fox kept what was pleasing—the old sink 
and black stove—and camouflaged the rest.

ots of people are tired 
of high-tech things,” 
says Beverly Ellsley, an 
interior designer who special- 
izes in kitchens.

@ Vary overhead cabinets 
with glass panes, cutouts and 
a plate rack, to avoid the mo- 
notony of too many doors. 

® Make sure your kitchen has 
plenty of good light—natural 
during the day, task and am- 
bient lighting at night. For 
task lighting Ellsley prefers 
recessed spots mounted 20 
inches away from the wall. 


“To create a country feeling, 
use a mix of materials,” 
says Ellsley, pointing to the 
maple countertops and tile 
floor (right). “And don’t be 
afraid to mix furniture. 
With everything matched, it 
looks too slick.” Wicker

Though the result is state-of-the-art, 
you’d never know it. Here’s how to give 
your own kitchen similar built-in warmth 
and appeal. 
® Tuck high-tech appliances out of sight, 
behind whitewashed birch cabinets deco- 
rated with oversize country-cottage knobs. 
® Add color and pattern in subtle strokes. 
Thunen uses richly veined marble counter- 
tops and backsplashes (specially honed to 
prevent stains). 
® For the ultimate in foot-soothing com- 
fort, consider a saddle-hued leather floor. 
Several coats of paste wax help keep spills 
from staining. 













Try earth tones and 
Southwestern touches to keep 
a kitchen inviting. Thunen 
breaks up the expanse of 
ceiling (above) by bolting 
rough-hewn beams to the 
walls. On the floor, leather 
reflects the golden shade of 
the beams.

Norman, decided to build a second 
home there, William Turnbull, their archi- 
tect, reached back into the local tradition 
to provide the Spencer children with a liv- 
ing lesson in their heritage. His goal was 
the sort of farmhouse Sally Spencer’s 
great-grandmother might have lived in, 
back in the days when the valley was 
planted with prunes. 

“In recent years,’ Turnbull says, “the 
vineyards have transformed the valley into 
a garden of sea-green grapes, marred by 
too many look-at-me buildings.”

t all began with horses. Ron Grimaldi, 
New York decorator and fabric house 
executive, grew up riding horseback, 
and he wanted to ride again, on his 
own mount. As he searched for a country 
property with stables, the dream broad- 
ened. Chickens are fun. There ought to be 
a chicken house. And what about water- 
fowl? Why not insist on a pond or stream? 
Grimaldi already owned several Victorian 
houses, so he decided to look for an au- 
thentic Coloniai. After two years he found 
it all—the perfect gentleman’s farm, with a 
house he would respectfully tailor to his 
sophisticated personal taste and grounds 
where livestock would thrive together.

on Grimaldi’s Dutchess County, 
N.Y., house was originally built 
for a land owner of substance, a 
man with whom the present own- 
er has much in common.

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A charming cottage garden — 
creates the perfect setting to 
help this just-moved house settle 
into its new surroundings 






t was a nondescript house with 
an uncertain pedigree when it was 
bought, moved to a raw field in west- 
ern Connecticut and renovated by designer 
Paul Leonard. To help the house appear 
immediately at home in its new surround- 
ings, the first impulse would have been to 
install foundation plantings. We wanted to 
try something different: Instead of just 
planting shrubs right up against the house, 
we decided to create a flower garden that 
would bloom behind a charming picket 
fence. Garden designer Paul Sakren was 
called in to carry out this special vision. 

Our goal was to produce a_ perennial 
garden that would bloom all summer and 
return year after year, but heat wave and 
drought delayed our work. We had intend- 
ed to fill in with annuals, but conditions 
dictated that we sow our annuals in flats, 
away from the blazing sun. Our perennials, 
still in their nursery pots, were also pro- 
tected. Eventually, the annuals and stored 
perennials could be transplanted. 

The garden plan that evolved from our 
combined efforts (next page) can be emu- 
lated or adapted anywhere. All seeds and 
plants are available by mail from Burpee; 
call toll-free 800-327-3049. If you are luck- 
ier with the weather than we were, you 
should have less trouble re-creating the 
garden shown here and in our plan. ®

On the site of a new house, or a newly 

renovated house like this one, construc- 

tion gear invariably destroys the topsoil. So 

the earth must be rejuvenated. Here, Paul Sakren 
spread a six-inch layer of peat moss plus granular 
flower fertilizer over the area and tilled it thoroughly. 
Perennials were chosen for their color and lasting 
blooms. Tall ones were planted against the house and 








just behind the fence, shorter ones in front of them 
and outside the fence. Our color scheme (see plan, op- 
posite) ranged from indigo to ruby red in harmonious 
shades and tints, complemented by clear pinks. 

To enhance the first season’s display, Suzie Bales, 
of W. Atlee Burpee & Co., chose quick-blooming 
annuals for continuous color while the new perennials 
were becoming established. She also included garden 
lilies.

nd there’s more good news. Some frozen 

foods—specifically produce and fish—may 

actually be better-quality than fresh. Better 

... than fresh? The explanation is simple. 
Produce destined for commercial freezing is harvested 
at its peak, then quick-frozen in just four to six hours. 
Fresh produce, on the other hand, is often harvested 
early and allowed to ripen “off the vine” as it travels 
to market—which may be several weeks. Generally, 
the longer the time lapse between vine and table, the 
greater the nutrient loss. 

Then there’s the catch-of-the-day myth. ‘‘Fresh” 
fish really isn’t if it sat on the boat for five days before 
delivery to the market. Frozen fish, however, is pro- 
cessed within hours—right on board—so the fish is 
less likely to have a strong fishy odor or flavor.

A ROSY GLASS 


The fashionable color in wine these days is any shade 
of pink. We're talking about blush wines and classic 
rosés that are pretty, frivolous, fun—and absolutely 
delicious. The best of these pale, eye-catching wines 
offer both the refreshing quality of fine whites (they're 
served chilled, after all) and enough of the flavor of fine reds to go with a 
surprisingly wide variety of foods. Top-of-the-line California blush wines, such as the 
1987 Buehler and 1987 Grand Cru (both about $7), have a crisp stylishness that 
makes them delightful aperitifs. But our favorite roses are the dry, delicious bottlings 
from the South of France, such as the Domaines Ott Cotes de Provence Rosé (about 
$9). One taste proves that rosés can be both serious and delicious. 

Then there’s the most fashionable of all pink wines, sparkling rosé. The extra 
dimension of flavor this deeper-colored bubbly has makes the sparkler 
a prime choice for flavorful foods like veal (below) or pork. Our 
current choices include the fruity Korbel brut rosé (about $12), the 
lively °85 Iron Horse Brut Rosé (about $15), and the frothy 
Domaine Chandon Blanc de Noirs (about $14) 

For that extra-special Valentine’s Day dinner, we'd pick the 
splendid °79 Dom Ruinart Brut Rosé Champagne (about $55). 


CELEBRATED MATCH 


We can tick off our choice of 
special-occasion foods quickly: 
caviar, pate de foie gras, 

creamy cheeses, luxury 
chocolates. Finding a perfect wine 
for each of these foods takes a 
little longer, because each has 
such a striking flavor. 

Caviar, for example, is salty and 
intense in flavor. It calls for 
something crisp and bracing— 
such as fine Charnpagne, with a 
pin-point acidity and dancing 
bubbles. The Bollinger Special 
Cuvée (about $25) is ideal. 

Foie gras, on the other hand, is 
incredibly rich. The honeyed 
sweetness of France’s great 
dessert wine, Sauternes, 
complements the pateé’s texture 
perfectly. We recommend a 1983 
Chateau Coutet or Climens 
(about $30). 

Many fine cheeses are too 
pungent for subtle, well-aged 












wines. So we like to serve mild, 
creamy, luxurious cheeses, such 
as Explorateur, St. André or 
Epoisses, with younger Bordeaux, 
like 1981 Chateau Calon-Ségur 
(about $25). 

Chocolate is too tannic and 
sweet to pair up with most 
dessert wines, with the exception 
of rich red port, with a fruity, 
sweet flavor and thick texture. Try 
Dow’s Vintage Character Ruby 
(about $17) or Cockburn’s Ruby 
Port No. 25 (about $9) with 
chocolate mousse cake or truffles 
to taste what we mean.

L] My large off-white pitcher has a picture of an American sailing 
ship on one side and an American eagle and some Masonic symbols 
on the other. The design is black and gold. Can you tell me where 
this pitcher was made and how much it’s worth? 

—E.B., Deltona, Fla. 


Your pitcher is known as a 
Liverpool jug. This type of 
creamware jug, which is gen- 
erally decorated with black 
transfer designs, has been 
popular with collectors for 
many years. Some authorities 
believe that all such jugs were 
made at the Herculaneum 
pottery in Liverpool, En- 
gland. Because most of them 
were made to be sold to sail- 
ors as souvenirs, they were of- 
ten decorated with ships. The 
ship on your pitcher, the Liverpool Packet, was an American 
trading ship that sailed between Liverpool and America from 1800 
to 1805. The ship and the Masonic figures add to the value of the 
pitcher. It is worth more than $3,500. 





L] When were chests of drawers like this one popular? It is made of 
a very dark wood and stands only 42 inches tall. 
—M.F.O., Union City, Ga. 


You have a typical American 
Victorian chest of drawers, made 
sometime between 1860 and 
1880. Chests such as yours were 
sometimes produced as part of a 
bedroom set. The first clues to its 
age are the carved wooden han- 
dles. The rounded base and ab- 
sence of feet are also typical of 
the Victorian period. And black 
walnut, the type of wood your 
chest appears to be made of, was 
a popular wood at that time. 
Most of the chests made then had 
three or four drawers, so your 
six-drawer example is somewhat unusual—and, therefore, more 
valuable. The value could range from $500 to $1,000." 





_] How was this painted figure used? It is made of wood, and the 
arms rotate. It seems to be a rather clumsy toy.

You own a whirligig. The sailor 
figure originally had oars or 
paddles that were held in each 
hand. The paddles revolved 
when the wind blew. The row- 
boat probably also revolved. 
The whirligig is a form found in 
America as early as the 18th 
century. But because most of 
the wind toys are handmade 
and one of a kind, it is difficult 
to date them. If your toy was 
made between 1915 and 1950, it 
is worth about $300. If it was 
made earlier, $500 or more would be a good estimate. The carved 
sailor’s face and the originality of the design make your whirligig a 
desirable piece of American folk art. 





|] The maker of my wall clock seems to have favored curves and 
an unusual shape. The glass door is decorated with a painted scene, 
and the inside works are brass. We wind the clock just once a 
week. It is marked ‘Forestville Manufacturing Company.” When 
was it made? —J.P.W., Houston, Tex. 


Your clock is shaped much like an 
acorn clock, a shelf clock with an 
acorn-shaped top and finials, made in 
the mid 19th century. These character- 
istics are, of course, what gave the clock 
its name. Your clock has a square face 
with carving where the typical acorn- 
shaped case would have been. Most 
acorn clocks were made by J.C. Brown, 
of the Forestville Manufacturing Com- 
pany of Bristol, Conn., from 1847 to 
1850. The coiled spring had been intro- 
duced as a new power source, and the 
round coil made it possible to design 
the hourglass-shaped case. Most of the 
clocks had painted glass inserts on the 
lower part of the case and enameled dials at the top. Your wall 
clock is rare. If it is in good working condition, it’s worth more 
than $4,000.

ver the years, countless decorat- 
ing styles have made their way to 
our shores. But few have been as 
enduring in their appeal as 
French country. What’s behind this ongo- 
ing love affair? The grace and beauty of the 
style itself. We love the hand-carved furni- 
ture, the whimsically colored Provencal 
checks and paisleys, the polished terra-cot- 
ta tiles, and the playfully painted faience. 
And all for the simple reason that, like our 
American country furnishings, French 
country has an unpretentious charm that 
helps satisfy our craving for warmth and 
comfort in our homes. 
The sheer adaptability of the style is also 
a big part of its appeal. One of the most 
practical traits of French country is that it 
fits in with anything else simple and infor- 
mal. It takes our own country look to its 
natural next step, adding classic Continen- 
tal style to American rusticity and infusing 
it with a more interesting personality. Yet 
French country pieces are strong enough 
to hold their own in contemporary settings 
too: An intricately carved armoire brings 
patinaed cheracter to a leather sofa and 
glass-topped coffee table. I have an old 
favorite French dining table that works 


perfectly with American Windsor chairs. 
Unlike a Regency table or another court 
piece, my table doesn’t insist on French 
chairs. Like other French country pieces, it 
seems to enhance whatever surrounds it. 

But what we call French country today 
has not always been so all-embracing. When 
the first postwar wave of “French Provin- 
cial’ swept into American living rooms in 
the 1950s, it was hardly provincial. Those 
white-and-gold suites of furniture gave us 
interiors that today seem to have a strong 
whiff of the genteel hotel room, although 
to the young veterans’ families setting up 
housekeeping, French provincial meant the 
very height of fashion. 

In the *60s, tastemaker Barbara D’Arcy 
first imported what we now think of as 
“French Country,” and started a rage. In 
the influential Bloomingdale’s rooms she 
designed, she showed America a truer, 
gutsier French country look. Reminiscing 
recently, Barbara recalled: ‘“‘We visited 
French museums and country houses and 
reproduced not only their antique furni- 
ture but also their room schemes—with 
terra-cotta floors, white plaster walls and 
bright accent colors. We stained the wal- 
nut or cherry woods in time-darkened 
fruitwood tones.” It was a look whose time 
had come: To Americans stifled by heavy 
18th-century mahogany, these witty and 
charming furnishings offered a much-need- 
ed breath of air. 

Now, a third wave of country-French 
enthusiasm is in full force as we search for 
new infusions into our American country 
look. The dark pieces are still there, but 
our horizons have broadened, so that 
French country is no longer as rigidly de- 
fined. Take painted finishes, for example. 
Once ignored, they are now considered the 
pieces de résistance. It was largely Pierre 
Deux and Howard Kaplan who introduced 
America to this latest look. Pierre Deux 
made the style nationally known through 
its books and countrywide network of 
shops. Now the company has gone one 
step further in satisfying America’s de- 
mand for French country, by teaming up 


with Henredon to produce a stunning col- 
lection of fine reproductions (see our story 
on page 84). Howard Kaplan also played a 
major part in our French revolution, with 
his French-inspired home furnishings. 
Both have brought us a fresher, lighter 
look and many more choices. 

In this issue we show you all the faces of 
French country—from chateau to farm- 
house—and tell you how you can bring the 
look home. It doesn’t take much to capture 
the French country spirit. [t can be as 
simple as adding a few gaily colored pro- 
vincial-patterned pillows to a sofa, or pull- 
ing a wicker bistro chair up to a table. 
With that one stroke, you’ve brought home 
the carefree charm of French country. 

Perhaps the key lesson for us to learn 
from the French is the way they inhabit 
their rooms. Although they pick and 
choose the elements with scrupulous care, 
and fuss over every detail, at a certain 
point they relax and let it go. To the 
French, comfort is more important than 
keeping a room lookmg absolutely perfect. 
They believe that antiques aren’t just to be 
admired, but to be used. They know that 
everyday nicks and scratches aren’t flaws, 
but essential ingredients for a rich patina. 
No doubt, this is the reason for French 
country’s lasting appeal: It’s a style filled 
with charm, comfort and life.

Ithough our new Vermont house- 
to-be is still only a silhouette of 
what’s to come, I want to get to 
the heart of the matter. 7 want to 
decorate.

When our beloved brick house in Hines- 
burg—also in Vermont—was sold more 
quickly than we had expected, Tom and I 
measured each piece of furniture before we 
put it in storage in Diana and Todd’s barn. 
I don’t know how we were so sensible at 
such an emotional time. 

I had all the ingredients—the furniture 
measurements and the blueprints. But I 
didn’t know the next step, how to arrange 
furniture in a yet-unborn room. Then Jody 
came to my rescue. Jody is my good friend 
who has just built a house in Florida. The 
first thing she said was, ‘“‘Buy some graph 
paper!’ And I did. I became an instant 
house mathematician. 

Jody and I spent an afternoon playing 
around with Victorian sofas, a wing chair, 
armchairs, a Lawson sofa, a lady chair. We 
knew the measurements and so could draw 
them to scale on the squares of the graph 
paper. Jody planned it all 

One of the sofas is already covered in an 
English chintz with the wonderful name of 
Slipperwort Posy, by Fonthill, Ltd. Anoth- 
er sofa will be covered with this same fab- 
ric. There is some lavender in the chintz, 
and I first thought about using that color 
for a chair, as well. But Jody said, “No, 
Dee, this is for Vermont.” 

One piece of furniture that didn’t make 
it onto the graph paper is an old family 
chaise I want in the “great room,” by the 
fire. But I haven’t given up yet. Graph 
paper might be mathematical, but a de- 
signing woman pushing around rea/ furni-

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For a Summer-long bounty 
of fragrance, color and 
taste, plant flowers 
among the vegetables in 
your spring garden 


By KEN DRUSE 

I’m demanding when it comes to plants. 
Looking good isn’t enough. They should 
contribute to the garden in other ways as 
well. For example, not only do my day lil- 
ies bloom, but their flowers are edible and 
their roots reinforce a steep embankment. 
And soon my apple trees will be veiled in 
pink and white clouds of flowers—beauti- 
ful landscape trees that will also bear fruit 
for fall harvest. 

My very first vegetable garden had orna- 
mental plantings. A by-product of the mix 
was that insects could not easily ravage 
any particular species. Marigolds grew 
right under tomato plants, and there was 
space for cut flowers. But soon the lines 
began to blur, as did the rows. The next 
year, I planted green and red leaf lettuces 
in a checkerboard pattern. Cosmos for cut- 
ting alternated with tomato plants, and red 
chard edged a flower bed. 

Since then, decorative landscaping punc- 
tuated by food plants has been a passion of 
mine—one I now happily share. Imagine a 
mixed-shrub border filled with plants that 
bloom all spring and bear fruit through the 
summer. Or, for a foundation planting, 
picture the impact of several varieties of 
blueberries (to assure cross-pollination and 


a long picking season), highbush cranber- 
Ties, gooseberries—even currants. All can 
be ordered now, by mail. 

Currants have drooping floral racemes 
of white, pink or coral flowers that bloom 
the same time as daffodils. Currants aren’t 
common in home gardens because they can 
be carriers of white pine disease. But new 
disease-free shrubs are now available, so 
you can be sure these luscious plants will 
be making a comeback. 

I can’t name all the many leaf lettuces 
you can sow indoors, but here is a colorful 
sampling: Curly ‘Selma Lollo’ is almost 
pink, ‘Red Sails’ is deepest burgundy, and 
‘Ruby’ is wine red. And, of course, there 
are hundreds of flowering herbs. Perennial 
herbs can be planted this spring. Annual 
herbs, such as the new globe-shaped basils, 
can be sown indoors now, along with these 
other edible ornamental annuals: 

e@ small-fruited ornamental peppers in 
pink, green, aubergine purple, cream, yel- 
low, red or orange. 

® okra, a member of the hibiscus family, 
which bears perfect yellow flowers. (Okra 
‘Clemson Spineless’ adds interest with 
handsome crimson fruits.) 

@ ‘Sweet Million’ and other small-fruiting 
tomatoes that can be espaliered against the

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sunny side of your house, to yield clusters 
of red fruits 65 days after sowing. 

® scarlet runner bean, which has been a 
favorite edible ornamental since Thomas 
Jefferson’s years at Monticello. It’s a vigor- 
ous climber enhanced by lovely flowers 
and, ultimately, laden with fruit. 

In my own New York garden, I planted 
rhubarb beside the lily pond. The huge 
tropical-looking leaves lend an almost pri- 
meval note, and the rhubarb stalks offer 
something even better: the fixings for 
strawberry-rhubarb pie. 


Cooking From Your Garden 

In 1982 Rosalind Creasy published The 
Complete Book of Edible Landscaping, the 
purpose of which was to convince every 
gardener in America to make a beautiful 
food garden. Now she’s experimenting 
with rare fruits and vegetables: “I’m par- 
ticularly involved with heirloom vegeta- 
bles,” she says. Imagine a blue potato, a 
white tomato or a string bean with deep 
purple pods. Unlike modern hybrids— 
products of crossing two plants each year 
for seed—vintage varieties grow from col- 
lected and stored seeds. “Some old variet- 
ies have been handed down from 
generation to generation; a number of 


small growers now offer them by mail,” 
she says. 

Besides collecting seeds, Creasy has been 
gathering unusual recipes, which she’s put 
into a big new book, Cooking From the 
Garden (Sierra Club Books, $35). The title 
doesn’t even hint at the content: hundreds 
of photos of test gardens, created by enthu- 
siasts countrywide—grain gardens, Cajun 
gardens, rainbow gardens and French, 
Italian, German and Mexican gardens. 
There’s even a section on spa gardens, in- 
cluding one at California’s Golden Door. 

Most important, the author explains 
how to cook with edible plants and flow- 
ers, and provides ratings on the ease or dif- 
ficulty of cultivation and harvest.

TOPPING MOST HOMEOWNER WISH LISTS IS A SEPARATE MASTER SUITE 
WITH GETAWAY SPACES AND PRIVACY. HERE’S HOW TO PLAN ONE

f the kitchen and 
family room have 
recently become a 
home’s high-traffic 

areas, where whole fam- 

ilies live and play togeth- 
er, then the master 
bedroom is now a private 

place that sends out a 

clear message: ‘Adults 

only.” Today, we long to 
retreat to a special haven, 
away from the world’s 

hectic pace. We want a 

master bedroom that un- 

compromisingly reflects how we 
choose to live when the door is 
closed and the time is private. 

Countrywide, people are remod- 

eling homes to create separate 

suites that are more spacious, 
more functional and more per- 
sonal than ever. 

An expanded master suite is 
often the choice of couples who 
have grown and matured over 
the years and wish their homes 
would too. The Rodgers family, 
of Quogue, N.Y., is a good exam- 
ple. When the children reached 
college age and began bringing 
friends home for holidays and 
weekends, the family decided to

done as a protective de- 
vice, so parents could 
keep their eyes on public 
spaces in front of the 
house.””

Gen- 
erous-size bath and 
dressing areas, formerly 
vehind the bedroom, 
were shifted to the front 
of the house—with the 
facade virtually unchanged. 


Spaces for Everything 

A remodeled master suite is not 
just a bigger room. It’s a better 
thought out space—good design 
that clearly defines places to 
sleep, bathe and dress. Whether a 
couple has been married two 
years or 20, this extra modicum 
of privacy can be precious. Since 
walk-in closets can be custom- 
designed to satisfy most storage 
needs, bulky armoires and dress- 
ers can be eliminated from sleep- 
ing areas—immediately libera- 
ting space. There’s nothing like a 
little organization to turn clutter 





turn the garage into a separate 
master suite (shown here). But that’s just 
one way to get the suite you want. 


Getting What You Want 

High on current priority lists for master 
suites are big-volume spaces that rise to 
vaulted ceilings, with windows and sky- 
lights for capturing sunlight, with walk-in 
closets and separate dressing areas, home 
gyms and spas, office space, plus areas for 
reading, writing letters or paying bills. 


Of course, you can always design and 
build an addition, but sometimes simply 
changing the floor plan is enough. When 
the New York City firm Gertler & Woolf 
Architects was asked to renovate a Greek 
Revival-style house in Riverdale, N.Y., 
one request was a master suite with a luxu- 
rious bath and his-and-her walk-in closets. 

The original master bedroom, on the 
second floor, faced the street. ‘“Historical- 
ly,” says partner Jeff Gertler, “this was

Lately, the desire for an exercise area 
has become the catalyst for many remodel- 
ings. Says Westport, Conn., architect 
Abraham Rothenberg: ‘Many people have 
exercise equipment in their basements but 
feel they’re more likely to use it, and stick 
to a routine, if it’s near bedroom and bath 
areas. Also, if a larger space is created, 
with more natural light and better outdoor 
views, the whole fitness experience be- 
comes much more enjoyable.” 








CURRENT PRIORITIES

WITH WINDOWS 
AND SKYLIGHTS 








How to make room for the “fitness expe- 
rience”? Here again, a modest reordering 
of space may turn up an underused area or 
an overlooked corner—perhaps a section 
of attic or hall that can be put to work. In 
some instances, says Rothenberg, bumping 
up a roof section by creating a dormer will 
give you the extra space you need. But if 
you’re completely locked in, with no room 
to expand, cutting through the attic to the 
roof may make a difference, the greater 
height creating the illusion of super space. 


All-New Add-Ons 

Sometimes grand schemes for home im- 
provement are limited by legal realities. 
When Los Angeles food writer Laurie Bur- 
rows Grad and her husband, Peter, decid- 
ed it was time to set aside space for 
themselves in their two-story home, their 
plans were nearly thwarted. ‘‘Zoning re- 
strictions left them nowhere to go but up,” 
says designer Joanne Jackson. Jackson de- 
signed a third-floor addition: 1,000 square 
feet that hold a master bedroom with its 
own fireplace, sitting area and cedar closet; 
ample shelf space for the cookbooks in 
Laurie’s research library; a new master 
bath with oversize steam shower and 
whirlpool tub, plus an outdoor deck. Now 
the couple can relax in style. 

Like the Grads in Los Angeles, Betsy 
and Robert “‘Bo’’ Rodgers of Quogue 
found that though they still loved the 1907 
Shingle Style house on Long Island that 
they had lived in for years, their changing 
family had made its layout less than satis-

factory. When their children were small, it 
suited them fine that the master bedroom 
was directly off the living room and the 
children’s rooms were upstairs, 

‘“‘Now that the children are in college,” 
says Betsy, “they invariably come home 
with friends and fiancés. Bo and I found 
ourselves sleeping next to all the activity.” 
Architect-builder David G. Stanton’s solu- 
tion was to turn the separate two-car ga- 
rage into a master suite and link it to the 
house with a sunny greenhouse corridor 
(shown on page 47). The old master bed- 
room became a library-den-guest room. 
The result is a sunlit room with a cathedral 
ceiling and charming half-moon windows. 
For intimacy, the ceiling in both the bath 
and dressing areas was lowered to seven 
and a half feet. 

Outside, where there was once an as- 
phalt-paved driveway, there is a lovely gar- 
den and a pool area just a few steps from 
the bedroom, through French doors. 
“Now,” says Betsy, “the place can be full 
of kids, but we never hear them when 
we're in our room. The house is exactly 
what we needed—it solves our extended- 
family problems and is much more livable 
for all of us.’ Here, as in most remodel- 
ings, a new master suite added comfort 
and contentment—not just in the bedroom 
but all through the house.

A determined princess turns 
rickety farm buildings into a home 





arie-Sol de la Tour d’Auvergne grew up 
in a medieval castle, complete with moat, 
turrets and even a drawbridge. Although 
Marie-Sol, her husband, George-Henri, 
and their two daughters now live two 
hours away in Paris, her family’s ances- 
tral chateau—Atnay-le-Vieil, on the banks of the Cher river—re- 
mains special to her. Almost every weekend the de la Tour 
d’Auvergnes head for the estate, where they live not at the ancient 
castle but at the chateau’s nearby farmhouse. 

In 1983, when the family was looking for a weekend retreat close 
to the chateau, the farm, 
called La _ Réserve, 
seemed the obvious 
choice. It’s only a moat- 
Jump away from the cas- 
tle, where Marie-Sol’s

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mother still lives. The setting of the farm was also appealing. “‘I’d 
always loved La Réserve,” says Marie-Sol. “It’s right on the water 
and very near the forest.” 

As the source for most of the chateau’s milk, butter and vegeta- 
bles, La Réserve was also part of Marie-Sol’s childhood. She recalls 
helping shell peas and pick grapes there, along with her five 
brothers and sisters. Unfortunately, La Réserve had last been lived 
in full-time in 1958, and had since been used as a day camp for 
kids. It took a year’s effort to transform the connected collection of 
18th- and 19th-century structures—a greenhouse, farmhouse and 
orangerie—into a real home. 

But not all the buildings required work. The de la Tour d’Au- 
vergnes purposely left the greenhouse in the same state of disrepair 
that it had been in for 30 years—without any glass and covered 
with fragrant roses and honeysuckle vines—simply because they 
loved it that way. Now, it functions as a romantic garden room for 
the family, who use it for warm-weather entertaining. > 
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Thanks to lush flowers and an abundance of 
light, La Réserve retains much of its original 
farm/garden-house feel. The old French doors 
of the living room (above) open fittingly into the 
flower garden. The water-filled moat lies just 
beyond. Tall windows and glass doors keep the room 
inviting on even the gloomiest of days. Below: 
Marie-Sol used few family heirlooms in her home, 
preferring instead to scour antiques stores 
for just the right pieces. Her favorite family 
treasure, however, is a much-loved 18th- 
century buffet of her mother’s. Here, 
Marie-Sol displays her hunt-loving husband’s 
collection of 19th-century French and 
Spanish powder horns.

arie-Sol chose the 
light-filled oran- 
gerie as her living 
room. She re- 
placed the old 
sand floor with 
one of white stone and scoured salvage yards 
until she found the right fireplace. To keep 
the space airy, she retained the tall windows. 
Ceiling beams also stayed put, as a nod to 
the room’s garden past. Marie-Sol kept the 
room clean and contemporary, using an- 
tiques sparingly. “I like the mix of comfort- 
able modern with antiques,” she says. “And 
I like everything white, with emphasis on 
what I add—furnishings or paintings.” 
Although the family loves La Reserve, the 
chateau remains an active part of their lives. 
“T always have one foot in the chateau and 
one in the house,” she says. ‘When we have 
friends, we stay here, but when my mother 1s 
all alone, we go to the chateau.”’ Marie-Sol is 
devoted to preserving monuments such as 
Ainay-le-Vieil. She is active in the organiza- 
tion Vieilles Maisons Frangaises and is vice- 
president of the board of directors of VMF’s 
American sister organization, Friends of 
Vieilles Maisons Frangaises. Both organiza- 
tions raise money to help preserve France’s 
architectural heritage, and the American or- 
ganization offers members trips to private 
chateaus and estates. (For information about 
joining Friends of VMF, see page 118.) “I’ve 
always been interested in French heritage,” 
Marie-Sol says, “especially after being so 
involved with my family’s chateau.”

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‘‘Chateau owners go 
out of their way to 
welcome visitors and 
make them feel

esides offering you a chance 
to step into history, a chateau 
stay lets you be a welcome 
houseguest rather than just 
another hotel customer. For 
starters, you aren’t one in a 
cast of thousands. Most cas- 
tles have opened only a handful of bed- 
rooms. The majority, in fact, take about six 
to 10 guests at a time. 

What’s more, the host and hostess are 
always very much in evidence. Beraud de 
Vogiié would know. He is the son of the 
Comte and Comtesse de Vogiié and is one 
of two United States travel representatives 
for Chateau Accueil. According to de 
Vogiié, castle owners join Chateau Accueil 
not just for the extra income but because 
they genuinely like people. ‘““Most chateau 
owners go out of their way to make their 
visitors feel at home and part of the fam- 
ily,’ he says. 

Recently, Marian and Pierre Livaudais, 
two lawyers from Covington, La., and both 
experienced travelers, spent a week visiting 
four castles listed with Chateau Acceuil. 
“The hosts everywhere were so warm and 
welcoming,” says Marian. “‘We really felt 
like guests, not just tourists.”

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Forget the notion of the damp 
and drafty medieval castle. 
What you gain in personal 
hospitality you don’t lose in 
comfort. At most chateaus, 
rooms are well heated, with 
plenty of hot water, terrycloth 
robes, luxurious extras of bub- 
ble bath and shampoo—just 
like in a fine hotel. But the re- 
semblance stops there. 
There’s no cookie-cutter simi- 
larity to these bedchambers. 
Most are filled with centuries- 
old antiques, heirlooms and 
family treasures, with at least 
a portrait or two from the 
host’s family tree. 
ou will sleep 
surrounded 
by history. 
For instance, 
Chateau des 
Réaux, anoth- 
er Chateau 
Accueil castle, was built on 
the remains of an ancient for- 
tress in the Loire Valley, in 
1435, by Jean Briconnet, the 
first mayor of the city of 
Tours. La Verrerie, in the up- 
per Loire Valley, was a home 
of the Stuarts, rulers of En- 
gland and Scotland during the 
15th and 16th centuries. The 
chateau has been in the de 
Vogiié family since 1842. 
Today, La Verrerie’s grand 
salons, two-tiered library and 
ceremonial dining room are 
open to the public. But it is 
one thing to listen to a guide’s 


monotonous spiel and quite 
another to feel part of a cha- 
teau’s history—to sleep in a 
room with the Stuart coat of 
arms carved into the beams 
overhead and to awaken to 
see mist rising from a lake. 


One luxury of castle 
living: elegant 
breakfasts. In the 
“Stuart Room” at 
Chateau de La Verrerie, 
you may take the 
morning meal in your 
room or on the stone 
terrace (left). Fresh 
flowers, jams and 
marmalades, eggs and 
fresh-baked croissants 
are constants.

chateau stay 
also gives you 
the chance to 
get to know a 
French family 
firsthand 
and tap their 
brains on where to go and 
what to see. Often, they’ll 
take you sight-seeing them- 
selves. But chateau activities 
go beyond touring. Many cas- 
tles boast pools, tennis courts, 
horses and trails. For wine 
lovers, some chateaus even 
have vineyards. Or, if the 
sport of kings—hunting 
stag—is of interest, an eight- 
day or a three-day hunting 
foray can be arranged. 

Meals are also lavish. AlI- 
though you can opt to take 
dinner with the family or at 
an inn or a restaurant, an ele- 
gant breakfast is included in 
the price of the room. At La 
Verrerie, the large morning 
meal is brought to your cham- 
bers on trays dressed with 
fresh flowers and fine china. 
Still, don’t expect to be waited 
on hand and foot. You’re 
staying in someone’s home, 
after all. When you arrive, 
don’t be surprised to see the 
owners themselves help you 
with your bags. 

With all these benefits, you 
might expect that reservations 
with Chateau Accueil would 
be difficult to get—they’re 
not. Because many Europe- 
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ans, and especially the 
French, tend to be intimidat- 
ed by titles and class distinc- 
tions, they’ve been more 
reluctant to take advantage of 
Chateau Accueil—leaving a 
gap that Americans are eager 
to fill. Although popular cha- 
teaus in the Loire Valley book 
up fast during busy summer 
months, you can usually get 
what you want by calling only 
a month or two in advance. 
Because of the high cost of 
heating rooms, most chateaus 
take guests April through Oc- 
tober. And although there are 
lots of requests for Christmas 
visits, Beraud de Vogiié says 
the castle owners themselves 
dislike having visitors then. 
“That’s their family time 
too,” he explains. But, he 
says, “‘with enough notice, 
anything is possible.”

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Marrying tradition to relaxed 
style, a French family restores the 





heart of a centuries-old house 
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here’s no explaining why things sound better 
in French or why French women have allure 
no matter what they’re wearing, just as there’s 
no easy answer for why French country homes 
have such appeal. Take this house, for example. Its 
classic form, proper driveway and vintage moat lack 
the pretense that might characterize such an estate else- 
where. Is it the sunny stucco walls, the rambling vines, the grass 
that stubbornly pushes through the cracks in the terrace, or the un- 
matched garden furniture, the wheelbarrow and bike offhandedly 
parked out front, the doors and windows open to the breeze, that 
save it from severity? Or is it that the family who make it their 
home don’t stand on ceremony, but give the house the same active 
year-round use as their city apartment? Very likely it is none of 
these elements alone, yet more than all of them combined—a clear 
case of a grand effect worth more than the sum of parts. Certainly, 
the owners, who found the centuries-old house in disrepair a dozen 
years ago, have used a steady but delicate hand in renewing its 
beauty, while bending somewhat to the whims of weathering and 
the charms of the well-used. As on the outside, the manor’s 
interiors are an appealing amalgam of period character and the 
personal touches of a family who spent years of weekends bringing 
up the polish of their house without losing its patina. 
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The manor house was built largely 
in the 18th STA a Ame Ca CesT rs 
parts date back to the 1600s.

imewashed walls, flagstone

It’s exactly the juxtaposition 
of antique richness and relatively uncomplicated 
lines of 18th-century provincial style that the own- 
ers wanted. But their hands-on approach to struc- 
tural improvements (repairing the roof, refacing 
the stucco) and decorative fittings (upholstering 
walls, painting) is what netted a home that bears 
their own signature. The effect could be translated 
in a more modest house here.

It is the forthright yet friendly 
mixes that give this manor its 
great style.

After decades of longing for 
the authentic French look, fans 
can now celebrate. Pierre Deux’ 
new 70-piece collection

oving French country rooms 

has always been easy. It’s find- 

ing the furniture that’s been 

hard. In the past, choices were 

limited to high-priced antiques or fuzzy 
“French Provincial’? reproductions. 
“The French probably wouldn’t recog- 
nize them,” says Michael Dugan, presi- 
dent of Henredon Furniture Industries. 
Now, however, Henredon is debuting 
Pierre Deux French Country, a 70- 
piece collection copied from 18th- and 
19th-century antiques. Such care was 
taken to choose, study, measure and 


reproduce each piece that the collection 
took three years. 

Henredon’s partners are Pierre Mou- 
lin and Pierre LeVec, owners of the 18 
Pierre Deux shops around the U.S. In 
the beginning, the two Pierres (as they 
are called) were understandably wary 
about getting involved with reproduc- 
tions. After all, they had spent 20 
years—ever since opening their first 
New York City shop—showing Ameri- 
cans what real French country furni- 
ture looks like. But after talking to 
Henredon designers, the Pierres recon- 


sidered. “When we saw how they finish 
a piece,” says Moulin, “we knew they 
had the secret. It’s warm, realistic and 
doesn’t look like shoe polish.” 

Because the collection is based on 
furniture usually seen in large manor 
houses, New York designers Stephen 
Mallory and James Egan, of Stephen 
Mallory Associates, Inc., wanted a 
French-looking house as a showcase. 
They found it in Connecticut. Designed 
by Francophile Susan Hurwitt, this 
house, ‘““Hidden Meadow,” has all the 
hallmarks of a French manoir.® 





Stephen Mallory (above, on left) 
and James Egan (next) decorated 
this French-style house with Pierre 
Deux’s new French Country furniture by 
Henredon.

nlike American country an- 

tiques, which tend to the rustic, 

French country furniture is 

beautifully crafted. ‘Craftsmen 
in the eighteenth and nineteenth centu- 
ries kept an eye on what was happening 
in Paris,” notes Pierre LeVec, “but they 
simplified the design, using less carving 
and decoration.”” You can see Parisian 
influences in the Pierre Deux country 
furniture in this house. The graceful 
curving lines of Louis XV show up in the 
dining table and chairs; the neoclassical 
lines of Louis XVI define a pair of living 
room chairs. 

It’s the very simplicity of country fur- 
niture that appealed to Stephen Mallory 
and James Egan, designers known for 
their clean-lined, architectural interiors. 
They always choose furniture—whether 
contemporary or traditional—to make a 
room airy and relaxed. “With their high 
ceilings and imported French mantels, 
these rooms could have been formal,” 
says Egan, “‘but the simple furniture 
plays down the background.” The de- 
signers also wanted to steer away from 
the dark colors and busy fabrics long 
associated with French country style. 
They chose instead the largest-scale up- 
holstery patterns in the Pierre Deux col- 
lection—yellow chintz and red stripes.

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esides getting the details right, 

the success of any reproduction 

depends, of course, on a good 

original. In the case of the Pierre 
Deux French Country furniture, origi- 
nals were not a problem. Pierre Moulin 
and Pierre LeVec have one of the best 
collections of French country antiques in 
the U.S. And when they didn’t have just 
the right table or chair, they knew where 
to find one. As for finish, hardware and 
scale, they retained strict control, even 
sending antiques to the Henredon factory 
so they could be copied directly. 

All this perfectionism may sound 
fussy, but the furniture is anything but. It 
graciously lends itself to the light touch 
Stephen Mallory likes in decorating. 
“There really is no way we could be com- 
fortable doing a traditional room,” he 
says. Here, as in the living and dining 





rooms, Mallory and James Egan have 
kept furniture to a minimum and have 
used fabric sparingly—draping lace rath- 
er than printed cotton or a floral on the 
Napoleon I[II-style steel and brass bed. 
What is traditional in all the rooms is the 
simply painted or whitewashed walls and 
simple floor coverings (sisal in the living 
room, rag carpet in the bedroom). 
Whitewashed walls are typical of 
houses in the French countryside. Susan 
Hurwitt, who designed the house, chose 
them to underscore other French ele- 
ments, like the casement window and the 
French doors opening to a balcony. 
These were made locally, but mantels 
and large doors were found in salvage 
yards in England and France.

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After years of keeping a scrapbook 
of favorite country places, 

the owner put all the ideas to work 
in this warm seaside home 


his airy cottage 1s packed with 
lessons for summer living. It 
was built as a guesthouse for a 
big family and, in just 2,300 square 
feet, offers well-honed ideas for any 
second-home plan. 

For years, the cottage was a gleam 
in the eye of Doris Magowan. She 
kept a scrapbook full of ideas drawn 
from country houses she'd lived in 
and visited over the years. Then, a 
decade ago, after buying the main 
house, she began the design for the 
guesthouse and its gardens. ““Working 
on the guesthouse with Mother was 
great fun,”’ says one of her sons, Mark 
Magowan, vice-president of Abbeville 
Press. ““She’s had years of experience 
in country living. She plans a house 
from the closets out.” In addition to 
insisting on generous storage, Doris 
Magowan wanted a large, friendly 
porch and a double-height living 
room with a usable balcony. With five 
sons and 12 grandchildren in the fam- 
ily, ample and flexible sleeping quar- 
ters were a necessity. 

“Mother and I wanted a look for 
the house that would suit local tradi- 
tions,” Mark Magowan says. “Within 
five minutes of talking with James 
Volney Righter, I knew he was the 
right architect for us. I was impressed 
with his ability to provide fresh inter-

pretations of local styles that were not 
strict copies.” 

Here, to recall the gracious Shingle 
Style houses once common to this 
area, Righter chose natural wood 
shingles and a variety of window 
forms, including an arch over the en- 
trance. He then updated those fea- 
tures to meet the family’s needs. For 
example, he used oversize dentils 
around the porch eaves so that the 
spaces in between can vent the roof. 
Inside, an informal arrangement of 
rooms—with the kitchen open to the 
dining room—suits today’s entertain- 
ing. Parties flow easily from the din- 
ing room to the large living room and 
onto the porch. 

There’s no doubt that the cottage is 
comfortable. All summer long it’s 
“booked” by the family, and accord- 
ing to Mark Magowan, friends who 
come to dinner settle into the deep 
easy chairs and never want to leave. 





Like its Shingle Style neighbors, this guest cottage does 
not require air conditioning. To keep breezes moving, all the main 
rooms were planned with more than one exposure (see plans, below). 
In the double-height living room (opposite), high windows 
above the interior balcony bring in direct light and vent out hot 
air as it rises. Flowered chintz upholstery and a Portuguese 
needlepoint rug (from Stark Carpet) add a breezy country touch. The 
generous living room, which faces Heady Creek, takes up most of 
the house, but there are still plenty of places to sleep (above). 
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rking with the late Robert 
Welsh, a landscape designer, 
Doris Magowan applied her 


experience with other country places’ 


to transform the property’s fields into 
a romantic garden. Flowers planted in 
loose drifts recall the English gardens 
she loves to visit. Although the 
Magowan garden lacks tall trees, it 
looks as though it has been there for 
generations. Doris Magowan attri- 
butes this timeless quality to a rich 
mix of perennials and annuals and to 
the traditional structures. 

The garden did not appear instant- 
ly. “We took the time to observe and 
become familiar with the property,” 
says Doris Magowan. To handle one 
spot that was always boggy, she exca- 
vated. The puddle then became a lily 
pond surrounded by day lilies, astilbe, 


rosa rugosa and loosestrife. i

ucked away in northeastern France, between the Vosges mountains 

and the Rhine River, is the province of Alsace, where the cuisine has 
been strongly influenced by Germany, France’s neighbor to the east of 
the Rhine. In Alsace, kugelhopf nestles beside croissants on the breakfast ta- 
ble, and spaetzle is as natural a side dish as pommes frites. Ingredients traditionally thought 
of as Teutonic—like caraway, aniseed, kirsch and juniper—flavor all manner of Alsatian 
dishes, from frogs’ legs to plum sauce. But it is probably this proximity to Germany that 
has won the Alsatian table its reputation for being heavy and rustic. Beer steins alongside 
platters of sauerkraut and sausage are the images that come to mind. But while the 
Alsatian larder might indeed be represented by cabbage and pork, it has evolved in recent 
years into one of the most sophisticated cuisines in all of France. In response to the inven- 
tive lessons of nouvelle cuisine and the demand for lighter, healthier, more refined fare ev- 
erywhere, a younger generation of Alsatian chefs has trimmed the heftier plats, while 
cooking with love and respect for native ingredients and classic dishes.

Haeberlin at l'Auberge de III in Hlhaeusern (opposite, 
center), with his father, chef Paul Haeberlin (right), and 
uncle, host-maitre d’ Jean-Pierre (/eft), and 30-year-old 
Michel Husser at Hostellerie du Cerf in Marlenheim (below, 
right), with his father, chef Robert Husser. Marc Haeberlin’s lightened fare 
bows to tradition with a new angle. This chef’s idea of strudel is not one big 
hulking roll of pastry, but a jewellike plum-filled package on a pool of raspber- 
ry sauce. Michel Husser also nods to northeastern French classics, but then 
updates them. The new Alsatian table is perhaps best exemplified by Michel’s 
translation of the regional dish choucroute garnie. He uses juniper-scented 
lean pork loin instead of rich sausages. A “package” of sauerkraut wrapped in 
a cabbage leaf accompanies the pork. Husser’s version won’t replace tradition- 
al sauerkraut and sausage, but it’s sure healthier. 













Haeberlin uses thin slices of pain 
d’épice (French gingerbread) to line 
ramekins for spicy charlottes (above). 
Store-bought gingersnaps can be used 
instead of pain d’épice. Serve the 
unmolded charlottes with a plum-and

SOLE, MUSSEL AND CABBAGE 
“SOUP” WITH PASTRY 


Soup: 
1 cup dry white wine 
i cup créme fraiche 
1-1/2 pounds mussels, in the shell, scrubbed 
3 tablespoons unsalted butter 
1/3 cup finely chopped carrots 
1/3 cup finely chopped celery 
1/3 cup finely chopped leeks 
1/2 head Savoy cabbage, cored, tough outer 
leaves finely chopped 
1/8 teaspoon curry powder 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
1/4 teaspoon freshly ground pepper 
1 8-ounce sole fillet 
Pastry: 
3 sheets of prepared puff pastry 
1 whole egg plus i yolk 
Pinch salt 
Few drops water 


0 In a medium nonaluminum saucepan over 
medium heat, bring wine to a boil. Add creme 
fraiche and return to a boil. Add mussels, cover 
and cook 2 minutes, or just until the mussels 
open. Let mussels cool and shuck. Discard 
shells and reserve mussels and cooking liquid. 
OC In a medium saucepan over low heat, melt 
butter and cook carrots, celery, leeks and cab- 
bage 2 to 3 minutes, or until they begin to 
soften. Add mussel cooking liquid and cook 
over medium heat 5 minutes. Add curry, salt 
and pepper. 

O) Cut sole fillet in half lengthwise, then into 8 
equal pieces. Divide sole and mussels evenly 
among four 2-cup-capacity heatproof soup bowls. 
Ladle diced vegetables and broth over fish, but 
do not fill bowls, or pastry will be soggy. 

O Cut 4 rounds of puff pastry to fit soup bowls, 
allowing at least 1 inch to hang over lip of each 
bowl. Wet lip of each bow! with water, and press 
pastry to outsides of bowl. In a small bowl 
whisk together remaining ingredients for egg 
glaze. Brush pastry lightly with egg glaze and 
repeat with a second layer of glaze. In a preheat- 
ed 400° F oven, bake 15 minutes, or until pastry 
is puffed and nicely browned. Serves 4. 





PLUM STRUDELS 


2 pounds plums, pitted and thinly sliced 
1/4 cup currants 
1/2 cup brandy 
3/4 cup sugar 
10 sheets phyllo dough, thawed 
8 tablespoons unsalted butter, melted 
1/3 cup dry unseasoned breadcrumbs 
1 whole egg plus 1 yolk 
Pinch salt 
Few drops water 
1-1/4 cups raspberry sauce (recipe follows) 
1/2 cup heavy cream 





() in a large bowl combine plums, currants, 
brandy and sugar. Set aside, covered, 1 hour. 
Drain; discard liquid 

O) Stack phyllo sheets and cut into quarters. 
Working with 1 quarter at a time, butter well 1 
sheet of phyllo (shorter end facing you). Add 4 
more layers, buttering each well. Sprinkle top 
with breadcrumbs. Place 1/2 cup fruit mixture 
in center of phyllo. Fold corners toward center 
to form a square. Fold in second set of corners 





to form an oval; brush edges with butter, as 
needed, to seal. Repeat, to make 8 strudels. 
Place packets, seam side down, on a lightly oiled 
baking sheet. : 

(1) In a small mixing bowl whisk whole egg, 
yolk, salt and water until combined. Brush stru- 
dels with glaze. In a preheated 400° F oven, bake 
30 to 35 minutes, or until golden brown. Serve 
strudels on raspberry sauce. With a pastry tube, 
dot heavy cream in a circle around each strudel, 
and pull a knife through to form hearts. Serves 8. 


RASPBERRY SAUCE 


1-1/2 pints raspberries 
1/4 cup plus 1 tablespoon confectioners’ sugar 














In a food processor or blender puree raspber- 
ries and sugar. Taste, and add more sugar, if 
needed. Strain and transfer to an airtight con- 
tainer until ready to use.

1/4 cup dry white wine 
2-1/2 cups heavy cream 
20 whole juniper berries 


O) Prepare pork: Season pork with salt and pep- 
per, dust lightly with flour. In a large skillet 
over high heat, heat butter. Add pork and saute 
8 minutes, turning frequently. Lower heat to 
medium and cook until pan juices have evapo- 
rated and meat thermometer registers 160° F. 
Add cream and boil about 1 minute, or until 
thick enough to coat the back of a spoon. Add 
juniper berries and season with salt and pepper, 
if desired. 

() Make potato cakes: Pat potatoes dry, then 
grate coarsely. In a large bowl combine grated 
potatoes, onion, egg, parsley, salt, pepper and 
nutmeg. Form into uniform cakes, about 2-1/2 
inches in diameter. In a large skillet over medi- 
um-high heat, warm remaining 1/4 cup clarified 
butter. Add potato cakes and cook | minute on 
each side, or until cakes are golden brown and 
hold together. Do not overcook, or potatoes will 
become bitter. Keep cakes warm in a preheated 
325° F oven (up to 30 minutes). 

(1 Prepare cabbage: In a large pot bring water 
and salt to boil. Add cabbage leaves and cook 3 
minutes, or until pliable but not soft. Drain, 
refresh under cold running water, and pat dry. 





Trim off 1 inch of the tough stem. Working with 
1 leaf at a time, place leaf in a 6- to 8-ounce la- 
dle. Fill leaf halfway with sauerkraut and fold to 
enclose completely. Remove from ladle and 
place, seam side down, in a vegetable steamer. 
Repeat with remaining cabbage. Steam packets 
8 minutes, or until tender. 

To serve, cut cabbage bundles in half and 
place on plates with potato cakes. Ladle some of 
the sauce onto each plate and top with three 
1/4-inch-thick slices of pork. Serves 6. 














SALMON SALAD WITH 
SORREL AND SPINACH 


2 scallions, thinly sliced 
2 medium-size ripe tomatoes, peeled, seeded 
and diced

LJ Are architectural remnants like this column top of any value? 

There are several old buildings being torn down near me, and 

doors, windows, railings and pieces of large pillars are available. 
—J.D.B., Hickory, N.C. 


Early American architecture was 
influenced by the great classical 
designs. When pillars were need- 
ed, the three great orders of 
Greek columns were used. Most 
popular for homes were simple 
Doric and Ionic columns. But 
many buildings also featured the 
ornate Corinthian style—the 
style of this capital. The design clues? The overall bell shape and 
the acanthus leaves. With all the interest in neoclassicism, this 
piece has plenty of decorative value. Parts of old columns are being 
used many ways—tops as table bases, for example, or as pieces of 
sculpture. As a result, good carved stone capitals are also worth 
more money. This one is worth at least $500. 





L) This rather strange table has two drop leaves, two drawers and a 
large wastebasketlike section on the bottom. It is probably made of 
mahogany, with some light wood trim. The table is 29 inches high. 
What was it designed for? How old is it?—L.B., Jeffersontown, Ky. 


You have a work table in 
the Empire or the late- 
Federal style. It was 
probably made in the 
eastern United States 
about 1830. The dark 
wood, scrolled feet and 
heavy overall propor- 
tions were typical of that 
period. The bottom 
“wastebasket” held sew- 
ing materials, and the 
drawers were for needles, 
thimbles. and other 
equipment. A work table 
was kept in the main 
room of a house for the sake of convenience. The job of embroider- 
ing and mending was important. At a time when most fabrics were 
produced on hand looms, textiles were among a family’s most valu- 
able assets. Small tables are in plentiful supply, so moderately 
priced. Yours is worth about $500. 





_] The bottom of my art pottery vase is marked “Royal Lancastri- 

an.” It’s olive green and decorated with raised orange fish. The 

vase stands about 7 inches tall. Can you tell me its age and value? 
—D.D., Mulberry, Fla. 


Your vase is similar to one 
made by Pilkington’s Tile and 
Pottery Company, in England, 
about 1930. The company, 
which was formed in 1888, also 
made tiles, buttons and hatpins. 
In 1903 the Pilkington family 
discovered a way to make spe- 
cial opalescent glazes and start- 
ed marketing a line of glazed 
earthenware vases and bowls 
called ‘“‘Lancastrian.”” The words “Royal Lancastrian’”’ were used 
as part of the mark from 1914 to 1938. After that, the company de- 
cided to make only tiles. From 1972 to 1975, pottery was again 
made and marked with the old name. The orange color in your 
vase was popular in the ’30s. The American collector is just 
beginning to discover the best of English art pottery. Your vase is 
worth $800 to $1,000. 





(] Can you tell me anything about this large brass tea kettle and 
stand? How, for example, were sets like this one generally used? 
—J.W.A., Gillespie, II. 


In the days before the cooking 
stove, our ancestors had to heat 
everything in the fireplace. Wa- 
ter was heated in a pot or kettle 
held on a hook above the fire. 
After the water was hot, it 
could be kept warm in a kettle 
placed on a stand near the fire- 
place. Your stand has a wooden 
handle, so it must have been 
kept far enough from the fire to 
remain scorch-free. The tea ket- 
tle may have been used on the 
stand in the dining room when 
the hot water was served. Copper and iron kettles were the most 
common in the United States. The English and Dutch, however, 
preferred brass. Your kettle is in a style popular in England about 
1820. The square shape and graceful stand are most unusual. The 
set would cost about $4,000 in an antiques shop.

ll too often we feel our ability to 

make our home look just the way 

we want is hampered by the size 

of our decorating budget. We’re 
besieged by what I cail the “if onlys”: “If 
only I could re-cover the sofa. If only we 
could change the color scheme.” And in 
an age when an Early American armchair 
can sell at auction for millions of dollars, 
no matter how high your budget, there’s 
always something that seems to be just 
out of reach. 

However, the most interesting and ap- 
pealing rooms I’ve seen are not those deco- 
rated with an unlimited budget. Rather, 
they are the ones in which ingenuity and 
resourcefulness take precedence over price 
tags, giving way to rooms filled with per- 
sonality, wit and charm. What it takes is a 
real passion for things beautiful, along 
with fine-tuning your creativity and edu- 
cating your eyes to make something won- 
derful out of the ordinary. 

That’s why a tight budget can be a bless- 
ing in disguise. It forces us to draw on our 
imaginations and see beyond the mun- 
dane—to rescue an iron rosette from a 


torn-down fence and treat it as sculpture, 
to buy an affordable but less-than-ideal ta- 
ble and give it a stunning decorative paint 
finish, or to dress up a sofa with a hand- 
made throw. 

Top designers agree. Paul Leonard be- 
lieves that decorators tend to be more cre- 
ative when they don’t have a lot of money 
to play with. And because the decorating is 
less pat, he thinks the results are better. 

The budget decorating stories in this is- 
sue prove his point (see page 65). We gave 
three leading designers each a budget and a 
living/dining area and a bedroom to deco- 
rate from scratch. Peter Wheeler was allot- 
ted $4,500; Barbara Ostrom, $13,000; and 
Georgina Fairholme, $22,000. Naturally, 
$4,500—let alone $22,000—is a fair 
amount of money. But when it comes to 
the cost of furnishings today, even $22,000 
doesn’t stretch far. And, of course, every- 
thing is relative. To these decorators, 
$100,000 for a living room is not an un- 
heard-of sum. Barbara Ostrom said her 
staff laughed when she took on this proj- 
ect. ‘““They told me there was no way I 
could do it,” she says. “You see, I can 
spend $12,000 on just a chair.” What’s 
more, we put the designers in the tough po- 
sition of having to buy everything—every 
stick of furniture, every lamp, every vase. 

Since we wanted the decorators to face 
the same problems you do, our rules were 
strict: Everything had to be bought at re- 
tail—no wholesale discounts, although 
they were free to scour thrift shops and 
flea markets. The cost of all supplies, such 
as paint, also had to be included in the 
final tally. 

Pulling it off was a challenge for even 
these seasoned pros, and they found it a 
true test of their creative mettle. Barbara’s 
solution was to find the top-of-the-line 
pieces she really wanted and then match 
them with less expensive look-alikes. Geor- 
gina splashed vibrant color on the walls 
and invested in fabric to bring affordable 


warmth to her rooms. Peter indulged his 
passion for found objects. Each designer is 
extremely proud of the results, as are we. 
Elegant yet inviting, there’s nothing make- 
do about these spaces. On the contrary, the 
money-saving solutions give the rooms 
one-of-a-kind character. 

You'll find the same is true for your own 
home. Necessity—as they say—is the 
mother of invention, especially in decorat- 
ing. When a rug proved out of reach for 
one couple I know, they improvised by 
painting their floor in a pattern of their 
own design. Now when you walk in, that 
floor is the centerpiece of the room, out- 
shining everything else. At a country flea 
market, I once found an old pine cupboard 
painted a horrible shade of red and covered 
with mildew. Thanks to its unprepossess- 
ing appearance, everyone else had passed it 
by. But underneath the dirt and paint, I 
saw a treasure. I lugged it home, spent 
hours cleaning it, scraped off some of the 
paint and redid the finish with a blue an- 
tiquing kit. Since I’m not at all handy, I 
was stunned by the results—the barely per- 
ceptible red undercoat topped by the soft 
blue gave the old cupboard a charming 
patina. Now it stands proudly in my kitch- 
en, and every time I look at that piece I 
feel a surge of pride. It’s truly mine—far 
more than if I’d just plunked down money 
for it in a shop. 

That’s one of the joys of what I call ‘“‘re- 
sourceful decorating.” Yes, it’s easy to give 
a designer carte blanche and say, ““Do my 
house.”” But home can be the place of your 
dreams only if you’re willing to put yourself 
into it. It may take a little effort, but here’s 
the reward: You'll feel a sense of fulfillment 
every time you walk in the door. @ 
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, fe thought youd never get everyone all together.

INSTEAD OF ADMIRING PIECES THAT SIT ON A SHELF

remember that winter when we 
were newlyweds and Nancy and 
I were trying to make a place for 
ourselves in the mainstream of 

Manhattan life. Saturdays were inev- 
itably shopping days, as we looked for 
an area rug for our hall, for a reading 
lamp to put by the desk and, always, 
for the one china pattern that would 
reach out to us and confirm that we 
had a style and design sense we could 
truly call our own. 

Nancy hated shopping for china, 
but being young marrieds at a time 
when certain acquisitions were de ri- 
gueur, she and I agreed that some of 
our wedding-gift money should be set 
aside for china. B. Altman’s, Bloom- 
ingdale’s, Macy’s—we cut deep, an- 
guished tracks through every china 
department, looking, pricing, ponder- 
ing. Nothing. The patterns began to 
blur, and some to recur. What we 
cottoned to in one store left us cold in 
another; familiarity failed to ignite 
our enthusiasm. 

One cold, snowy day after yet another 
fruitless plod through a department store 
china display, we found ourselves walking 
up Third Avenue, pausing in one or anoth- 
er antiques store—not so much to shop as 
to. warm ourselves. At Sylvia Tearston An- 
tiques—the old store, not the present 








one—we were attracted to a handsome 
Federal side table with elegant legs, a pris- 
tine finish and surprisingly capacious 
drawers {every New Yorker looks for fur- 
niture with drawers; a table without them 
wastes space). The price was $550. We 
loved the piece bur couldn’t imagine where 
we might pul it and wondered, between us, 
if there weren’t other, more “important,” 
purchases to be making. later, after sever- 


al return visits and much dithering, we

decided to take the plunge, but by then the 
table had been sold. 

So it was that on our first visit we lin- 
gered awhile in Sylvia Tearston’s shop. 
Bad weather had kept people home that 
day, so the place was virtually empty and 
no one minded our exhaustive search of 
the inventory or the fact that we kept 
mooning over the little side table we lacked 
the courage to buy. 

At one point Nancy spotted something 
that intrigued her in a china cabinet: a 
single plate whose pattern involved flowers 
in organic shapes and a giant long-tailed 
peacock with wings tinged in gold. The 
colors were pale but appeared undiluted; 
the plate itself was perfect. Were there 
others like it? Nancy asked. Alas, no. The 


day before, a man had purchased 12 
of the plates. It had been a baker’s 
dozen, but he hadn’t wanted the 13th— 
which could be ours for $9. 

We loved it; we had never seen any- 
thing like it. While I was wondering 
aloud where we might put it, Nancy 
was shaking her head and saying, fi- 
nally, “You know, we should collect 
something. This would be a nice thing 
to collect.” Sylvia Tearston explained 
that what we were looking at was an 
early example of Mason’s Patent Iron- 
stone China and showed us its printed 
mark, which included a banner and a 
crown, symbols that eventually be- 
came very familiar to us. 

Ironstone china wasn’t porcelain, of 
course; it was everyday tableware. But 
this piece was so beautiful, we 
couldn’t put it down. ‘Use it,” Sylvia 
Tearston said as she wrapped it for us. 
We set off in the snow again without 
our bridal china, but with an object 
that was not merely a plate but item 
number one in our new “‘collection.” 

The where-to-put-it question was 
solved soon enough. A distant relative of 
Nancy’s passed away, bequeathing some of 
her furnishings to my mother-in-law. 
Mother took a fancy to a well cared for 
reproduction Sheraton secretary-cum-chi- 
na cabinet and decided it should be ours. It 
had drawers and enclosed cabinets below, 
glass-fronted shelves above. We moved it 
into the apartment and put our single piece 
of Mason’s Patent Ironstone China inside, 
and though the piece sat there in lonely 
splendor, we were satisfied we had given it 
a suitable home. 

Winter segued into spring, and soon we 
were taking jaunts to the country, doing 
that chic look-but-don’t-buy activity called 
antiquing. But we could do it now with a

sense of purpose, for we were collectors 
with a china cabinet to fill. And fill it we 
did, however gradually. Birthdays, anni- 
versaries, Valentine’s Days: We ‘“‘sur- 
prised” each other with additions to the 
collection until our china shelves blazed 
with vivid color. 

The striking patterns were what attract- 
ed us. Early on, we decided not to repeat 
them. Instead, we wanted our collection to 
be entirely miscellaneous, as though each 
piece were one of a kind. Once, while pian- 
ning a modest dinner party, Nancy fretted 
that she had nothing special on which to 
serve dessert, and since it was going to be a 
painstaking effort from Julia Child, she felt 
dessert deserved better than to be plunked 
onto one of the white dishes we had pur- 
chased when it was clear we couldn’t de- 
cide on our “permanent” china and needed 
something to serve and eat on. 

“What are you doing?” I asked, incredu- 
lous, as I saw her unlock the china cabinet 
and select six ironstone plates to take to 
the kitchen. 

“These are quite beautiful,” she said, 
“but no one ever sees them. Miss Tearston 
said to use them, remember?” 

“But they’re antiques,” I insisted. 

“So you'll have to be more careful when 
you wash them.” It was a statement that 
defined my role in our entertaining plan 
and also gave me a mandate. 

The dinner party was a modest success, 
but the dessert plates were a triumph— 
more commented on by our guests than 
the Julia Child concoction we had served. 
After that, our collecting took a new turn: 
We couldn’t keep acquiring plates when 
we obviously needed serving bowls, cov- 
ered dishes, gravy boats, vases, pitchers. 

Looking back, I can’t imagine our hay- 
ing given a moment’s pause to paying $9 
for our first ironstone plate. Since then we 
have paid 10 times that much for pieces no 
more handsome—and have gone even 
higher for plates we considered truly spe- 
cial. Visiting London in the early 1970s, 
we spread the word through the Bermond- 
sey Market that we were collectors of Ma- 
son’s Patent Ironstone China, and I felt 
ourselves immediately branded ‘‘Big 
Spenders from the States.”” A lot of imita- 
tion ware was trotted out for us to see, and 
for a time it appeared that the real thing 
would elude us. But we finally settled on 
three purchases, one of which was a jug 
that cost us the equivalent of $44, a piece 
we've always known was museum-quality.

The shrinking dollar, the rising English 
pound and the sudden—and growing— 
scarcity of Mason’s ware make that acqui- 
sition seem all the more remarkable now. 

We have never purchased faded, cracked 
or chipped examples; we never felt that 
signs of previous wear would increase our 
enjoyment of the collection. We did turn 
down some attractive prospects, but ulti- 
mately could afford to, for we long ago 
packed our china shelves, plus part of one 
enclosed cabinet. Through the years, a 
number of dealers have shown us pieces 
that, to their eyes and ours, were undeni- 
ably Mason’s ironstone but lacked any 
mark. Naively, perhaps, we shied away 
from buying them. Our collection may not 
be uniformly valuable, but in at least one 
respect it is pure. 

Eventually we did acquire a set of china, 
one that neatly complements our ironstone 
collection, so that, to less than jarring ef- 
fect, we can mix new and old pieces when 
serving. Shopping became much easier 
once we knew what our china would have 
to “play” against. Not that we use our 
Mason’s ware regularly. On some occa- 
sions a few of these pieces work perfectly; 
other times they are not needed at all, and 
the collection gathers dust on our shelves. 
Whenever the apartment is painted, of 
course, every piece comes out and must be 
packed and placed out of harm’s way. 
Then the joy of rediscovery far outweighs 
the time-consuming paint-preparation pro- 
cess. We take out each piece, dust and 
wrap it, and look at it with the same de- 
light we experienced when we bought it. 
We have never been disappointed. 

Years ago I fancied our having a dining 
room whose walls would be covered with 
Mason’s ironstone plates in even greater 
number than we currently own. My wife 
didn’t share my vision; it passed, in time— 
which was just as well.

By DEE HARDIE ——_- 
hen we first saw the land in 
Vermont where we were plan- 
ning to build our summer 
house, it was not love at first 
site. It was foggy and cold. I couldn’t see 
any views of the promised lands—not even 
a tip of snow on the Adirondack Moun- 
tains, not even a glimpse of sparkle from 
Lake Champlain. But this land was our 
land, and I had to use my imagination. 

Since the land was wooded, we spent 
much of the summer clearing a site. That 
was easy—a house must have room. But 
making room for the views was difficult. A 
tree once cut is gone forever, and this land 
was abundant with pine, maple and hickory. 

Greg, the arborist, as he calls himself, 
would stand at a distance, and I, on higher 
ground, would point to a tree, and down it 
would come. It was like taking a puzzle 
apart, rather than putting one together. 
But finally the necessary surgery widened 
our views, widened our eyes, and we start- 
ed feeling more at home. 

I soon put an American flag in one of 
the trees, for color as well as for courage, 
and then set up two canvas chairs, side by 
side. Here Tom and I would come to 
watch the sun set. The whole land was our 
outdoor front porch. 

But we weren't there for the actual first 
step, the foundation—which was probably 
a wise move. Charlie, the builder, and 
Tom, the designer, certainly didn’t need 
my novice building nerves. And the biggest 


< problem so far was at the genesis. A huge 
= ledge of stone ruled the land where our 
= foundation was meant to be. Dynamite 
< would have been costly, so they simply 
~ moved the site forward. Once a threat, the 





ledge now surrounds the house in a com- 
fortable embrace. I know, because at last 
I’ve seen it. 

Before we left Thornhill for Vermont, an 
old friend, Ned, said to me: ‘Dee, I know 
you, you’re going to be in agony. With just 
the foundation and flooring, it’s going to 
look small, so smali you’ll wonder how 
you'll live there. But once the walls are up, 
it will look larger. It works in reverse.”’ 

And he’s right. That first day we visited 
the site, I was scared. Tom and I walked in 
silence through the quiet of the woods. 
Then we heard the staccato beat of nails 
being hammered. Suddenly we were there, 
and it was a wonderful relief. The founda- 
tion did seem small, but it sat just right. 
The next day, two walls were up, and our 
world had grown larger. And in the dis- 
tance were the majestic Adirondacks, 
proving their points. 

The energetic crew seems as enthusiastic 
as I feel. There’s Gordie, the foreman, who 
has been building houses for 30 years; 
George of the red beard; David with the 
dark mustache; blue-eyed Charlie; and 
rosy-cheeked Jay. They have a radio 
propped up by a tree, and for more local 
music, they’ve hung a birdhouse nearby, 
filled with sunflower seeds. 

The next time we visit, there will be 
more walls, a roof, maybe even rooms. The 
house is going up faster than we had ex- 
pected. At the last planning session we had 
with Charlie Proutt, the builder, months 
ago, I looked him straight in the eyes, and 
said, “Charlie, I don’t want to make any 
mistakes.”’ He looked right back at me, all 
31 years of him, and said, “Dee, we will 
make mistakes.”’ Well, time will tell, but 
Charlie, I’m not worried anymore.

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THE NEW IDEA GARDENS 


LATELY, BOTANIC GARDENS ARE DESIGNING HOW-TO GARDENS WITH 
TAKE-HOME PLANS FOR YOUR OWN BACKYARD. GO—AND GET INSPIRED

n his recently published 
book, The Opinionated Gar- 
dener, Geoffrey Charles- 
worth describes gardening as 

an activity that “‘disfigures one’s 

hands and ruins one’s clothes.” 

Nevertheless, more Americans 

are gardening than ever before. 

Just last year a Gallup poll re- 

ported that gardening edged out 

jogging as the most popular lei- 
sure activity in the United States. 
In response to this overwhelm- 
ing enthusiasm, new botanical 
gardens have been springing up all over 
the country, and venerable old institu- 
tions have been creating new gardens for 
their expanding constituencies. What, 
you might ask, do botanical gardens 
have to do with the average gardener? 
Plenty. In the past they were known 
mostly for sweeping landscapes, acres 
of flowering trees and shrubs, and mam- 
moth greenhouses (more fitting for the 
estates of the wealthy than for backyard 
gardeners). But increasingly, these in- 
stitutions are helping home gardeners. 
Most often this help takes the form of 
smail exhibits, variously called ‘“‘dem- 
onstration gardens,” “idea gardens”’ 
and “theme gardens.’’ Scaled down in 
size and arranged to inspire amateurs, 
some of these exhibits are designed to 
be duplicated in an ordinary backyard. - 

Others are more like glorified nurseries, 

where plants (although not for sale) are or- 

ganized by species. Almost anywhere you 


travel, you are bound to find a botanical 
garden with displays and exhibits for the 
backyard gardener. 

At the New York Botanical Garden, 
for example. you will find theme gardens 
whose c«:'gns can be adapted to almost 
any spa t you can also take home 
plans for nial borders from Long-

wood, Pa., look at the most extensive col- 
lections of trees and shrubs in the Southeast 
in Raleigh, N.C., study drought-resistant 
plants in Atlanta, and learn all you’ve ever 
wanted to know about fruits and vegeta- 
bles in Chicago, xeriscaping in Arizona 
and water-saving gardens in Los Angeles. 

So take pencil and paper and repair to 
the nearest botanical garden or arboretum. 
Jot down the date of your visit, so you'll 
know which plants bloom in that season. 


Make notes of those that appeal 
to you, including height, color 
and the company they keep. 
Plants are frequently enhanced by 
suitable companions. Do not be 
overwhelmed by a large display— 
if 20 clumps of pink phlox look 
terrific with a mass of tall blue 
delphiniums, so will three plants 
of each. Look, learn and, above 
all, have a good time. 


Country in the City 

The New York Botanical Gar- 

den, 20 minutes away from the 
heart of Manhattan, is a 250-acre oasis 
in the crowded, clamoring borough of 
the Bronx. Local residents, who jog 
along the miles of paved paths or idle 
on the rolling lawns, treat the garden as 

a park, but it also happens to be one of 

the oldest botanical educational institu- 

tions in the country. Most recently, the 

Garden embarked on the design and 

building of six theme gardens. The 

Rodney White Country Garden and the 

Louise Loeb Vegetable Garden were 

two of the first demonstration gardens 

to be installed here. The Country Gar- 
den, conceived as a low-maintenance 
garden, was designed for someone who 
might be going to a country house only 
on the weekends or for the summer. 

Horticulturist Janet Whippo explains: 

“Many of the plants we’ve used are 
cultivars of typical roadside plants—gold- 
enrod, asters, lythrum, coreopsis, rudbeck- 
ia and day lilies. Of course, the day lilies 
aren’t native here, but they have natural- 
ized all over the countryside.” 

Just last summer two spanking-new 
theme gardens were completed: a fra- 
grance garden, called Helen’s Garden, and 
a cutting garden planted with annuals, 
called the Mae L. Wien Summer Flower 
(Continued on page 43)

Garden. New York Botanical Garden 
(212-220-8700) landscape designer Daphne 
White is at work on a Four-Seasons Gar- 
den that will look good all year round. 


Longwood’s Bright Ideas 
Far from the roar of city traffic, in coun- 
tryside that could pass for the south of 
England, Longwood Gardens (215-388- 
6741) covers 350 acres of Pennsylvania 
farmland and forest about 30 miles west of 
Philadelphia. Always famous for its ex- 
traordinary glass house and its lavish out- 
door floral displays, Longwood is now 
becoming known for its beautifully laid out 
demonstration gardens, called collectively 
the Idea Garden. These four acres are 
among the best in the country for take- 
home advice. Each section is devoted to a 
specific type of plant—annuals, perennials, 
ground covers, herbs, vines, vegetables— 
and plant lists for each are provided in 
little mailboxes, right on the spot. Planting 
plans for the perennial borders are for sale. 
The perennial borders contain more 
than 200 different species and cultivars, 
arranged as a collage of harmonious colors 


and textures—just as you would plant 
them at home. Annual borders are treated 
a little differently. With their rainbow col- 
ors and diverse shapes of flower and fo- 
liage, they are not meant to be copied, but 
are intended as living catalogs for the 
home garden. 


Theme Gardens in Raleigh 

The whole of the tiny North Carolina State 
University Arboretum in Raleigh, N.C. 
(919-737-3132), is eight acres—just twice 
the size of the Longwood Idea Garden. 
But Dr. J.C. Raulston, professor of orna- 
mental horticulture there, makes up in en- 
ergy for what he lacks in acreage. A self- 
described “‘plant evangelist,’ Dr. Raulston 
is a man with a mission—to convince 
home gardeners, nursery owners and land- 
scapers that there’s more to gardening 
than azaleas, rhododendrons or pachysan- 
dra. To accomplish his goal, he has taken a 
flat, unpromising scrap of land near an 
interstate highway and, in nine years, has 
turned it into one of the most exciting 
horticultural institutions in the country, 
with the most extensive and diverse collec- 
tion of woody landscape plants in the 
Southeast. The Arboretum also has charm- 
ingly designed theme gardens. The piece de 
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résistance: a garden devoted entirely to 
white flowers and to plants with pale and 
variegated foliage. 


Growing in Georgia Clay 

The creation of the Atlanta Botanical Gar- 
den (404-876-5858) is another Cinderella 
story. Just 10 years ago it was a scruffy 
part of Piedmont Park in midtown. Today, 
it’s a first-class institution with a splendid 
new conservatory and three and a haif 
acres of demonstration gardens, including 
a knot herb garden and an American Rose 
Society display garden. ‘“‘We started out 
with demonstration gardens,” says Ann 
Crammond, the director, “because we 
knew they would bring us the most atten- 
tion. We planned them as the sort of thing 
you’d like in your own backyard.” The 
newest addition is a display of drought- 
and heat-tolerant plants growing on a 
west-facing bank, in full sun, complete 
with Georgia clay. 


The Fruit of the Midwest 

If you imagine a waterscape surrounded by 

a city skyline, you have the setting for the 

Chicago Botanic Garden (312-835-5440), 

created in 1972 from a stretch of marsh

along the Skokie River. One whole island 
in the series is given over to a Fruit and 
Vegetable Garden, which even the modest 
director, Dr. Roy Taylor, calls ‘“‘a very 
4 impressive and complex display.” It show- 
a cases methods for growing edibles in a 
. suburban garden—from espaliered fruit 
trees to rows of corn, as well as a “‘postage- 
stamp garden” for the urban dweller. 

The main island has eight demonstration 
gardens, which include herb, bulb and pe- 
rennial plots. The natural landscape gar- 
den, with wildflowers native to Illinois, is 
especially dear to Taylor’s heart. “There is 
a great deal of interest in prairie plants,” 
he says, “because they require less water 
and less care.” 













Getting the Desert to Bloom 

Water conservation becomes an even more 
compelling theme in gardens of the West 
and Southwest, where “‘xeriscaping” is the 
byword. From the Greek xeros, meaning 
“dry,” the term is defined by its practi- 
tioners as “‘the conservation of water and 
energy through creative landscaping.”’ 
Xeriscaping may be news elsewhere in the 





country, but at the Desert Botanical Gar- 
den (602-941-1217) in Phoenix, it’s old hat. 
Founded in 1937 by the Arizona Cactus 
and Native Flora Society, the Garden has 
always fostered interest in desert species, 
preserved unusual cacti and succulents 
from other parts of the world, and encour- 
aged the use of drought-tolerant native 
plants in residential sites. Sondra Mesnik, 
director of community relations, says, 
“The average person in this area has been 
here only five years, so one of our missions 
is to wean new arrivals away from lawns 
that require constant watering.”” The home 
demonstration gardens surrounding Ar- 
cher House show just what a desert garden 
around a real house can look like. Signs 
recommend irrigation methods, suggest 
suitable plant material and provide infor- 
mation about desert soils. 


Lifestyle Outside L.A. 

The new Henry Soto Water Conservation 
Garden at the Los Angeles State and 
County Arboretum (818-446-8251) in Aca- 
dia, Calif., shows homeowners how to have 
lush greenery and colorful flowers while 
using water sparingly and properly. The 
plants in this garden have been chosen 
because they adapt readily to infrequent 
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deep watering at the root area rather than 
wasteful overhead watering. 

On a clear day the blue-purple San Ga- 
briel Mountains provide a stunning back- 
drop for the Arboretum, whose 
Demonstration Home Gardens, created in 
1958, have recently been renovated. Visi- 
tors can wander through four areas, each 
planned for a purpose: a low-maintenance 
garden with a deck and easy-care plants; a 
plant hobbyist’s garden with ample room 
for puttering and planting; an outdoor en- 
tertainment garden; a family recreation 
garden designed for children. 

This quick tour of “idea” gardens across 
the country gives you a glimpse of garden- 
ing’s future. Right now, there are more 
than 1,200 gardens and public horticultur- 
al displays open to the public, and as more 
home gardeners look for help, botanists 
will respond with specific plans and plant- 
ing schemes. A bit of research before any 
spring or summer trip should turn up such 
a garden somewhere along your route. 
And a visit will sow seeds of inspiration for 
years to come.

Tease Mother 
Nature to make 
your garden’s 
growing season 
longer—and get 
an earlier harvest 


By KEN DRUSE ——-—_ 
Whether you live in Bismarck or Biloxi, 
you probably share every gardener’s 
wish—that the growing season could be 
longer. Necessity helped me learn how to 
extend it. Last winter I started some seeds 
indoors, in flats under fluorescent tubes. 
By April, when I was going on vacation, 
my seedlings needed daily watering. 

I could have transplanted the seedlings 
then—except that I didn’t have window 
space for 100 pots. I needed a cool, pro- 
tected place with ample, even light—a spot 
where the seedlings would stay moist in 
their flats. What would work? A cold 
frame, which is like a miniature green- 
house set on garden soil. 

I fashioned a makeshift one by setting a 
tunnel of chicken wire on the ground, cov- 
ering it with translucent plastic bubble 
wrap and anchoring it with brick. About a 
week before my trip, I placed one flat in- 
side this protective cover—and waited. 
Not only did my plants survive, but their 
foliage grew sturdier. I felt reassured. 

By May my seedlings were ready for the 
garden. They didn’t need “‘hardening off,”’ 
that laborious process of acclimating seed- 
lings by bringing them in and out of the 
house daily for two weeks. My plants ad- 
Justed to their new home two weeks earlier 
than usual, and have done well since. 

As recently as five years ago, you would 
have had to make your own cold frame, as 
I did, but today you can easily find one 
through mail-order sources. Some have 
automatic vent openers that let cool air in 
when the frame heats up, and close as the 
temperature drops. 

A cold frame is good for forcing bulbs in 
pots. After removing the pots for indoor 





bloom, you can sow such cold-tolerant 
vegetables as leaf lettuce and spinach in 
flats or in soil below the cold frame itself. 
Here’s a sampling of other season-ex- 
tenders you can make or buy: 
@ a hotbed, which is a sophisticated version 
of a cold frame, with a heat source, usually 
a soil-warming cable. 
@ hot caps, made to cover individual 
plants. You can make one by recycling a 
gallon-size plastic milk jug. Cut out the 
bottom and place the container over a 
newly set out seedling. For support, 
mound a little soil around the bottom, cut 
off the handle and slip a garden stake 
through the hole and into the soil. Keep 
the top screwed on in cool weather; re- 
move it as the air warms. 
@ glass cloches, which resemble hot caps 
but are more elegant. Beautiful antique 
blown-glass examples may still be found— 
but are a bit pricey. 
®row covers, made from standard two- 
foot-wide sheets of ice-clear corrugated fi- 
berglass. They can be shaped, tunnellike, 
to bend over garden rows (anchored with 
stakes), and they come in any length. 
@ Wall O’Water, a plastic cone with verti- 
cal channels to fill with water. The water is 
what makes each foot-tall “teepee’’ stand 
up—and also hold heat that is radiated 
back to the plants at night. 
@a garden blanket, which you spread di- 
rectly over seedlings for protection from 
late frost and insects. It’s lightweight, lets 
water and air in, and, most important, ad- 
mits gently diffused sunlight. Master gar- 
dener Suzie Bales, whose own garden 
appears on pages 104-107, used a garden 
blanket to get an incredible three-week 
jump on harvest.

TREAT YOURSELF TO THE EXTRA BATH YOU THOUGHT

or years you’ve 
been craving an 
extra bath, 
though you’re 

convinced you don’t 

have the room. But you 
probably do if you just 
think small. Take this 
master bath (right), de- 
signed by Stanley Hura. 
Although it measures 
only 8-1/2 by 9 feet, 
rich colors and elegant 
materials make it feel 
grander. Chintz curtains and 
marble trim add glamour to 
the basics: sink, toilet and 
tub/shower. For some home-

owners, however, 8-1/2 by 9 
feet is lavish space. Yet an ex- 
tra bath is possible in a much 
smaller space. How small? 
Just 4 feet by 7, a little smaller 
than a king-size bed. That’s 
the area David and Andrea 
Thurm carved out of their 
bedroom and turned into a 0 
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practical and surprisingly 
comfortable bath, one born of necessity: 
Child number two was on the way, and the 
Thurms’ New York City apartment simply 
had to sprout another bedroom. But the 
Thurms knew an architectural opportunity 
when they saw one. 

To them, the oddly proportioned master 
suite wasted space. Granted, it had large 
closets and a spacious dressing area, but 
the bath was small and inefficient. With 
the help of an architect, Robert Emil Mari- 
10, the space was rearranged so it would 


include two bedrooms—each with a closet. 
The bath was moved, and scaled down by 
a few feet. Its modest dimensions were 
what made this interior expansion possible. 


One of the first considerations was the 


tub. Instead of a traditional model, they 
opted for one that’s twice the depth of a 
conventional tub, but requires only a 3-by- 
4-foot floor space. 

Despite its compact size, the Thurms’ 
new bath is amazingly uncluttered. Light- 
ing is recessed. The door is only 24 inches 
wide, but it seems wider, and the room 
lighter, because of a four-foot-tall glass 
panel alongside. 

Small didn’t mean plain. High-quality 
materials were used to great advantage, 
but at a reasonable cost. Mahogany trim 
highlights the room’s geometry, outlining 
the mirror, doorway, window, shower re- 
ceptacle, even the paper dispenser. And 
the shower enclosure is marble tile.

The bottom line? In a 
4-by-7-foot room it’s 
possible to have the 
luxury of a full bath— 
handsome and rich in 
important details. The 
Thurms’ new bath 
serves their needs better 
than their old one. 

Every renovation is 
different. Maybe yours 
requires shoe-horning a 
bath into a space where 
none ever existed. Archi- 
tects and homeowners 
alike are devising space-saving 
strategies for squeezing essen- 
tial elements into ever smaller 
and more unlikely spots. 


Where to Tuck the Bath? 
You're already cramped, you 
say. There’s no possibility of 
adding another bath. Look 
again, we say. And keep these 
ideas in mind: 

e Think “empty.” Is there at- 
tic, closet, bedroom or other 
unused or adaptable space go- 
ing begging? More than any other type of 
room, a bath puts awkward space to good 
and efficient use. 

e Compromise. Will a half-bath meet your 
needs? Traditionally, half-baths are located 
near a home’s public areas, and full baths 
are likely to be in private areas. But excep- 
tions are possible. 

e “Steal” space. Take a lesson from the 
Thurms. Transform existing space into a 
more economical layout. A few square feet 
might prove all the room you need. 

© Double up. Does an existing bath squan- 
der space? Perhaps a new layout with 
more-compact fixtures (a wall-hung sink, 
for example, or smaller-size toilet) would

permit an adjacent second bath in little 
more than the current bath space. 

e Add down. Is the basement worth consid- 
ering? Even if the new bath is below grade, 
reasonably priced pumps can make base- 
ment plumbing practical. 

© Compartmentalize. Get some of the pri- 
vacy and convenience of two baths by cre- 
ating one room with separate spaces—and 
doors—one compartment for tub and 
shower, the other for toilet and sink. 
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YOUR PLANNING LIST 

The wet-wall lineup. The traditional, 
and often most economical, bath layout 
involves a linear lineup of fixtures along 
the so-called wet wall. 

Ponder the plumbing. Nearly any ar- 
rangement of fixtures will work, but 
keep in mind that changing existing wet 
walls or adding new risers can make a 
bath renovation expensive. On the other 
hand, stacking a new bath above an 
existing one will cut costs dramatically. 
Code concerns. Building codes deter- 
mine many aspects of bath layout. 
Among key considerations—for com- 
pliance and for comfort—are minimum 
clearances between fixtures and from 
fixtures to walls. For example, the dis- 
tance from the center line of the toilet 
to the side wall must be at least 22 
inches; from the front of the toilet to 
the nearest wall, no less than 18 inches. 
Storage. In planning even the tiniest 
bathroom, allot some space for towels, 
cleaning products and other essentials. 








Consider the Options 
Solutions to extra-bath needs are many 
and varied. For example, a New Hamp- 
shire couple managed to convert storage 
space in their vintage Colonial into a hand- 
some, functional bath. They had planned 
to fit the bath into a closet, but realized it 
was too tiny. Their solution was to expand 
beyond the closet. At one end they appro- 
priated a 2-by-2-foot space from another 
closet, creating a niche for the toilet. At 
the opposite end they broke into space that 
had been sealed off in an eave. The result is 
an irregular L-shaped bath that’s just ec- 
centric enough to suit the odd angles and 
time-worn qualities of the rest of the house. 
There is a solution for your needs. Look 
carefully at your space. Measure, ponder 
and calculate. Then consult an architect or 
contractor. A simple answer to how to add 
an extra bath might already be there. @

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ow that country an- 
tiques are becoming prized and scarce, the look of 
country is getting costly. But the appeal of today’s 
country comfort comes from scale and color—not 
dollars—as New Jersey designer Barbara Ostrom 
proves. With about $13,000 and three empty rooms, 
she came up with this mix of wicker, painted repro- 
ductions and bold pattern. Here’s how it all adds up: 





® Rich, clear colors—teal, crimson and shades of 
green—take country beyond yesterday’s dark wood 
and furnishings. For the living room, Ostrom 
selected fabrics for their unexpected tones. 

@ In the 1800s, small looms turned out narrow rag 
runners, and if a large rug was needed, runners 
were stitched together. Ostrom revived the old 
technique to stretch her budget, using three 
standard 5-by-8-foot rugs instead of a large 
custom-made one. 

@ Nowadays, country style pulls from design 
traditions around the world. Here, this sculptural 
Swedish reproduction armchair mingles with all- 
American pieces. 

@ A few overscale accessories have more impact 
than lots of knickknacks: Note the big-style mirror 
propped on the mantel. Buying one this size would 
have used up a third of her budget, so Ostrom 
bought the glass and used stock crown molding for 
the frame. Then, she had the pale pine pickled. 

@ Clean and graphic, stripes unify a room. Here, 
Ostrom used three—in the rug, curtains and 
pillows—but varied color and scale. 

® For country’s new “finished” look, dressmaker 
details are part of the scene—the wing chair sports 
a full-length skirt. 

@ Painted furniture, so popular today, suits this 
country room. “The pieces have their own honest 
character,” says Ostrom.

Ostrom originally fell in love 
with one that was too expensive, so she 
kept looking until she found this classic— 
and affordable—design. The moral: Don’t 
give up your dream. 

@ Wicker came in off the front porch long 
ago. Even the Victorians furnished rooms 
with it. Ostrom selected natural-finish 
wicker to stand in for dining chairs. 

@ An architectural alternative to curtains, 
inexpensive matchstick blinds pick up the 
natural tone of the wicker chairs. 

e That pretty chintz cloth conceals a 
plywood table. The budget lesson: Don’t 
spend on furniture that’s covered up. 

® Furnishings with simple shapes are 
always smart investments. ““They are

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n a bare-bones 
budget, Boston-based designer Peter 
Wheeler gives a weekend home Scandina- 
vian cottage charm. To capture the Nordic 
country spirit without breaking the bank, 
Wheeler worked with the Swedish home 
furnishings retailer IKEA, known for its 
well-designed and affordable wares, and 
tapped his own ingenuity. In the living 
room, a robin’s-egg-blue ceiling, a checker- 
board fireplace and painted floor set the 
stage for Wheeler’s recipe of spare furnish- 
ings and found objects. His watchword: 
simplicity. Here are his high-style, money- 
saving strategies: 





@ Choose clean-lined furnishings. “‘Fussy 
pieces have to be very good; other- 

wise they look cheap,” he 

explains. ““Unadorned furnishings are 
also more versatile.” 

@ Keep window treatments simple too. 
Wheeler opted for dotted swiss swags 
from an IKEA kit that includes fabric 
and “omkrets” (special wall screws that 
fabric twists around). 

@ Use accents sparingly, so each piece 
stands out—check out the iron rosettes 
and birdhouses here. On the plain coffee 
table, they look like sculpture. 

® Rather than investing in rugs and 
artwork, paint the floor and ceiling to 
add color and pattern, suggests Wheeler. 
Many decorative paint treatments (such 
as this feathered one) are easy to do.

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eter Wheeler 
is a firm believer in the beauty of found 
objects. ““There’s something beautiful ev- 
erywhere,” he says. He loves to take the 
ordinary and the everyday and turn them 
into art. The wooden cone on the buffet is 
a perfect example. Although it looks like 
sculpture, Wheeler in fact picked it up 
from a construction site. He offers this 
additional decorating advice: 


@ Make furniture work overtime. In this 
room, low-hung bookshelves provide both 
dining area storage and a serving buffet. 

@ Look for furnishings, such as these by 
IKEA, that you can put together 
yourself. They tend to be much more 
affordable, and assembly is generally quite 
easy and quick. 

® Remember, inexpensive does not 
necessarily mean cheap. This candelabra 
is a prime example of good looks at a 
great price—it’s graceful and charming, 
yet costs a mere $43. 

® To add character to a plain room, focus 
on texture. Wheeler uses rustic baskets, 
the roughhewn cone, wooden frames and 
an old clock to inject warmth and interest 
into the room, and to offer contrast to the 
white furnishings. >

efore Angela and Marco Macca- 
pani moved into Villa Eva, their 
house outside Milan, four years 
ago, they added a story, put on 
a new roof, installed countless 
windows and rearranged the in- 
terior. Then they covered all the 
walls, inside and out, with what 
Angela calls ‘“tpale beigey-gray”’ 
stucco—which is about the only thing beige or gray 
about the Maccapanis’ home. 

Angela Maccapani is the youngest daughter of Otta- 
vio and Rosita Missoni, who shot knitwear into high- 
fashion orbit two decades ago with their rule-bending, 
punchy-colored, pattern-on-pattern designs. No sur- 
prise, then, that the Maccapani house fairly pops with 
color and pattern, or that it’s put together with cheerful 
disregard for conventional wisdom. There’s not a hint 
of coordinated color, not a thread of companion fabric.

ngela Mac- 
capant’s 
house has 
more of a

That sort of spontaneity pro- 
duces its dramatic moments, 
such as when sculptor Dan 
Friedman’s large screen ar- 
rived.

of ceramics. “All my heirlooms brought back to 
life,”’ she says. 

“TY devoted the project to Valerie and her 
creativity,” says Paul. ‘I wanted to show how 
real style comes from our idiosyncrasies and the 
things we like.’’ This idea is at the root of all 
Leonard’s work, so each scheme takes on a 
different “character.” 

Valerie is a toy maker and illustrator from 
England, where interior design is more a matter 
of practical ingenuity than rules about style. 
This, and the 1920s prefab rooms at Music 
Mountain, encouraged Paul’s eclectic leanings. 
“In the twenties and thirties,” he says, “‘things 
were functional and economical. But making do 
can be fun.” For example, since it was hard to 
get to a paint store, Leonard ended up mixing 
ali his own shades from a few primary colors 
and leftovers from other projects. 

His advice for designing a “room of your 
own,” a comfortable, welcoming space that’s 
filled with the pieces you love and that speaks 
for your style? “Start with the biggest ele- 
ments,”’ says Leonard, “‘and do something per- 
sonal with them. Then add furnishings with 
strong lines, quirky details, patterns that appeal 
to you. You don’t have to spend much—you 
can use what you already have. But edit.” >

china and artist’s tools. Above the ledge, and in the 
sitting area at the other end of the L, subtle wallpaper 
patterns pick up the garden theme.

Leonard chose 
openwork wicker and wrought-iron pieces to keep the 
space light and airy. An odd assortment of English 
and Irish pine tables work for potting plants and 
painting. The fabrics—in maroon, celadon, ochers, 
pinks and browns—look as if they might have been 
left over from a grander scheme. 

But it’s really the details—the artist’s drawing 
board, a box made of antique postcards hanging from 
the mantel—that give this room its personality. With 
a fire in the hearth and a Schubert quartet on the 
radio, visitors to Leonard’s studio felt they were wel-

A new Rhode Island home plays on tradition 
with a big back porch and a storybook tower 
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‘Some spaces soar 
and some are for snuggling. 
We can sleep eight 


or enjoy our house alone” 


n designing this new house at the edge of a turn- 
of-the-century colony on the east coast of Rhode 
Island, architect Oliver Cope drew upon his long 
experience of the area. Cope was still in his 20s 
when he took on this commission. A deep, neigh- 
borly friendship and a shared understanding of 
the community’s architectural roots gave both 
clients and architect a fast start. They agreed that 
the house should satisfy present needs as well as 
provide the comforts, pleasures and practicalities that would 
serve generations to come. They agreed on a wood shingle 
house. Says Cope, laughing and wincing at the same time, “I 
have shingles in my blood.” Playfully, he adapted the 
towers, arches and gatehouses of New England’s century-old 
Shingle Style. The idea was to spend money on detailing and 
bold massing instead of on special refinements like custom 
windows and doors (except for that arched balcony door). 

Cope, though a fledgling, had strong convictions. “A big 
problem with most small-town and suburban houses,” he 
says, “is that no one uses the front door. I am all for back- 
door informality, but the ideal front door can be friendly, 
too, as well as important.” 

After pondering such problems as a busy highway border- 
ing the property and the clients’ requests for a garage and 
‘oat storage, Cope came up with a ceremonial entrance in- 

' by old-time estate gatehouses. He placed twin garages 


before “he house, linked together by a broken arch that 
frames the front door and the symmetrical facade (see inset, 
previous Sage). A small courtyard lies between. The entry, at 


the top of five broad steps, is sheltered by a rounded balco- 
ny. Warmed and welcomed, everyone comes in this door to a 
celebration of domesticity. 
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FIRST FLOOR 


Once inside the center hail (above left), 

you are drawn past the stairway to a two-story 
housewide living-dining room punctuated 

by a fireplace. Symmetry is a key element 

of the plan (above), with the important 
exception of the tower, which “provides the 
tension,” says Cope. “The tower makes 

the house visually richer, cools the interior 
and is great fun to be in.” Right: The 

living room is two steps below the main floor. 
Cope wanted to keep this room close to 

grade to relate it to the outdoors, and felt 

the indoor balcony required the drop. Daylight 
pours in from four directions, with the 

help of the open balcony. In fair weather the 
back porch extends this social space.

The octagonal tower room is a 

favorite place for drinks before dinner. “We 

use it as a porch in summer,” the owner says. 

“‘With screened windows on seven sides, it’s 

always cool up here. This tower functions as a 

chimney, pulling hot air out of the house, so 

we don’t need air conditioning.” The view 

extends 15 miles and includes treetops, fields, 

and Narragansett Bay a quarter-mile away. 

Oliver Cope’s discovery of the water view, 
from a treetop, sparked the idea for a tower. 

The second floor’s four smallish rooms 

could all work as bedrooms, but now one is a 

guest room, one is a daughter’s room, and two 

are his-and-her studies. Add to this the big 

back porch and second-floor balcony, and it’s 

clear why this house will shelter many genera-

Twelve raised beds are enclosed 
by stacked logs nailed at the cor- 
ners to form 4-1/2-by-12-foot rect- 
angles. The logs, preserved with 
nontoxic copper naphthenate, also 
serve as benches. ‘‘The beds are so 
narrow you can sit on a ‘bench’ 





A brick path in a herringbone 
pattern leads to a garden 
gate (above) topped by an arch 
of ‘Blaze’ climbing roses. 
(Hedge roses outside the fence 
are ‘The Fairy.’) Once past 
the gate you enter the circular 
herb garden (above right and in 
plan, opposite), whose design 
is drawn in antique bricks. Four 
wedgelike plantings are 
packed with herbs and edible 
flowers. Flowers are an important 
“crop” in this total garden, 
and none are more spectacular 
than the 12-foot-tall ‘Mammoth’ 
sunflowers (right). The bench 
(far right) makes an ideal spot 
for relaxing outdoors or for 
setting down a basket of 
garden bounty.

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With the addition of herbs and 


flowers, this vegetable garden 


is deliciously pretty 


and reach the center without step- 
ping inside—which would com- 
pact the soil,”’ Bales explains. 

The native soil in her garden is 
pure clay, guaranteeing poor 
drainage. That’s why the design is 
so effective—with raised beds you 
can control the planting medium. 
Here, fresh topsoil was mixed 50- 
50 with humus (peat moss and leaf 
mold). Ground limestone was add- 
ed according to package directions, 
and each year a granulated 17-23-6 
fertilizer has been applied. 

To keep moisture in and weeds 
out, some beds are mulched with 
black plastic film covered with a 
cosmetic layer of salt marsh hay. 
This year Suzie Bales and her asso- 
ciate, Martha Kraska, tried Mir- 
acle Mulch, a new porous plastic 
and a great improvement. 

Bales also experimented with 
her plant choices. Last summer a 
new preselected collection of spe- 
cial vegetables was sown in two 
beds, and new tomato varieties 
were tested. ‘Long Keeper’ and 
‘Basket King’ joined the roster of 
family favorites: ‘Big Girl,’ ‘Big 
Boy,’ ‘Roma,’ the miniature ‘Gar- 
dener’s Delight’ and ‘Yellow Pear.’ 

Some spaces in the Bales garden 
are planted twice. Cool-season sal- 


ad greens are sown in early spring 
for early summer harvest, then 
sown again in late summer for the 
autumn table. Perennials are start- 
ed in two beds and transplanted to 
other parts of the property. And 
annual flowers are sown in this 
“nursery” area, to be placed in 
borders the next year. 

The herb garden is a circle, 
more than 19 feet across, that’s 
defined by a border of antique 
bricks. Bricks also make up the 
path that quarters the planting 
area. In its center is a smaller cir- 
cle with an ever-blooming rose un- 
derplanted with lavender. ‘‘We 
chose ‘Simplicity’ because it’s resi- 
sitant to diseases and insects,” says 
Bales. ‘‘It doesn’t need spraying, so 
we can be sure there are no chem1- 
cals on any herb we use.”’ 

Imagine the thrill of having such 
an enormous volume—and _vari- 
ety—of fresh vegetables and cut 
flowers all in one spot. Imagine, 
too, the satisfaction to be gained 
when your passion becomes your 
occupation. Last year, Suzie Bales, 
consummate gardener and mother 
of four, became a director of W.

Serve with corn muf- 
fins and a chilled Pinot Grigio, then 
offer fresh fruit and Italian cheese— 
such as basil torta or sweet Gorgon- 
zola—for dessert. 


2 Choose tender young green beans 
(use imported haricots verts, if avail- 
able) for this crunchy salad. Pine 
nuts add toasty richness. Or, substi- 
tute walnuts. Onions and red-wine 
vinaigrette add zip. Serve as a starter 
or side dish for almost any meal. It’s 
also great for picnics. 





3 Instead of the predictable fresh 
salmon, try gravlax (sugar-and-salt- 
cured salmon) for this cool, creamy 
mousse. Serve with dill mayonnaise. 
Pureed fresh watercress or parsley 
can be substituted for the dill. Serve 
with an off-dry German Riesling. 


4 Hearty black bean and macaroni 
soup gets you through the season’s 
last chilly days. (Make an extra 
batch and freeze for fall.) Sprinkle 
with minced parsley and scallions, 
then serve with Italian peasant 
bread or focaccia and a fruity, full- 
flavored red wine, such as a Barbera 
or Zinfandel. 


5 For a change of pace, serve crab 
cakes as an appetizer. Tangy-sweet 
peach salsa, instead of coleslaw or 
cocktail sauce, is an unexpected ac- 
companiment. 


6 Fresh, sweet corn-off-the-cob sim- 
mered in cream has the added punch 
of smoky prosciutto. You can also 
use domestic country ham—such as 
Smithfield. Serve this warm side 
dish with hamburgers, grilled chick- 
en or fish. 


7 Offer crisp hazelnut meringue 
cookies with fresh fruits of the sea- 
son, any time of the year. (Always 


store meringues in an airtight con- 
tainer, since humid weather can 
make them sticky.) 


8 Cold, zesty grapefruit mousse 

with crushed raspberries is particu- 

larly refreshing in warmer weather. 

Try blackberries or strawberries, if 

you like. Serve with crisp cookies 

and iced espresso or a dessert wine, 

such as Beaumes de Venise or Es- 

sensia, a California wine made from 
orange muscat grapes.

PRIME TIME 
FOR PERPERS 


Cooked, peeled peppers—both sweet and 
hot—have always been a staple in Mediter- 
ranean and Southwestern kitchens and 
have recently become a favorite with inno- 
vative chefs across the country. Cooking 
peppers brings out their sweetness, and 
makes them silky, supple and prime for 
pureeing. Unlike the classic technique for 
peeling peppers (charring them over a gas 
flame or under a hot broiler until the skins 
have blackened and can be slipped off easi- 
ly), the microwave method leaves no 
charred flavor. And it’s easier, too. 





“ROASTED”? GREEN CHILIES _ 
1/2 pound fresh Anaheim chilies, washed 
1 tablespoon vegetable oil 

(J) Rub chilies with vegetable oil. Pierce 
both sides with a sharp knife. Place the 
pointed ends of the peppers toward the 
center of a 10-inch microproof pie plate. 
Cover with a paper towel and microcook 
on high 4 minutes. 
(J Turn chilies and cover again. Rotate 
dish 1/2 turn and microcook on high 4 to 
6 minutes more, or until chilies are tender 
and slightly wrinkled, and the skin begins 
to separate from the pepper or blister 
around the stem.

Miniature ceramic houses 
are popular collectibles to- 
day. In the early 19th cen- 
tury, the small houses were 
not only decorative but 


useful, too. Some were 
candlesticks, banks or 
holders for the paper 


twists used to light fires, 
but most were pastille 
burners. In those days, 
homes were filled with 
odors. Garbage was 
dumped in the yard; food 
storage was limited, so meat often spoiled; and animals lived near 
the house. Perfumes were used to cover the unpleasant smells. 
Pastilles were small cones of compressed herbs. They were put 
inside the ceramic house and ignited, and the sweet-smelling smoke 
drifted out of the chimney and windows. More than 20 English 
factories made this type of burner from 1810 to 1820, including im- 
portant potteries like Minton, Coalport and Spode. Unmarked 
examples are often called “Rockingham type,” although they were 
probably not made by the Rockingham factory. A cottage from 
about 1810 is worth $250 to $600. 


|] Tell me about my chest. What is it worth? It is made of green 
painted wood and stands 36 inches tall. —R.S., Portland, Maine 


Small wooden chests of drawers 
like yours were the popular form 
of spice container in the 1820s. 
In the days before refrigerators 
and freezers, fresh produce was 
available only during the growing 
season. The rest of the year, peo- 
ple had basically home-canned 
foods, root vegetables and 
smoked meat to choose from. To 
make this food palatable, it was 
necessary to use many. types of 
spices. Most of these were im- 
ported, hard to obtain and per- 
ishable. Spices such as cloves, 
ginger, mace, pepper and nutmeg were kept in small, dry, tightly 
sealed boxes or drawers. The spices were stored whole and ground 
Just before being used. A commercial wall-hung spice chest is pic- 
tured in the 1895 Montgomery Ward catalog. Your spice chest 
probably dates from the last quarter of the 19th century. It’s worth 
about $750. 
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_] Is there any way to determine the age of my full-size quilt? The 
flowers are red; the leaves, dull green. A friend gave it to me 
recently but knew only that it was “‘old.” —S.C., Decatur, Il. 


Dating a quilt usually takes a 
series of educated guesses. But 
there are some good clues to go 
on. In the 18th century, a quilt 
usually had a large treelike de- 
sign that was symmetrical from 
the base up, and there was al- 
most no border. By the 19th 
century, many quilts were de- 
signed in units, and borders 
were added. Flower-pattern 
quilts like yours were in style 
about 1850. Yours has only 
nine blocks; later examples would have twice that many. Examine 
the material, thread and batting, too. In the 1930s there was a re- 
newed interest in quilt making, and some of the old patterns were 
repeated, with modern fabrics. To verify the age, consult an ap- 
praiser. If your quilt does date from 1850, it is worth about $1,500.

GREAT DESIGN AT RETAIL 

58 English Country, Made for Today 
Prince of Chintz Mario Buatta designs his sumptuous style 
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IN THE VILLAGES ALONG THE WAY, RUSSIAN FARMERS WERE STILL 
USING HORSE-DRAWN CARTS. IT WAS A LOOK BACK IN TIME 


Last August, Executive Editor Margaret 
Kennedy made a timely trip to the Soviet 
Union to capture the look of 19th-century 
Russian country homes. Here, Peggy shares 
some behind-the-scenes tales.

hen I was in school in the 

sixties, the only article I ever 

clipped from Time magazine 

was a photographic feature on 
the wooden domed churches of Russia. I 
was enchanted. 

Those churches remained tucked in the 
back of my mind until 1987, when Proctor 
Jones’s book Classic Russian Idylls rekin- 
dled my earlier fascination. By then, 
House Beautiful was well into our series on 
International Country style. Were there 
Russian houses like those churches? 

To find out, I called anyone who knew 
anything about Russia and spent Saturdays 
in Russian bookshops. I would buy a book 
for one photograph, then hire students of 
Russian to tell me what I was looking at. 





My greatest find was a book on three 
houses relating to the poet Alexander 
Pushkin—they were wonderful and just 
what I was hoping for. 

Unwittingly, I had discovered the key to 
my trip and the secret to official approval 
and cooperation: Pushkin. Every Russian 
loves Pushkin. His poetry beautifully sim- 
plified the Russian language. That he was 
killed at 37 in a duel over his beautiful 
young wife only adds to the romance that 
surrounds him. 

Most of the Pushkin homes we photo- 
graphed were restorations. The original 
structures had been destroyed during the 
World Wars and painstakingly rebuilt. Be- 
ginning in the 1960s; the U.S.S.R.’s leading 
restoration expert was taken from the Her- 
mitage and given the task of re-creatingthe 
houses as they were in Pushkin’s time, the 
early 1800s. 

We were a crew of six. Photographer 
John Vaughan had always been fascinated 
with the U.S.S.R., thanks to a Russian 
scholar aunt. Writer Peter Dragadze traces 
his Russian ancestry to 15th-century Geor- 
gia. Peter’s wife, Dasha, who came to help 
translate, was born in Russia and speaks a 
beautiful, classic form of Russian now rare 
in the U.S.S.R. When we met a distin- 
guished poet, the moment Dasha opened 
her mouth he whisked her away just to 
hear her speak. 

Our architectural scholar was Bill 
Brumfield, author of Gold in Azure, an 
impressive survey of Russian architecture. 
Alexander Grigoriev (shown here with me) 
was our Russian team member, assigned to 
us by Novosti, the Soviet press service. 
Normally Alexander is a political reporter, 
so I’m not sure how he got mixed up with 
us, but we were grateful for his help. 

And finally, me. At last, I had the 
chance to see those wooden churches, and, 
what’s more, give our readers a view of 
Russian houses never before seen in the 
U.S. As organizer of the trip, I felt respon- 
sible for keeping everyone happy. I became 
adept at slicing bread on the back of a Fris- 
bee on a bumpy bus to make cucumber- 
and-peanut-butter sandwiches for 
breakfast en route. (In the U.S.S.R., there 


is no breakfast before 8 A.M. If we had ti 
leave early, we were on our own. Trust me, 
cute little cafés just don’t exist!) 

We went in August to have long hours 
of daylight for photography and because I 
wanted blooming gardens in front of the 
houses. For our ventures into the country- 
side, we originally hired a van with driver, 
but instead got a big red bus with two 
drivers! In the tiny villages along the way, 
farmers were still using horse-drawn carts. 
It was a look back in time. With their gray 
coats and pants and high black boots, they 
could have stepped right out of a 19th-cen- 
tury Romantic painting. 

When I planned the itinerary, I had a 
pretty good idea from photographs of what 
we would find. But did take a few risks. I 
had heard that one house, Dacha Kitaev 
(page 52), was newly restored, so I put it 
on our schedule without a hint of how it 
looked. When we drove to Pushkintown 
and passed a charming yellow house, I 
yelled, ““That’s got to be it!” It was and it 
was perfect—light-colored rooms with 
neoclassical furnishings. I could have 
moved right in. 

People were wonderful to us. Angelina 
Minnina, a leading Pushkin scholar, 
opened countless doors. The director of 
museums in Russia, Liliana Donskih, gave 
us dinner at her country house, which was 
near a museum farm. Liliana joked about 
milking the cows between meeting with 
foreign delegations. I ended up inviting 
everyone at the table to visit me in New 
York—just not all at once! 

When I was back in Moscow about to 
fly home to New York, I called the Dra- 
gadzes who had stayed on at a hotel I'd left 
a week earlier. When I told the woman 
who answered the phone that it was Mrs. 
Kennedy calling, she said, “Oh, Mrs. Ken- 
nedy, we will never forget you!’ I feel 
exactly the same.

WHITE-BOX ROOMS TAKE ON INSTANT CHARACTER WITH L.A. DESIGNER 
VAN-MARTIN ROWE’S HIGH-RISK COLORS AND HIGH-WIRE MIX

an - Martin 
Rowe _ sees 
rainbows 
where oth- 
ers see only gray. Re- 
fusing to play it safe, 
this Los Angeles de- 
signer splashes on ex-

Having become one 
of the city’s most 
talked about talents in four 
short years, Rowe wields color 
and pattern with as much au- 
thority as audacity.

imaginatively used—can trans- 

form a room or a house, rather than pro- 
vide mere accent.

that’s obvious from his own appearance. 
The designer is likely to show up wearing a 
mango shirt paired with a purple tie—an 
eye-popping combination that’s strangely 
right when you see it. But that color-con- 
scious eye is hardly surprising, given his 
background. Until six years ago, Rowe, 40, 
was a top sportswear designer. His relaxed 
men’s and women’s clothes were among 
the first to offer California insouciance to a 


country trapped in 
dressing for success. By 
1979, Rowe’s ‘‘Van- 
Martin” collection of 
“Weekend Wear’’ 
hung in such stores as 
Saks Fifth Avenue, 
Neiman Marcus and 
Bloomingdale’s. 

By 1983, however, 
Rowe had tired of the 
vagaries of the fashion 
world—of designing 
600 outfits a year, of 
trying to dress a client 
he never saw, and of 
being at the mercy of 
constantly ‘“‘emerg- 
ing” trends. He traded in his 
pin cushion for a T square and 
switched to interior design. 

Like celebrity designers 
Ralph Lauren and Norma Ka- 
mali, both of whom have trans- 
lated their looks from hanger to 
hearth, Rowe’s interior style re- 
flects his fashion image—re- 
laxed, functional and very 
livable. “I use color now in 
much the same way I used it 
then—to create moods and illu- 
sions,” he says. In fact, Rowe 
draws many parallels between 
decorating rooms and designing 
clothes. ‘Fashion was the best 
training ground I could imag- 
ine,” he says. “I put together hundreds of 
outfits a year, so I had to experiment con- 
stantly with color, fabric and texture.” 

Nowadays, intense color remains at the 
heart of his work, but Rowe never employs 
it the same way twice. ““That’s one reason 
why I’m now designing houses and inte- 
riors,”’ he notes. ‘‘I never have to repeat 
the same look.”

Waking up the White Box 

Rowe’s favorite challenge is taking on a 
white-box room and giving it architectural 
oomph with strategically placed strokes of 
color. “I like to use powerful colors to 
create ‘architecture’ that overrides reali- 
ty,” he explains. In 1984, he put this tech- 
nique into practice with his first decorating 
project—an ordinary southern California 
bungalow that belonged to friends. “They 
were definitely house poor and style rich,” 
remembers Rowe. “They wanted a look 
but couldn’t afford more than a few cans of 
paint.”” To deliver the drama with an af- 
fordable price tag, Rowe chose glossy 
enamel paint in high-energy colors that 
highlighted the house’s few structural fea- 
tures—arches and moldings. That home 
made the pages of design magazines, and 
Rowe’s design career was launched. 

Three years later, Rowe expanded on his 
“color as architecture’? technique to re- 
make his own dull, low-ceilinged apart- 
ment. In the sitting room, coral walls 
stenciled with lime-green roses and weath- 
ered with a coat of soft white milk paint 
provide both excitement and a sense of age. 
An ordinary ceiling appears vaulted now 
that it’s painted dark blue-green with bor- 
ders of marigold (stenciled with lilac tea 
roses) and a wide stripe of white. A cuff of 
white is painted on the floor and about 
eight inches up the wall, around the perim- 
eter of the room. ‘“‘When the white collides 
with the coral,” he says, “it makes the 
walls seem taller, and the ceiling higher.” 

Even when he’s highlighting furnishings 
or collectibles, Rowe uses a vibrant palette. 
For a client who paints tables and chairs as 
a hobby, Rowe painted the living room 
white to showcase her pieces. Then, to 
complement the whimsy of her work, he 
accented the kitchen with white and cobalt 
blue tile. Using the same principle, he 
might also replace clear panes with stained 
glass to accentuate a well-placed window 
in an otherwise neutral room. 


Furniture With Flair 
When fabrics are the color source, Rowe 
approaches upholstery and draperies like 
clothing. He assesses the shape of the fur- 
niture or window and decides how it 
should be “‘dressed.’’ He might use a dozen 
fabrics on a single chair, playing pattern 
and texture off one another. If the seat is 
covered in one fabric, the back and arms 
may be in two others, piped with yet an- 
other, and skirted in another still.

“T’ve used as many as a dozen fabrics on 
a single chair,” says Rowe. “It’s the same as 
using color—it just takes experimentation.” 


A Walk on the Timeless Side 

When Rowe says he doesn’t “believe in 
trendy,”’ he means it. He won’t use a par- 
ticular color just because it’s “in.” Instead, 
he relies on classic, strong shades—anoth- 
er fashion lesson. “If you study haute cou- 
ture, you see that designers almost always 
use strong statement colors,” he notes. 
“Red, emerald, royal blue, purple, brown, 
black, white—that’s what I try to use ina 
room, so it won’t look trendy.” 

Rowe cites the White House as a good 
example of classic color at work. ““There’s 
a reason the public quarters are known as 
the Red Room and the Blue Room,” he 
says. “‘Those are the rooms that need im- 
pact, and traditional colors achieve it. 
These rooms are obviously timeless.” 

Rowe’s belief in timeless design doesn’t 
mean predictable rooms. When a home- 
owner requests a certain currently fashion- 
able style, like Southwestern, he still avoids 
trendiness. “If they want a Santa Fe look,” 
he says, “I find a way to make it timeless— 
by adding an unpredictable twist.’ He’ll 
translate the colors of the Southwest into 
functional art: a Navajo “rug” made of tile 
inset into a dining room’s bird’s-eye maple 
floor, a banquette sofa tossed with hand- 
painted Zia-patterned pillows, a natural 
wood mantel stained to reflect a New Mex- 
ican sunset. 


Slow-Motion Decorating 
Color, fabrics, details—these choices all 
help a home reflect the people who live 
there, according to Van-Martin Rowe. But 
it’s not a process that can happen over- 
night. He encourages his clients to design 
their homes the way they build their ward- 
robes—slowly, with items they'll treasure 
for years. “The design process gives the cli- 
ent and the designer time to adjust to each 
other,”’ he says, “‘and to the space. I make 
sure that, no matter what, the room looks 
good empty. That way, you can furnish 
gradually, and no one feels the desperation 
of a room not being done.” 

Van-Martin Rowe practices what he 
preaches. His rooms are as intriguing “un- 
dressed” as they are ‘‘dressed.”

he first time I worried about what 
color to paint a house was 30 
years ago. I wanted to paint 
Thornhill beige. But in those days 
beige wasn’t on the wanted lists, the color 
charts. Tan, yes, but it looked lackluster 
and institutional. No fun at all. 

Still, I was determined because I knew 
beige would blend with the fieldstone wing 
of our house. The painter wasn’t con- 
vinced. As we mixed the paint, he kept 
saying, “It looks pink!” I remember hating 
him and his schemes for trying to make me 
change my color. 

Somehow we came up with the right 
formula, and Thornhill has been the same 
ever since. And now beige is on the charts, 
sometimes labeled ‘‘Sand,’’ sometimes 
“Buckskin.”” Whatever the name, beige is 
here to stay—especially at Thornhill. 

Finding a color for our new summer 
house in Vermont was simple. White. 
Good old New England white, with double 
front doors of dark green. It was almost 
automatic when we looked at the site last 
summer. All around were platoons of 
trees, leafy canopies of green. We imagined 
a white house nestled in a wreath. 

Ha, it was so simple that it took me 
months to realize that if the entire house 
was white, the trim wouldn’t show up. And 
since this would be a house without shut- 
ters, the trim—especially on the semicircu- 
lar window above the front doors—would 


fold like egg whites into the white cake. 
Then I thought about gray, and Tom 

agreed. We would have a gray house with 

white trim. When we next went to Ver- 


mont, we looked at grays. We even had two 





stains painted on clapboard to see what 
they would rea//y become. A swatch on a 
chart is too small for a big decision. And 
Gray Birch won over Woodsmoke Gray. 

Hmmm, everything settled. Then by 
chance, a few days later in Maryland, I 
was on an old road that was new to me. 
Suddenly I saw a house that spoke to me, 
practically held out its wings to embrace 
me—one-storied, white trim, the color of a 
country mouse. Gray, yes, but with a cer- 
tain hue of brown. In my fashion copywrit- 
ing days we called it “taupe.” 

The next day Tom and I boldly knocked 
at the door. Mrs. Greenawalt, the owner, 
must have thought we were selling reli- 
gious tracts. But we quickly told our story, 
and her son brought us an empty can of 
paint: 157 Dove. At last we had found our 
color! Seeing an entire house painted, a 
house we loved, was the answer. We knew 
what our house would look like. 

Or did we? When I wrote to Charlie, our 
builder, and Tom, the designer, about the 
change, I suddenly felt I was having false 
labor pains. First we had wanted white, 
then gray, now another color. How could I 
be so indecisive? But then, quite simply, we 
had never built a house before. 

Desperate, I called Minnie Watriss. Not 
only a dear old friend across the road, she 
is also an interior decorator. And I needed 
help. She rushed over and immediately 
picked the last color in our parade, the 
taupe.

Once a sheep ranch, the facility has 11 
weathered buildings, some dating from the 
late 1800s.

Unlike most schools, this one sometimes 
draws whole families. Nonartists find plen- 
ty to do in the area, and children can enroll 
in special workshops. The details: Ander- 
son Ranch Arts Center, PO Box 5598, 
Snowmass Village, CO 81615; 303-923- 
3181. Tuition: $150 to $475 per workshop 
for adults; $60 to $105 for children. 


Studios in an Oregon Orchard 

Fly into Portland, on Alaska Airlines, per- 
haps, on a day when the “mountains are 
out”’ (as the locals say) and you’ll see why 
this place makes for passionate fans. Just 
10 minutes from downtown Portland, the 
campus of the Oregon School of Arts and 
Crafts is a hamlet of low, tin-roofed stu- 
dios snuggled in an orchard of filbert, ap- 
ple and pear trees. Huge windows in each 
studio provide views of pine-covered hills 
and distant mountains. 

During the regular school year, OSAC 
offers a three-year certificate program, but 
in summer the studios are turned over to 
workshops offered by visiting artists. This 
summer 19 two-day to two-week work- 
shops will include Oriental papermaking, 
tapestry weaving, marquetry, veneering 
and inlay woodworking. 

There’s no on-site housing (so you can’t 
get the full summer-camp experience here), 
but the 20 or so out-of-town summer stu- 
dents arrange accommodations with near- 
by residents. Students find fellowship in 
the school’s Centrum building, with its li- 
brary, gallery, gift shop and Hands-On 
Cafe. The details: Oregon School of Arts 
and Crafts, 8245 S.W. Barnes Rd., Port- 
land, OR 97225; 503-297-5544. Tuition: 
$80 to $260 per workshop. 


Weaving in the Tennessee Woods 

To get to the Arrowmont School of Arts 
and Crafts, you drive down the main drag 
of Gatlinburg, Tenn., in enough heavy 
summer tourist traffic and past so many 
fast food places that you just may think 
you’ve mate a grave mistake. But never 
fear. Turn u:‘o the school grounds and 
you'll find a /OQ-acre wooded oasis, sur- 
rounded by the Great Smoky Mountains. 
The campus 1s self-contained, which means 
you can stay a week or more without ever 


“hitting the strip,” as the locals say. 

Once known mainly for its weaving 
classes, Arrowmont has broadened to in- 
clude papermaking, woodturning, basket- 
ry, quilt design, pottery making and screen 
printing. From June through August 700 
students take their pick of nearly 80 one- 
week and 16 two-week workshops. 

On-campus housing is in cottages and a 
spiffed-up red barn. The details: Arrow- 
mont School of Arts and Crafts, PO Box 
567, Gatlinburg, TN 37738; 615-436-5860. 
Tuition: $150 a week. 


Rustic Retreat in the Blue Ridge 

The mood at the Penland School, in North 
Carolina, is serious and intense. The 
sounds are of artists at work—the clang, 
clang, clang from the blacksmith’s shop 
and the dull slapping of hands on clay. 
Penland’s reputation for high-quality in- 
struction in a retreatlike environment— 
450 acres in the Blue Ridge Mountains, 65 
miles from Asheville—has kept disciples 
coming for 60 years. This summer’s stu- 
dents—about 160 at a time—will choose 
from 120 workshops, including many in 
clay, fiber arts, hot and cold glass, wood 
and metal. 

Studios are open round-the-clock during 
one-, two- and three-week sessions, and 
students are welcome to work whenever 
they wish and to drop in on other studios 
for inspiration and stimulation. The on-site 
accommodations are rustic (not much 
more than a bed and a place to wash up), 
but wholesome, delicious meals are served 
in ‘“‘The Pine.’? The details: Penland 
School, Penland, NC 28765-0037; 704-765- 
2359. Tuition: $195 to $610 per workshop. 


A Crafts Takeover on the Delaware River 
In the 60s, the Army Corps of Engineers 
cleared out the population from a 19th- 
century town in Northwest New Jersey to 
make way for a major new dam. The dam 
never happened, but the instant ghost 
town—complete with general store, post 
office, fire house, church, cemetery, the 
whole shebang—became, in 1970, the Pe- 
ters Valley Crafts Center. The school’s six 
studios are in farmhouses, barns and a 
Greek Revival house. 

Located in the Kittatinny Mountains on 
the Delaware River (with scenery that 
makes first-timers say, “I can’t believe this 
is New Jersey’’), the center is a year-round 
residential crafts community. Summer ses- 
sions are one to seven days with two longer 
courses in ceramics—a special attraction 
because of the large Japanese-style wood- 
fired Anagama kiln. This summer’s work- 
shops will include ceramic tile making, 


basketry and weaving, 18th-century wood- 
working techniques, Shaker oval box mak- 
ing and antique furniture conservation. 
Students, who live either in dormitory- 
style farmhouses or in close-by motels, of- 
ten bring their families, since the school 
welcomes non-participating visitors. The 
details: Peters Valley Crafts Center, Lay- 
ton, NJ 07851; 201-948-5200. Tuition: $55 
to $195, for one- to seven-day workshops; 
$575 for a 17-day ceramics workshop. 


Sojourn on the Maine Coast 

A visitor to this glorious, remote haven— 
Haystack Mountain School of Crafts— 
once said of getting here: “Forget easy 
access. Think ‘pilgrimage.’”’ And the pil- 
grimage part isn’t just that it takes so long 
to get to this remote Maine coast; it’s that 
once you’re here, you have a sense of being 
in a sacred, long-searched-for place. 

Designed by architect Edward Larrabee 
Barnes, the campus of this internationally 
respected crafts center is a grid of shingled, 
shed-roofed buildings floating on stilts 
amid thick glades of spruce trees. 

This summer’s program consists of five 
sessions of two- and three-week workshops 
in ceramics, weaving, basketmaking, 
woodworking, blacksmithing, glassblow- 
ing, printmaking and metalsmithing. 

Because of the school’s remoteness and 
the level of student involvement, it’s a seri- 
ous place. The application, for example, 
includes a short statement of intent. But 
long hours of work are mixed with evening 
sing-alongs, lectures and slide shows, and 
the food is top-notch. The details: Hay- 
stack Mountain School of Crafts, Deer 
Isle, ME 04627-0087; 207-348-2306. Tu- 
ition: $340 for a two-week session; $450 for 
three weeks. 


Four-Day Specials in the Berkshires 
Horizons, which sits on 5O acres in the 
foothills of the Massachusetts Berkshire 
Mountains, is where high school students 
learn craft arts in intensive summer ses- 
sions. Although Horizons has long offered 
occasional workshops to adults, this year 
grown-ups get a piece of the summer fun. 
Called ‘‘four-day intensives,” the three 
workshops are in glassblowing, Japanese 
and African dye techniques and jewelry. 
The details: Horizons: The New En- 
gland Craft Program, 374 Old Montague 
Rd., Amherst, MA 01002; 413-549-4841. 
Tuition: $195 to $295 per session.

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Add new 
color, stretch 
bloom time, 
and get more 
pleasure from 
your garden 
this spring 


By KEN DRUSE 

Why not expand your botanical repertoire 
this year? Wherever you live, spring is 
when ever-green azaleas, voluptuous rho- 
dodendrons and cherry, crab apple and 
magnolia trees bloom in turn. But other, 
less predictable, choices exist. Now is the 
best time to add unusual plants to your 
garden—to expand its color range and ex- 
tend the blooming season. 

And why not turn some of your plant- 
ings around? Most gardeners put on a 
great show for the neighbors, but few think 
of planting from the inside out. What lies 
just beyond the picture window or the pa- 
tio door? Do you see the backs of plantings 
or no plantings at all? This is a good time 
to start upgrading your garden design. 

If all you see outside your windows are 
the silhouettes of needled evergreen foun- 
dation shrubs, try a technique borrowed 
from the British. In their traditional 
hedgerow, vines such as Clematis alpina 
scramble up through foliage to crown the 
shrubs with green and blue flowers. Here, 
you can achieve the same effect with Cle- 
matis montana or C. montana ‘Rubens’: 
white or pink versions of a vanilla-scented 
spring bloomer that climbs to the tops of 
shrubs or small trees. 

In the South, Lady Banks rose can often 
be seen covering a tree with thousands of 





creamy yellow flowers in March and April. 


Winter flowering jasmine (Jasminum nudi- 
florum) is another viney shrub that can be 
encouraged to bloom early. I recall seeing 
one trained against the sunny side of a 
house in New Jersey. It was covered with 
yellow flowers—in January! 

With a fresh eye, take an objective look 
at your shrub and tree plantings. Are there 
areas where colors can be blended? For 
example, the impact of bright magenta and 
red-hot azaleas can be softened by adding 
pale-pink- and white-flowered varieties. 
You might want to snap some photographs 
of your plantings. Prints in hand, you can 
make notes on how to improve various 
spots. Or you can use a grease pencil on 
the pictures themselves, sketching in the 
shapes of possible new additions. If your 
shrubs failed to survive the winter, you 
have obvious voids to fill. Here’s another 
opportunity to add something different. 

Imagine your own garden filled with 
pale yellow magnolias, mountain laurels 
with blood-red flowers, collections of fra- 
grant daphnes, fuzzy Fothergilla, white 
forsythia, deciduous azaleas (shown) and a 
host of native plants. Plant now for 1990. 
Your next spring flower show can be even 
better, a continuous flow of rich colors and 
vivid compositions through every moment 
of nature’s first growing season.

Russian country houses—the first 





American design magazine to do 
so. The keys that unlocked the 
doors of Soviet bureaucracy were not only glasnost—the new 
openness—but also the Russian reverence for I9th-century poet 
Alexander Pushkin. We found the restored Pushkin historic houses 
instantly appealing. Though they date mostly from the 1800s, their 
spare warmth is surprisingly fresh and much akin to our own 





sophisticated country look. Here, in our exclusive visit, is a peek at 
a more romantic time and place to inspire you for today. >

In the early 1800s, when Pushkin lived, Russia 
eagerly embraced European styles in architecture, 
dance and fashion, though always with a twist. The 

tall columns and arched windows found in Alexander 
Pushkin’s grandfather’s home, Petrovskoye, reflect the 
civilized world’s passion for all things neoclassic 
at that time. But the gingerbread, terra-cotta-colored 
roof and deep green walls are distinctly Russian.& 
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With its soft pink 
walls and curvy 
furnishings, the 
19th-century 
Russian drawing 
room has the 
same warm appeal 
we crave today 


he large manor Petrovskoye, now a museum, 
lies in the northern region of Pskov, roughly 
150 miles southwest of Leningrad. It was first 
built in the late 1700s by Alexander Pushkin’s 
great grandfather, Abraham Petrovich Hanni- 
bal, a captured Ethiopian prince who became 
a favorite of Peter the Great. Partially de- 
stroyed after the Russian Revolution and reduced to rubble 
during World War II, the house was restored by the Soviet gov- 
ernment in an eight-year reconstruction beginning in 1978. The 
restoration team relied on 18th-century paintings, local records 
and Pushkin’s own notes for authenticity. This drawing room is 
characteristic of interiors in late-18th-century country houses— 
walls covered with estate-woven linen (to ward off the damp) and 
then painted. Peasant-carved furniture—probably crafted from 
local wood—an elegant pianoforte, a crystal chandelier and the 
requisite icon make up the spare but comfortable furnishings.

racious paths through leafy forests 
lead visitors from Petroskovye to the 
reconstructed estate of Mikhailovs- 
koye, now part of a wildlife pre- 
serve. A trip to the restored houses 
here gives you an immediate view of 
how Russians of the time lived. The 
one-story country home of Alexander Pushkin’s parents 
is probably much less formal than the family’s city resi- 
dence would have been. Like Petroskovye, this home was 
destroyed by time and war and painstakingly rebuilt. 
Pushkin spent two years of exile here (1824-26)— 
probably the most creative period of his life—when he 
was banned from St. Petersburg for writing dissident 
poems. Next door to the main house stands the cottage of 
Pushkin’s nanny, Arina Rodionovna. According to Pro- 
fessor Simon Stephanovich Geichenko, former head con- 
servator at the Hermitage Museum and the man 
responsible for the entire Pushkin restoration, the nan- 
ny’s log house is typical of one belonging to an aristocrat- 
ic family’s retainer. Pushkin loved to listen to 
Rodionovna recite Russian fairy tales. Later, these stories 
inspired Pushkin’s own work.

During 
excavation enough tile remnants were discovered to 
recreate the original stove. Left: Pushkin’s nanny lived in 
this simple two-room cottage—near the main house at 
Mikhailoyskoye—which is now filled with rough-hewn, 
peasant-carved furniture, all from the period and found in 
neighboring villages. Thanks to the region’s ready supply 
of flax, locally woven runners were—and still are—quite 
common. The runner, tablecloths and draperies shown here 
were made by peasants in the town of Pskov. 
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A lush bower of 


trees, a meandering garden 
path and a simple log cabin— 
these evoke the romance of

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Russian country style 
mixes homespun fabrics, exuberant 
furniture and painted decoration 


ith its charming simplicity and fes- 
tive air of always being ready for a 
party or a ball, this house at Tri- 
gorskoye (an estate adjoining the 
Pushkin estate of Mikhailovskoye) 
looks like the setting for the coun- 
try scenes in a Russian novel. Al- 
though the rough and rustic exterior has not changed much since 
the house was’first built as a canvas mill around 1800, the 1820 in- 
terior shows that the owner, Madame Osipov-Wulf, a neighbor and 
great friend of Pushkin, followed the latest city styles. Even when 
Wulf found it necessary to simplify and improvise, she still draped 
windows in neoclassic fashion, decorated rooms sparely, and kept 
floors bare. This country simplicity appeals to us today: the furni- 
ture made by local craftsmen, the fabric woven on the estate, wails 
painted rather than papered, the intriguing shapes of corner stoves 
sculpted out of stucco rather than covered in tiles. 

During his exile at Mikhailovskoye, Pushkin rode through the 
woods often to visit Madame Wulf and her children and made her 
house the country setting for his verse novel Eugene Onegin. &

hortly after his marriage to Natalya Goncharov, Pushkin and 
his new wife moved to Tsarskoe Selo (now called Pushkin) just 
15 miles south of St. Petersburg. The name meant ‘“‘Czar’s Vil- 
lage,’ and Pushkin’s rented dacha was only a short walk from 
the Catherine Palace, where the royal family spent summers. 
All this explains the sophisticated neoclassic interiors at Dacha 
Kitaev: The Russian royal court dictated taste, and the closer a 
home was to Court, the more high-style its decoration. Similar to Petrovskoye, 
Mikhailovskoye and Trigorskoye in the airiness of rooms and the neoclassic style 
of furniture, Dacha Kitaev is more polished and elegant. Originally built in 1827 
by Czar Nicholas I for a well-loved valet, the dacha—which simply means sum- 
mer house—had high-ceilinged rooms, tall windows, wedgwood wall colors and 
parquet floors. The blue drawing room, for example, is a large, handsomely 
proportioned oval with tall doors leading to the veranda. (The veranda has since 
been enclosed with windows and now resembles a sun-room, left.) Although the 
furniture, with its fine veneer of Karelian birch and its restrained shapes, is not 
original to Pushkin’s rooms, the restorers are certain that the level of craftsman- 
ship is similar. Because they worked from contemporary accounts and descrip- 
tions, restorers knew that Pushkin and his wife had borrowed furniture from a 
friend, a member of a noble family.

ussians have been producing notable 
wooden architecture for centuries, from 
towering cathedrals and bristling for- 
tresses to the bright and homey little 
painted log houses photographed by us 
last summer and explored here for the 
first time in an American magazine. 
They are typical of the cottages our edi- 
tor and photographer found when driv- 
ing through villages a few hours north of 
Moscow. Some of these houses were built 100 years ago, some are 
mere decades old, and some are almost new. Such log cottages 
are still being built—not for tourists to admire in Ye Olde Village 
parks but for real people to really live in. 

Houses constructed in the same simple way—with horizontally 
placed fir or pine logs—have been known since medieval times, 
and earlier examples near Novgorod have been unearthed by ar- 
chaeologists in recent years. Changes have occurred gradually 
not in construction skill but in building size, which has increased, 
and in decoration, which has proliferated as affordable paint has 
become available and jigsaw technology was born. Russians dear- 
ly love decoration in architecture, usually executed in stone in the 
city and wood in the country. 

Following tradition, the cottages always place their front gable 
toward the street and the entrance at the side, either through an 
unheated ‘summer room” or a small vestibule. There are two or 
three rooms downstairs, heated by a huge clay stove in the center, 
with an attic above, where laundry is dried in winter.

Wood carvers in the village of Kostroma were 
particularly skillful. The window trim (top left) 
imitates drapery around an icon, for example. Single 
houses are three or four windows wide. A six-window- 
wide house (opposite, second row right) is a two-family 
dwelling. Attics are often decorated with chaletlike 
trim and there may be a fancy carved bargeboard on 
the front gable (right). Some of the houses reveal their 
log sides (bottom right), while others (opposite, 
third row left) have horizontal boards. The unusual

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he Mario Buatta Col- 
lection for John Widdi- 
comb is the latest of the 
designer-label lines in- 
troduced by furniture 
manufacturers in recent 
years. It’s a trend that’s made well-de- 
signed quality furnishings widely 
available. “Mario knew we could han- 
dle complicated designs and paint fin- 
ishes,’’ says Michael Greengard, 
president of the 13l-year-old Grand 
Rapids, Mich., firm. ‘These are high- 
end pieces at sane prices.” 

Begun in 1987, the collaboration 
took a year and a half—yjust long 
encugh to get the eight upholstered 
pieces and 11 tables, cases and cabi- 





nets right. While Buatta scouted for 
antiques he wanted reproduced, Wid- 
dicomb’s designers steeped themselves 
in the Regency period.

fles and bows,” laments de- 
signer Mario Buatta. “But there’s more 
variety and depth to it than they realize.” 
For Buatta, English houses are appealing 
because they’re family homes, lived in for 
many years, with each generation adding 
its own mark. “Too many Americans 
make the mistake of wanting everything to 
be perfect,” he says. “Rooms that look 
lived in are a whole lot nicer. I prefer 
furniture that appears to have been collect- 
ed, piece by piece, over many years.” 

In room design, that sentiment trans- 
lates as a mix of exuberant chintz patterns 
and furniture shapes and lots of personal 
mementos. Buatta’s signature 1s his luxuri- 
ous fabric effects—here, lined and inter- 
lined curtains and shaped, double-trimmed 
valance with jabots.

n her Bay Area 
home, recently ar- 
rived Californian 
Peggy Drexler ap- 
proaches country 
style with the heart 
and eye of a mod- 
ernist. She arranges her 
streamlined Shaker antiques 
like sculpture, carefully po- 
sitioning them alongside 
sand-hued contemporary 
seating pieces. 

“T didn’t want to walk in 
and have a sofa scream at 
me,” she explains. “I just 
wanted a cool background 
for the antiques.” 

The original impulse for 
this calm style came from 
living in hectic New York 
City. In fact, all of Drexler’s 
furnishings were moved 
lock, stock and barrel from a 
Manhattan apartment and a 
Long Island house. ‘I didn’t 
buy anything new for this 
house,” she says. 

When Drexler moved west 
five years ago, she chose this 
1904 shingled house because 
it reminded her of Long Is- 
land. Although the house 
hadn’t been touched in 20 
years, she lucked out. “It 
had good bones,’’ says 
Drexler. She let in the light, 
taking down heavy curtains, 
bleaching wood floors and 
painting everything else 
white. Now the architec- 
ture—mullioned windows 
and lanky French doors— 
shows its character. >

Imost 20 years ago, 
long before country 
became such a hit, 
Peggy Drexler started 
collecting rustic fur- 
nishings. Unlike most 
collectors, however, 
she cares more for purity of line than pedi- 
gree. “It was an instinctual kind of thing 
for me,” says Drexler. “I just fell in love 
with the simplicity of Shaker and Shaker- 
inspired furniture. After a while, searching 
for these pieces became a real hobby.” 

She doesn’t treat her treasures with kid 
gloves, though. ‘‘Furniture should be 
used,’ declares Drexler. The painted cup- 
board in the bedroom used to hold a 
child’s toys. Now it stows clothing. 
Drexler stashes vases in the 18th-century 
painted cupboards in the living room. “I 
never worry about having kids run around 
in here,” she says. “I think knocks and 
scratches add to the furniture’s character.” 
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There’s a sparkling simplicity about 
these rooms—no_ knickknacks, no gew- 
gaws. Witness the collection of transfer 
ware, yellowware and blue-and-white-pot- 
tery dressing the living room. shelving. 
Rather than filling every open space, 
Drexler lets each piece strut its stuff. 

Comfort is everywhere. A variety of ele- 
ments—the patinaed antiques, nubby-tex- 
tured upholstery, gentle colors of kilims 
and rough-painted furniture—supply 
abundant warmth. It’s a welcoming home, 
thanks to the serenity of the neutral colors 
and the adjacent ever-blooming garden. 

It all adds up to a refreshingly undeco- 
rated style that we've been calling “‘coun- 
try graphic.” Peggy Drexler has her own 
way of describing her house overlooking 
the Bay: “I call it decorating with the 
pieces you love.”

Exploring Alta Tingles serene 
world offers an eye-opening 
mix of Far Eastern crafts and 
California rustic 


f you’ve ever walked into a shop that made you want 

to rush right home to redecorate, then you under- 

stand the appeal of The Gardener in Berkeley, Calif. 

“We try to put everything together in such a way 
that will inspire people,”’ says designer-owner Alta Tin- 
gle. Gathered from all over the world, the chairs, tables, 
planters and crafts at The Gardener are all judiciously 
chosen and then perfectly grouped to intrigue the eye. 
The front room is filled with anything a gardener might 
want, while the back opens up into sparely arranged 
spaces and display niches—all edited to lend each piece 
of furniture the look of sculpture. 

Like all rooms with a powerful design impact, these 
reflect the very personal style of the owner. Tingle, who 
designed gardens in southern California for 10 years 
before moving north, brought her gardening sensibility to 
interior design. “‘I sell only furniture and accessories with 
a rustic aesthetic,” she says. “Although not all of the 
furniture is weatherproof, each piece would look just as 
much at home in a garden as it does here.” >

onspicuously absent from The 
Gardener are the white wick- 
er furniture, trellises and 
hand-painted cachepots asso- 
ciated with English gardens. 
Alta Tingle’s shop looks to- 
ward the Pacific. It’s a fine distillation of 
California’s outdoor style and Oriental influ- 
ences. “This feeling must come from my 
own uncluttered sensibility,” she says, ‘‘be- 
cause I never studied Japanese design. Yet 
the Asian influence is powerful on the West 





Coast; it filters through to everything.” 
What seems especially Oriental about 
the shop is the spare settings and the sen- 
suous juxtaposition of textures and materi- 
als. You want to pick up and handle each 
object. Tingle’s tactile sense 1s as highly de- 
veloped as her eye, and she delights in 
draping a handwoven Guatemalan shawl 
on a crisp white cotton chaise, or placing 
ceramic plates on the honed surface of a 
stone table. With the help of her design 
team, Michael Parrent and Gordon Chun, 
Tingle even created floors and walls with 
contrasting textures. As you enter, the 
shop is concrete underfoot, scored like 
sidewalk pavement. This rough texture 
gives way in the back to smooth floor- 
boards of bleached Douglas fir. 
Everything here is borrowed from na- 
ture, often left as is, like the unpeeled 
branches of a twig console table. ‘I have 
always liked materials that are not extraor- 
dinary in themselves, but that become ex- 
traordinary through design,” says Tingle. 
A good example is the ordinary concrete 
used for the floor. Tingle and her team 
added umber pigment to the concrete mix- 
ture to warm up its chilly gray color.

Across America every evening at about 
7, the same phrase is on many lips— 
at fashionable restaurants and 
intimate refrigerator rendezvous: 
“A glass of Chardonnay, please.” 
Wine drinkers are requesting 

wine made from California’s 
favorite white grape. It’s obviously 
part of America’s growing wine 
savvy, since five years ago all you heard was “a 
glass of white wine.” 

There's a catch here, however. Imagine going 
into a video store and asking for a Hitchcock film 
every time you rent.a movie. Hitchcock’s great, but 
so are a lot of other directors. Chardonnay’s great, 
too, but you gotta diversify. 

We tend to single out California Chardonnay for 
several reasons. It’s usually very fruity, sometimes 
almost sweet—immediately appealing stuff. But 
Chardonnay can be a difficult wine to match with 
food. Pair an expensive, full-flavored California or 
French Chardonnay—such as Montrachet—with 
most fish dishes, and either the flavor of the fish 
disappears or its fishiness is unpleasantly 
emphasized (as is true with many red wines). 
Simpler white wines, with higher acidity and lower 
alcohol than you usually find in Chardonnay, go 
more smoothly with more foods. So in the interest 
of variety, we recommend a range of alternatives. 
There are some delicious un-Chardonnays out 
there, often with more distinctiveness than you 
find in the Big C. They usually cost a lot less than 
Chardonnay, too. 

Muscadet. Made near the oyster-crazed French 
town of Nantes, Muscadet is great with other 
shellfish, too. Young Muscadet tastes like a fruity, 
light Chardonnay, at about half the price. Try the 
Chablis-like Muscadet from Gadais Freres ($6). 
Vernaccia di San Gimignano. This simple but

Cusona ($7), with its hint of 
pine, and the 1987 Il Poggio, 
Conti Guicciardini ($7), with 
its Chardonnay-like toastiness. 
Drink with risotto or chicken. 
White Rioja. Riojas with at 
least a few years of barrel 
aging have all the buttery, 
vanilla character you'd expect 
from expensive Chardonnay. Plus, 
Rioja’s lively acidity helps it go with 
food. The 1983 Marques de Murrieta 
Blanco ($13) is a little pricey for a white 
Rioja, but its butterscotch-and-cream character 
is magnificent. Try it with fish in creamy 
sauces. Less intense but still good are the 
1985 Monopole from Cune ($6) and the 
1985 Vina Tondonia ($5). 
German Riesling. These wines have 
everything we like: low alcohol, crisp 
acidity and, in some cases, a delicious hint of sweetness. The fruity 1986 
Zeltinger Himmelreich Riesling Kabinett from the Winzergenossenschaft 
($7) is practically dry and deliciously light. It's perfect with shellfish that 
have inherent sweetness (scallops, crab). A bit sweeter, richer and more 
complex is the 1985 Wehlener Sonnenuhr Kabinett from J.J. Prum ($10). 
Drink with any fish or white-meat dish that has a bit of sweetness. 
Alsace Pinot Blanc. We highly recommend the deliciously complex 
1986 Josmeyer Pinot Blanc Auxerrois from the Hengst vineyard ($14) 
and the lighter, crisper 1986 Willm Pinot Blanc, Cordon d’Alsace ($8). 
They're both ideal with patés and quiche of all persuasions. 
New Zealand Sauvignon Blanc. Sauvignon Blancs can do just fine 
standing in for Chardonnay. Try the 
characteristically lean, crisp and herbaceous 
Sauvignon Blancs made in New Zealand. i / 
Corbans’s 1987 Sauvignon Blanc, Marlborough 
($9), is fresh and herbal, as is the Hunter's 
Sauvignon Blanc 1987 ($8). Both are delicious 
with poached salmon and asparagus. 
Vouvray. Vouvray is one of our favorite all- 
purpose white wines. Select Vouvrays 
labeled “sec’—meaning dry. They're a 
genuine treat. The 1985 Clos Baudouin 
from the estate of Prince Poniatowski 
($14) is bone dry, lively and full of fruit. 
Slightly richer, but no less acidic, is Gaston 
Huet’s splendid 1985 sec ($14).

Some townspeople moved to stop the 
dismantling. While there was a question as 
to whether Sirmon had a valid building 
permit, the house was not in a historic 
district, and there were no restrictions that 
required municipal approval for the re- 
modeling, restoration or dismantling of 
historic structures. After a short delay, the 
dismantling resumed, and today the house 
sits isolated at the heart of a handsome 
piece of property 11 miles away. 


Know Your Own House 

These stories suggest something of the di- 
versity of sources to be drawn upon in 
establishing how old a house is. There are 
deeds and other paperwork sources; there 
are matters of style; and there is physical 
evidence, whether it is pieces of paneling or 
newspapers plastered into the walls. 

Yet the fact remains that there is no 
simple, foolproof recipe for dating a house. 
If you rely on written records—wills, tax 
receipts and the like—you may find that 
just when you get close, one ingredient will 
be lacking. Physical evidence and style will 
provide you with a range of years within 
which your house was built, but probably 
will offer conflicting evidence as well. 


Look Anew at the Old 

The single most important dating resource 
at your disposal is, of course, your house. 
A detailed physical examination of it, 
along with your property, will reveal ele- 
ments that are original and indications of 
what has been removed or modified. Even 
if you have lived in the house for years, 
you must assume the critical detachment 
of one who is new to it. 

e@ The neighborhood. Where is the house 
and what’s around it? Are the other build- 
ings all residences, or are (or were) some of 
them shops or stores? Try to identify pat- 
terns in the construction of neighboring 
houses. If the oldest house in the neighbor- 
hood is next door, it may well be a beacon 
for you in looking at old maps of your 
town and area. Identical houses in a row 
suggest they were built at the same time by 
one developer; a heterogeneous collection 
implies piecemeal construction. 

© The site. You may think you know every 
inch of your property, but take another 
look. If you have a survey or site plan of 





your lot, make a Xerox of it and take it 
with you on your inspection. 

On a property that was once a farm, 
chances are you’ll find indications of 
fences—either stone walls or fence posts. 
Look, too, for rows of trees of evidently 
different vintage or variety from the rest. 
In a pine grove, several enormous maples 
suggest that at one time the maples were 
points of demarcation amid open fields and 
that fast-growing evergreens filled in when 
farming stopped. Look for old foundations, 
wells, graveyards, dumping grounds. 


Sizing Up Your House 

Begin with a relaxed inspection of the out- 
side. Stand a short distance away from the 
house; try to separate the place into parts. 
Is there one main volume surrounded by 
others? Is there a simple shed addition that 
was obviously added later? Can you see

what once was a simple symmetrical build- 
ing that has been rendered otherwise by 
additions? Perhaps the best exterior clue to 
the floor plan of a building is its doorway. 
If it’s in the center, there is most likely a 
symmetrical arrangement of rooms on 
each side of the center hall or center chim- 
ney. In an older house, however, chances 
are the floor plan today is not exactly what 
it was when the house was built. 

Inside, look for evidence of new parti- 
tions. Closets and bathrooms may have 
been inserted. And that’s before consider- 
ing any additions. 

A door in a style different from those 
elsewhere in the house may indicate 
change. You may also find different mold- 
ings, but keep in mind that in many houses 
the moldings around doors and windows 
are simplified from the first to the second 
floor. Sometimes a chair rail or other 
molding will be found in a closet, suggest- 
ing that the interior of the closet was once 
part of the room. Look for patterns of wear 
on the floor where a door used to be. 
® How about the windows? Are those in 
one section different from the rest? A Vic- 
torian addition, for example, might have 
2/2 sashes; those in the original Georgian 
structure might be 9/6s or 12/8s. Look for 
signs that windows or doors have been 
closed off.

Look Up and Down 

Look at the roof. A seam in a roof suggests 
an addition, as does an otherwise healthy 
roof with a noticeable sag in one spot. A 
visible sag at the center of an early New 
England house may mean that a large cen- 
ter-chimney stack was removed. This can 
be confirmed by examining the area from 
the inside, where the one-time exit hole for 
the masonry stack has been framed in and 
boarded over with materials quite different 
from the rest of the framing. 

@ Examine the entire foundation, inside 
and out. If it’s all stone, it probably pre- 
dates our century. If it’s concrete, chances

are it’s of 20th-century construction. How- 
ever, if it is stone on the inside and con- 
crete on the outside, probably a previous 
owner, grown tired of a wet basement, 
faced the exterior with cement to seal it. 


Peruse Your Porch 

Approach the house, studying the trim and 
other details. Do all the surfaces seem of a 
piece, or is a change apparent? On clap- 
board houses that date from the Victorian 
era, you’ll often see that clapboards have 
been replaced in one section between the

ally means there was a porch that began to 
decay and the decision was made to re- 
move rather than repair it. 

If there is a porch, does it appear to be 
of a piece or has it been doctored?

ravel in the U.S.S.R has a reputa- 

tion for being difficult, but it’s dif- 

ficult only if you don’t plan 

carefully and well in advance. De- 
spite glasnost, the country is still not 
geared up for tourism. Hotels are few and 
booked way ahead; flights also fill up fast. 
If, however, you know exactly where you 
want to go (the book list below should 
help), the travel agent can make all ar- 
rangements. With forethought you should 
have no trouble seeing even such off-the- 
beaten-path places as the Pushkin houses 
(shown on pages 42 to 53), which require 
special transportation arrangements and a 
Russian-speaking guide.

Travel agents can arrange for almost ev- 
erything except some of the amenities 
Americans are used to. If you like coffee or 
tea, take your own instant or tea bags and 
an electric immersion heater for boiling 
water. (Tourists are advised to use boiled 
or bottled water, even in Leningrad.) And 
our taken-for-granted cosmetics and toilet- 
ries are simply unavailable. Pack every- 
thing: shampoo, shaving cream, 
toothpaste, facial and toilet tissue, tam- 
pons. Even soap is in short supply. 

Food for tourists is plentiful but not 
always tasty. You might consider taking 
snacks such as granola bars, dried apricots, 
nuts or peanut butter. You can buy bottled 
water when you get there—non-Russian if 
possible—at a beriozka in the big cities. 
But don’t forget to take a bottle opener. 
And a knife—the local bread is delicious. 

At the beriozkas, you can also find blue 
and white Gzhel pottery (shown above 
left), scarves and the ubiquitous wooden 
kochina dolls. Look for Christmas cards 
and gift tags at large card shops. In depart- 
ment stores you can buy hand towels and 
checked tabiecloths made from the ever- 
abundant supplies of Russian flax. 

No travel advice would be complete 
without a reminder that small presents for 
guides, drivers and hotel staff are appreci- 
ated: cologne, soap, cigarettes, razor 
blades, coffee, disposable lighters, lipsticks, 
small electronic equipment, tapes and cas- 
settes. T-shirts with the words New York 
or California are special treats and, of 
course, any toiletries that you take for 
yourself also make wonderful presents. @

Tradition says this type of 
table was used in the dining 
area of an inn or tavern, so it 
is known as a “tavern ta- 
ble.” English William and 
Mary tables of the 1675 to 
1725 period were often 
made with turnings that 
looked like strings of large 
beads or sausages. Oak was 
the favored wood in En- 
gland; maple, walnut and

ting the grain of the wood at the ends at right angles to the grain in 
the center helped to keep the top flat. An expert would have to 
examine your table to see if it is really antique or a later copy. 
_ Examine the bottom of the legs, where an old table will show wear. 
_ An 18th-century American tavern table would be rare and would 
sell for more than $5,000. A 19th- or 20th-century copy would be 
worth only $700.

A squirrel would have added value because it is an un- 
usual subject. Your figure is worth at least $500. Check with a 
good dealer, though; collectors also use the term “‘chalkware”’ for 
» plaster figures made in the 1930s to 1960s to be given as carnival 
game prizes. 
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(] What can you tell me about using this glass lamp? It has a 
25-watt electric bulb, but I would like to use something brighter. 
—F.F., Bronx, N.Y. 


The lamp is made of three or more thick 
layers of colored glass. Part of the top 
layers were cut away by acid or by a cut- 
ting wheel, leaving the raised glass designs. 
Light shining through the glass shade and 
base enhances the color of the glass. 
French, English and American firms made 
cameo glass lamps like this one from about 
1890 to 1920. The Art Nouveau design 
makes it look like the work of a French 
firm. Your lamp is worth $4,000 to $6,000; 
double that amount if the maker can be 
identified. Treat it properly. Do not use 
too strong a light bulb. The heat from the bulb could crack the 
shade. These lamps originally used light bulbs of less than 60 
watts. Check the cord, too. A cracked or frayed cord or a damaged 
plug is a fire hazard and should be replaced. 





(] What can you tell me about this clock? The 13-inch-high figure 
is made of painted iron. —J.M., Weaverville, N.C. 


Clocks have always inspired a bit of 
fantasy in design. Makers have added 
chimes, elaborate cases, dials and 
moving figures. Your clock is one in a 
group of clocks made in Connecticut, 
known as blinking-eye clocks. The 
clock mechanism moved the hands of 
the clock and the eyes of the figure. A 
storekeeper, black man playing a ban- 
jo, black woman and your “‘landlord”’ 
are the best-known designs. Figural 
clocks with moving eyes are still being 
made, but these are usually plastic 
figures of cats or Disney characters. 
An old iron blinking-eye landlord 
clock with most of the original paint 
is worth $1,500.

Your pitcher was probably made 
between 1890 and 1920. The blue 
sponged decoration was used on 
many types of kitchen crockery. A 
worker took a sponge, dipped it 
into the glaze, then dabbed the un- 
glazed pitcher to form an overall 
design. This decorating method is 
still being used. The molded pitch- 
er is in a shape that suggests the 
1890 to 1900 period. Sponged 
creamware was made in England and in the United States, espe- 
cially in Ohio, New Jersey and Illinois. Since the country look has 
become so popular, the price of these pitchers has jumped. Yours is 
worth about $300.

he great decorator Billy Bald- 

win had a way of moving 

right past status and glitter, 

beyond fuss and ruffles, and 
getting to the truth about rooms and 
design. Comfort, he was fond of say- 
ing, is decorating’s true luxury. I was 
reminded of Billy Baldwin’s vision 
over the course of many months, as 
my staff and I dreamed, schemed, 
photographed and plotted every as- 
pect of this special June issue, devoted 
to where we’re headed in the 1990s. If 
I could choose one word to embody 
the current spirit of home, it would be 
comfort. Because comfort, in all its 
guises—from rocking chairs to 
chaises, from living rooms to back 
porches—is the quality we want in 
our homes today. 

Not so long ago, “‘comfort’’ and “‘style”’ 
were never found together in the same 
room. Today, however, comfort has be- 
come a Stylish state of mind. It’s the unas- 
suming country look we love, a collection 
of personal treasures, or a garden seat sur- 
rounded by blooming lilacs—it’s livable 
rooms that please the eye as much as the 
body. After years of auditioning fads and 
frills, at last we’ve come round to truth 
and beauty. 

No doubt, it’s the simplest realizations 
that take the longest, and I came to this 
one gradually over the past year. Every- 
where I went—Atlanta for the home build- 
ers’ show, High Point, N.C., for the 
furnishings market, California to photo- 
graph stories, dinner parties in Connecti- 
cut, and even on vacation in Colorado—I 
was struck by the chorus of voices I heard. 
Across the board, it seems, people are tired 
of the stresses and excesses of the 1980s 
and are longing for personal havens, for 
spaces that nurture and soothe. 

You can’t base a whole issue on hearsay, 
though, so my staff and I did our home- 
work. We surveyed top architects (see our 
Story on page 94), such as Melanie Taylor 
of New Haven, Conn., who said, ‘People 
are asking for qualities like friendliness and 
unpretentiousness.’’ We set up a panel of

leading designers (see page 39), including 
New York’s Simone Feldman, who said, 
“People want serenity.”” These are the pro- 
fessionals whose work ripples out with in- 
fluence, who affect the way our homes 
look. The good news is, they’ve heard what 
our hearts have been asking for, and they 
are responding. 

As engrossed as I was in this issue, the 
call for warmer, more relaxing rooms real- 
ly came home to me when I began design- 
ing the living room addition (which you see 
above and on pages 70 through 73) to our 
1780 Connecticut parsonage. When I sat 
down and drew up my wish list, the line 
between work and home disappeared—I 
wanted the same things as everyone else. 
Because this proper Colonial is low-ceil- 
inged and rather dark, I craved an airy, 
light-filled room, but one that wouldn’t be 
out of keeping with the rest of the house. 
That’s why in the front of the addition I 
copied the original windows, while in the 
back, where we had a little more freedom, 
we splurged on light-bringing French 
doors that open up onto our garden. 

I credit much of the room’s warmth, 
though, to the country furnishings. Like so 
many of you, I love country, especially the 
new mix—what we call “classic country.” 
Pared down and less rustic than American 


country, it borrows the best from a 
whole range of cultures—Scandina- 
vian, French, Italian and American. 
This room—with its melting pot of 
furnishings from around the world— 
has the warmth and appeal that are 
typical of this new look. 

Though the addition certainly made 
me feel happy, I knew I’d done it 
when my husband told me that this 
was the most comfortable space I’d 
ever designed. The reason we both feel 
so at home here is that the room is 
tailor-made for us. From the painstak- 
ingly planned architecture to the care- 
fully chosen furnishings, this living 
room reflects our personal style. 

It is personal style that will play the 
starring role in shaping the look of 
rooms in the 90s. While we will con- 
tinue to see a range of design styles—from 
romantic English to spare Scandinavian— 
each look will be deftly shaped by the urge 
for comfort and by individual desires. No 
longer are we decorating for the eyes of 
others. Rather, we’re creating personal in- 
teriors that spell comfort to us and our 
families. We’re treating home as an emo- 
tional anchor—a much-needed retreat 
from too many hard edges and complicat- 
ed days. 

What all this adds up to is homes that 
will be more sheltering than ever. However 
organized and efficient, they’ll also be su- 
premely nurturing. We at House Beautiful 
are particularly cheered by this trend. It 
seems the values we’ve always espoused in 
home—comfort, warmth, personality—are 
suddenly very much in fashion—but then, 
we never thought they went out. 

Welcome to the 90s.

“My 
idea of a good country house is Bill Blass’s. 

He goes on: “In 
the last five or six years we’ve had an 
onslaught of English country that has now 
run its course.’ Not 
all would agree, but 
most seem interested 
in new directions— 
away from overused 
American and En- 


ish country,’’ says 
Neas, “‘is more in line 
with how we will 





simplification and clar- 
ity of line, a primitivism that invites touch. 
“The country look isn’t fragile, it’s solid. 
So families don’t have to worry about how 
it stands up to kids and dogs,” says Bunny 
Williams. People find country to be friend- 
ly, even in its more elegant versions. “I 
have always loved country,” admits Alex- 
andra Stoddard, whose tasteful decorating 
doesn’t usually find its way into rustic cab- 
ins or renovated barns. “I think it’s preten- 
tious to try to live in chateau style [the 
historical converse of country]. Country is 
honest, wholesome and very American.” It

want to live than all 
those English bows and bibelots.’’ Victoria 
Hagan takes it a step further, describing 
her own home: ‘“‘My apartment has a coun- 
try feeling, but there isn’t a country thing 
in the place.”’ The future will hold a looser, 
more pared down definition of country. “I 
see it more international,”’ says John Sala- 
dino. “It’s a blend of culture and comfort.” 
More and more, country will not neces- 
sarily be a definite look, but rather an 
informal and warm way to live. 
















It is the relaxed quality of country 
rooms that is appealing to so many of us, 
and by all barometers, will continue to be 
so. “Comfort isn’t the only thing, but with- 
out it, nothing else exists,’ states Stoddard. 
Speaking to the state-of-mind definition of 
what country is about and why comfort is 
essential, she says, “It’s psychological and 
emotional, as well as physical.” Clearly, 
designers point to rooms for use, not just 
for show. ‘“‘We need to simplify,”’ says Wil- 
liam Diamond, “‘to find a new definition of 
comfort that doesn’t require opulence.” 
Stoddard is precise about how basic com- 
fort can be in a living room, for example. 
“There should be a good, strong reading 
light, a table big enough for lots of books, 
and a working fireplace.” The concept of 
hearth will become increasingly important 
in the 90s, she believes, as the nesting in- 
stinct grows ever stronger. Mario Buatta 
acknowledges the same trend: “People are 
going to be more and more at home. There 
will be more TVs and VCRs. Even hotels 
are becoming cozier.”’ 

But cozy doesn’t mean cluttered. “Just 
buying things to fill space is out,” says 
Stoddard. ““We need things around us in 
order to hold on to our roots, but they 
must have order.’’ Neas feels much the 
same way: “I believe in a few very well 
chosen objects, not in thirty-five snuff box- 
es on a table so there is no place to put 
down a drink.” Williams looks at the prac- 
tical side: ‘“‘We want to live simpler lives. 
The maintenance is tremendous in a clut- 
tered room.” Yet many of us, professionals

graceful African cranes and other exotic 
birds strut among flowers and Zuniga 
bronzes. The arched portales of the restau- 
rant—renowned for its elegant interpreta- 
tion of Mexican alta cocina—open onto 
one of these courtyards. The other, with its 
own swimming pool, is reserved for hotel 
guests, whose rooms reflect the fanciful, 
and sometimes surreal, approach to deco- 
rating favored by Mexico’s upper class:

Nottoway was designed in Greek Revival 
style with ornate Italian embellishments 
and has recently been restored with an eye 
to aesthetics and authenticity. Each of the 
13 guest rooms is decorated differently, but 
the finest is the Randolph Suite, furnished 
with a four-poster and Nottoway’s original 
wicker. If you’re tempted to bask in 
Nottoway’s opulence, rather than see the 
neighboring plantations, be advised: The 
main house is open to the public during the 


day, so you may have to dodge tour buses. 
® The Wauwinet, Nantucket, Mass.; 508- 
228-0145; 800-426-8718. Cast adrift in the 
Atlantic off Cape Cod, flat, windswept 
Nantucket Island has long been a summer 
haven for the city-weary, who come as 
much for its rich history, Quaker-style cot- 
tages and sea captains’ mansions as for its 
26 undeveloped beaches. in July and Au- 
gust, Nantucket is so popular that traffic 
jams form on Main and Federal streets. 
But on the northeastern end of the island is 
a 130-year-old country inn just remote 
enough for comfort. Of the 40 guest 
rooms, no two are the same size or shape. 
Each has its own decorating scheme, down 
to such details as antique hatboxes. The 
public areas flow together in homey tones 
of burgundy and ivory.

Bermuda, Britain’s oldest self-governing 
colony, seems like a little Eden. Yet it’s 
only 600 miles off the North Carolina 
coast—perfect for a quick hop from New 
York, Washington, Atlanta or, since Janu- 
ary, Raleigh-Durham. To get the full feel 
of the island, stay at the Lantana Colony 
Club, the most elegant example of that 
uniquely Bermudian form of accommoda- 
tion, the cottage colony. Overlooking the 
Great Sound, 20 white-roofed Bermuda- 
pink bungalows, each unit with its own 
private terrace, dot about 20 acres of for- 
mal French and English gardens. Lantana 
has two tennis courts, a pool, a private 
beach and a croquet lawn. Every April, 
Lantana hosts two garden weeks, featuring 
tours of some of the island’s private es- 
tates, but any time of year, you can peer 
through moon gates (another distinctive 
island feature) at the gardens that grace 
even the most modest Bermudian homes.

tion, but you’ll be so engrossed in the 
paint-spattered, high-energy world of di- 
rector Ina Marx that you won’t care. Held 
in a light, airy former dance studio, Marx’s 
classes are modular: You'll get something 
out of just one nonstop eight- or nine-hour 
day or four consecutive days of, say, mar- 
bling. Another four-day set of classes cov- 
ers all glazing—stipling, rag-rolling, using 
tape to create reverse graphics. Even those 
with no prior artistic background come 
away ready to transform their houses. Fol- 
low-up advice is free. The $175 daily fee 
covers materials, lunch and carrots, so you 
can graze while you glaze. Most students 
stay in the Bayberry Great Neck Hotel, a 
block from the school, but some opt for the 
more elegant Garden City Hotel, a 20- 
minute drive away. 
® Learn to renovate your house or to make 
your own kitchen cabinets at the Heart- 
wood School in the Berkshire Mountains 
of Massachusetts (413-623-6677). Located 
not far from Tanglewood, the summer 
home of the Boston Symphony, this school 
focuses on teaching people with no previ- 
ous construction experience. In addition to 
the three-week course offered four times 
between May and September, Heartwood 
holds specific one-week programs on tim- 
ber framing, finish carpentry, masonry, 
carpentry for women, renovation, self-con- 
tracting and cabinetry (the only subject 
that requires a basic familiarity with tools).

Heartwood’s instruction style is nurturing 
and confidence-building. Tuition, which 
includes lunches but no accommodations, 
is $325 per person, $550 per couple for 
one-week courses; $700 and $1,200 for in- 
dividuals and couples for the three-week 
home-building program. Nearby inns, ho- 
tels and campgrounds offer discounted 
rates for Heartwood students. 

© Steep yourself in antiques in Virginia’s 
Colonial Williamsburg (804-229-1000). 
When it comes to developing an educated 
eye for American antiques, no one can 
touch The Colonial Williamsburg Founda- 
tion. For the past 41 years, Williamsburg’s 
annual week-long antiques forum, always 
held in late January or early February, has 
focused on a specific topic within the field. 
The subject for 1990 will be classical influ- 
ences in the Federal period. The Williams- 
burg forum is not for the frivolous. Days 
begin at 8 A.M. with a video presentation, 
followed by a lecture, then coffee, then 
another lecture. Afternoons are devoted 
either to a secondary lecture or to a related 
presentation, such as a cabinetmaker’s 
demonstration of late-18th-century tech- 
niques. The price for the week is $250. 
There are scores of hotels and motels in 
and around Williamsburg. The Colonial 
Williamsburg Foundation operates four it- 
self, the nicest of which is the Williams- 
burg Inn, where daily rates begin at $90. 

© Tour the kilns and ateliers of some of Ja- 
pan’s most revered ceramicists. Although 
she lives in Los Angeles, where her Gar- 
endo Gallery specializes in local and inter- 
national folk art, potter Masako Shirai 
(800-777-4265 or 213-489-5191) has main- 
tained contacts in her native Japan. Every 
April, during the height of cherry-blossom 
season, she conducts a specialized 16-day 
tour, focusing on the ceramics of a particu- 
lar province. She takes her flock of about 
20—often potters, college professors or se- 
rious collectors—to the workshops of some 
of Japan’s premier ceramicists, including 
those declared Living National Treasures, 
to observe salt-, gas- and wood-burning 
kilns and other more ancient glazing and 
firing techniques. This is a side of Japan 
normally closed to the Japanese public, let 
alone Western travelers. Except for a few 
days in Tokyo and a few in Kyoto, partici- 
pants stay in traditional Japanese country 
inns. The $4,500 price covers ground 
transportation, lodging, some meals and 
airfare from Los Angeles.

dmittedly, but not apologetically, 


I live in a small world. Thornhill 

Farm. And I know it is forever. 

You don’t leave a place you love. 
Yet for some part of the year, if you can, 
you live nearer to those whom you love. 
And that’s exactly why we’re building a 
new summer house in Charlotte, Vt.—just 
a five-minute drive from our granddaugh- 
ter Meriwether, and her parents, Diana 
and Todd. 

Since February Tom and I have been 
paying house calls on this new venture, 
flying from Maryland to Vermont for a 
few days each month. We're really playing 
house doctor, examining, suggesting, try- 
ing to feel the heartbeat of a new house. 

But it’s my heart that beats the fastest. I 
have become obsessed with this new house. 
I arrive with a list, I leave with more lists. 
And what I’ve forgotten I usually remem- 
ber early in the morning, knowing I can 
call Charlie Proutt, our builder, at 6 A.M., 
when we discuss and digest and make all 
our big decisions. 

And after months of looking at gardens 
of wallpaper, I have chosen ribbons and 
bouquets for our three bedrooms. Two are 
from Brunschwig & Fils, and one is from 
Greeff. All of them I have used before. 
Quite simply, I picked my favorite peren- 
nials. I wanted to have old friends in our 
new home. 

Trying to be more organized, I have 
collected folders for every part of the 
house’s anatomy—one on floors, one on 
white interior paints (white now comes in 
many colors); another on fabrics, another 
on windows. I’m building a house in a 
briefcase stuffed with folders that go along 
with me on every expedition. 
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On our last visit this briefcase came alive 
when we saw our house for the first time. 
We saw a house with walls, a roof, interior 
two-by-sixes that showed us to our rooms. 
I felt content. 

But very early the next morning I kept 
thinking to myself that the overhang, the 
hood over the twin front doors, seemed too 
important. It hadn’t looked that way on 
the blueprint. 

I went back to the site with Gretchen, 
owner of a beautifully restored barn, now a 
bed and breakfast called ‘‘Charlotte’s 
Webb,” where we were staying. Looking 
again, I suddenly realized I hadn’t been 
fair to our house, more of a house than we 
had ever seen, but one that was still skele- 
tal and naked.

Tom Koerner, our designer, was quite 
relieved. And we looked at stones for the 
front steps, we stood on the deck that 
would soon become an outdoor sleeping 
porch, we silently congratulated ourselves 
and smiled. 

Then our granddaughter Meriwether, 
who is almost 3, arrived, and we walked 
hand in hand through every room. This 
was the moment of truth. But “Moose,” as 
she calls herself, didn’t say a word until 
we walked around the outside and saw 
the small imprint of a raccoon’s paw on 
the ground. 

She quickly looked up at me with a wide 
grin, and said, “Moose likes it here!” That, 
for me, was reward enough. Even the local 
wildlife is on my side.

There’s a lot more to PARED DOWN deco- 
rating than subtraction. Of course, it means 
pruning away extraneous furniture and 
weeding out clutter, but it adds up to a lot 
more—to serene rooms that soothe the eye 
and calm the spirit, to light and airy spaces 
where each object stands out in all its glory. 
“When there is less to look at, each piece 
becomes more important,” says New York 
designer Robert K. Lewis. ‘““You must pay 
particular attention to the shape, form and 
DETAILS of each object—especially the 
upholstery. When you put a sofa in the mid- 
dle of a room, for example, it should have 
rounded corners,” he says. “Space seems to flow around it, and there are no corners to 
bump into.”’ Lewis chose tables, chairs and commode for their curvy shapes and varied fin- 
ishes. “Lack of pattern in a room makes the furniture finishes very important,” he explains. 
As with all of Lewis’s work, the room has a historical point of view, but the bleached and 
white-stained finishes, unexpected wall color and informal slipcovers add the look of today. 
The stenciled urns are less formal and more personal than a wallpaper border would be. 
The mahogany pieces, adapted by The Kittinger Company from antiques, have 
TRADITIONAL forms that would seem very familiar in a dark finish. What makes the 
Pembroke table, serpentine-front chest and demilune commode look so different is that 
the mahogany has been bleached, then finished with a light stain and lacquer. ‘“‘Our 
company has always been known for its fine finishes,”’ says Kittinger’s Gary McCam- 
mon, “‘but these washed finishes are in response to increased demand for sophisticated, 
light-colored furniture.”

o doubt, everyone wants a 

room of her own, to write, 
paint or just spend time alone. When 
that private room is as sunny as Be- 
verlye Hyman’s treehouse of a studio, 
overlooking the yard and with a view 
of the ocean beyond, the fantasy turns 
ideal. ‘‘This studio is my dream 
place,” the artist says. 

Hyman worked and waited to make 
the dream come true. She started 
painting years ago, when confined to 
bed while pregnant with her first 
child, and at some point began to fan- 
tasize about having a studio where she 
could nurture her talent. Then, three 
years ago, she bought this 60-year-old 
house, once a gardener’s cottage for a 
large estate.

Visionary architects reveal the 





shape of home to come—both a 
refuge and a new frontier 


By NORMA SKURKA 


n ten short years, we will witness the turn of the 
century. The year 2000 once seemed as far off as the 
dim glow of a distant galaxy. Now it’s rushing into 
view like a comet on a starry night. As we enter the 
1990s, we can feel a universe opening up. This dec- 
ade is the link between the past we’ve known and the 
great beyond. It divides the hopes our grandparents 
had for us from the dreams we have for our children. 
Who can resist the temptation to peer into the fu- 
ture? Will it be a time of economic prosperity or decline? Will in- 
ventions and products revolutionize our lives the way they did in 
the past century? Will technology—which lengthened the day, 
shrank the globe and brought time and space closer together— 
ultimately enrich or ruin us? 

The mystique of forecasting the future is that nothing ever turns 
out quite as predicted. Take a look at the turn of the last century. 
In the thriving economy thought to come, women would be freed 
from the drudgery of homemaking because everyone would be able 
to afford servants. That prediction came true—but for the wrong 
reason. It was machines—not servants—that saved the day. The 
miracle of washing machines, refrigerators, cooking ranges and ov- 
ens, vacuum cleaners and all the later appliances thrust the typical 
American household into the 20th century. 

A different world again peeks just over the horizon. According 
to the U. S. Bureau of the Census, in the past decade the country’s 
population grew by 20.4 million. At the present rate, we can expect 
another 20 million Americans by the year 2000, for a total of 268.3 
million. How—and where—will everyone live in the 1990s? Life- 
styles are bound to change. Technology continues to march ahead 
with possibilities that seem straight out of science fiction. Will 
computers, Fax machines and satellite communications continue 
to revolutionize our lives? 

The future home environment is seen as both a refuge and a new 
frontier. It will be a synthesis of the best of old and new. We will 
see such old-fashioned touches as porches and columns on the 
outside wedded to the contemporary delights of bright, airy

interiors. Everyone who plans housing—architects, interior design- 
ers and developers—predicts that the home will be an even more 
vital center of contemporary life in coming years. It will become 
more sheltering and nurturing. “If the public realm continues to be 
stressful, the houses must become womblike and protective. Howev- 
er, we feel a better strategy is to address the public realm,” says 
architect Andres Duany, of Miami, Fla. With his partner, Elizabeth 
Plater-Zyberk, Duany is designing 13 new towns in Alabama, Flori- 
da, Virginia, Maryland and Massachusetts. As they plan for the 
future, they are looking back—at the qualities that turned Annapo- 
lis, Georgetown or Nantucket into a cherished part of our heritage. 
What is the secret of the enduring charm of these communities? It’s 
not purely nostalgia. ‘‘We hope to capture the qualities that made 
these towns highly desirable places to live even today,”’ Duany says. 

Just a century ago, times seemed gentler, and towns more secure, 
and people shared a sense of belonging. Today, we are faced with a 
world of concerns and pressures. ““When people come home they 
want to feel connected,”’ says architect Frances Halsband, of Kli- 
ment & Halsband Architects in New York. “They are expressing 
the dislocation and impersonality of the business world, the compet-

itiveness, the constant relocating, the Jong commutes 
and the uncertainties of Wall Street.”” No wonder 
there is a yearning for the more traditional forms of 
architecture and furnishings—something that re- 
minds us of the homey houses we grew up in and the 
townscapes that we imagine made us feel rooted in a time and place. 

“Computer scientists are the first to say they want wood furni- 
ture because it’s warmer and more human,” said Halsband. “Only 
ten years ago, Conran’s, the pioneering modern furniture store, 
was full of chrome and white laminate furniture. Now, it’s Scandi- 
navian country pine,” she notes. ‘Architects today are going back 
to place-making instead of abstract space-making.” 

Different generations have different values, according to architect 
Robert A.M. Stern, whose firm helped pioneer postmodernism. 
“When I began planning houses twenty years ago,” he says, “the 
dominant modern aesthetic came with flat roofs, slick surfaces and 
a loose attitude toward the interior spatial plan. No matter what 
the refinement of decor or detail, the houses were basically infor- 
mal in character. We began to respond to the growing feeling that 
the old houses with dining rooms and living rooms had a quality of 
privacy and functional ordering that these newer houses didn’t 
have. People realized that a house where everything was in one big 
room might be actually destroying some serious values of family 
life.” But the houses of the present generation neither look nor 
function like those built before World War II. “Now we design 
houses with a more traditional flavor,” says Stern, “‘but people still 
want all the light and air that come witb glass walls.” 


omesticity is finding its way back into the home 

but in a somewhat enlightened way. As women 

have entered the work field, they’ve discovered 

they aren’t really as liberated as they thought. It is 

still largely the feminine duty to run the house- 

hold, rear the children and create an atmosphere 
that fosters the family as a unit, even while holding a full-time job. 
What women have gained is a louder voice in speaking out for 
what they need. And that is a cry for practicality and livability. 
“People are asking for qualities like friendliness and unpretentious- 
ness,” says architect Melanie Taylor, of New Haven, Conn. Having 
a family, as well as being a practicing architect, she sympathizes 
with people who want places that will nurture family values. “TI 
identify with clients who want houses where good times are more 
likely to happen,” she says, “I sympathize with those who want to 
be a good host or a good family member and need an environment 
that makes this possible.”

If houses are fated to become warmer and more hu- 
man, they aren’t necessarily going to get smaller—or 
more easy to manage. With the advent of Fax machines, 
computers and other means of telecommunication, the 
link between business and social life could continue to 
grow. Business executives will be able to conduct more of 
their operations from their homes, or take work (and as- 
sociates) home with them when it’s called for. What this 
could mean is not only more space for the home office, 
but also the need for places to store and prepare food, 
bigger kitchens and pantries, and flexible dining areas, as 
well as guest wings and ways to entertain company that 
might be as elaborate as a swimming pool and tennis 
court or as laid back as a croquet court on the lawn. 

Now, as the 80 million Americans of the postwar baby 
boom approach middle age, they are also growing more 
conservative. “My generation is growing up and getting 
older, and, to a degree, wealthier,” says Mark Simon, of Center- 
brook Architects, in Essex, Conn. “While some people are looking 
for more traditional forms, what traditional means is the personal 
house—the house that looks different from any other but is still 
comfortable because of the elements that you recognize.” 

“Ten years ago,” concurs Taylor, “everyone wanted the maxi- 
mum amount of space for the least amount of money. Now everyone 
wants the best possible environment—all kinds of built-ins, lighting 
and elaborate architectural details that make a place really special. 
Clients ask us to plan everything from the entry gate you walk 
through, to the garden. This might mean roses growing up to the 
terrace around the French doors connecting the dining room to the 
garden,” she explains. “It’s a total approach to design.” 

As people demand more enjoyment from their home environ- 
ments, landscaping and siting have become key factors in today’s 
total design. “Here in California,” says architect William Turnbull, 
of William Turnbull Associates, in San Francisco, ‘‘ we try to 
marry the house to its site, perhaps more than in the East, where 
the house is the important thing and is placed on the plot like an 
object on a tabletop. Now I see people wanting special places in the 
landscape, where they can retreat, reflect and get rejuvenated.” 

“Natural” living in all its forms—from organic food to organic 
design—is all-important in a world full of synthetics. ‘‘We find 
there is a thoughtfulness and pleasure in just sitting outdoors 
again, rather than doing anything active,’ says architect David 
Handlin, of Cambridge, Mass. 

As the prevailing jet stream blows from West to East, it shows 
no letup in gourmet cooking or entertaining at home. While we 
worried that the microwave oven would drastically 
change cooking patterns, it hasn’t happened. ‘‘Out 
here there’s a great interest in food and wine,” says 
architect Turnbull. The sales of cookbooks, and 
even the more complicated books on menu plan- 
ning, food presentation, wine selection, bread mak- 
ing and home preserving, are brisk. “In our 
kitchen remodelings,” he says, “‘it’s a question of 
which range to install, a Wolf or a Gaggenau.” 
According to Turnbull, coming trends in kitchen 
design will mean more space and more toys. While 
people with growing families desire an elaborate, 
well fitted out kitchen, unmarried professionals 
and childless couples often ask for a compact gal- 
leylike kitchen with easy upkeep. 

Bathrooms are changing, too. The fitness frenzy 
that spawned the home spa has not abated. “It’s no 
longer unusual to have a Jacuzzi and exercise 
equipment, but no one has just a closet anymore,”

says Frances Halsband. “‘People want a dressing room with draw- 
ers, hooks, pegs, bars, shoe and hat racks.” 





he overindulgence in design and architecture 

troubles many of today’s architects. It goes be- 

yond the criteria of gracious living—and verges 

on vulgarity. “This country is suffering from an 

extraordinary self-indulgence,’ says Duany. 

“What a parent demands for a thirteen-year- 
old’s room is frightening. The amount of expense to house one 
American family in suburbia is approximately equal to the cost of 
housing four families in another advanced country.” 

Today, there is a growing awareness among architects and their 
clients that style is a design criterion of diminishing returns in the 
house of the 1990s. Stylistic changes of the recent past haven’t 
endured. “If you look back, the fifties were a time of homey values, 
the sixties saw a rebellion, the seventies were hedonistic with the 
emphasis on me and the eighties were about making money and 
showing it,” says architect Lee Mindel, of Shelton, Mindel & 
Associates Architects, in New York. “People are now seeing that 
none of this solved their problems or made them happy.” 

And isn’t that what a home should be all about? The house as a 
haven and retreat will replace the house as the symbol of power 
and status. As people reassess the qualities that give them real 
peace and pleasure, they will demand houses that encourage emo- 
tional rewards, a sense of family, of security and satisfaction, of

etting away from it ali is getting 
to be a weekend habit. A country 
cottage or cabin, informal and 
RELAXED, offers a quick re- 
fresher—a peaceful oasis in our hectic 
lives.

rom a distance, it’s difficult to tell 

whether this Colonial-style cottage

Not long ago, 


LIVING ies when most of 
agi 4 FT oy 4 us didn’t know 
mulch from 
compost, mispronounced Gertrude Jekyll’s 
name, and thought a border was just a row 
of tulips, we would have gazed in awe at 
Nancy McCabe’s ROMANTIC garden in 
Connecticut, without a hope of emulating 
it. But now that gardening has become 
such a popular pastime—78 percent of 
American households get into the act—we 
want the pots of herbs, the old brick pav- 
ing, the perennial borders spilling out of 
their beds. And, of course, we want the 
green thumbs to make it happen. 

Designer Nancy McCabe thinks good 
gardeners grow more from starting small 
and experimenting than from magic 
thumbs or innate talent. “In the beginning, 
plant only the things you like,” she ad- 
vises. ‘See if they thrive, then experiment 
with new plants.’’ McCabe believes begin- 
ners are often so afraid of making mistakes 
that they don’t RELAX and enjoy it. 
“Don’t think of yourself as a failure if 
something dies,’ she says. “Try to figure 
out why it died, then move on.” 

McCabe, who has been gardening since 
she was 10 years old, got started as a 
professional garden designer when she 
planted a small plot outside her husband’s 
bookstore in 1978. Designer John Saladino 
happened to see that garden and asked 
McCabe to design the landscape and gar- 
dens for his new country house nearby. 
“When it was featured in a couple of mag- 
azines, people began calling,” explains 
McCabe. “And John recommended me, 
too.”” McCabe has gone on to design gar- 
dens for William S. Paley and Senator 
John D. Rockefeller IV and his wife.

nglish gardens have a great influ- 
ence on Nancy McCabe, as they do 
on many of us. “I love the juxtapo- 
sition of strong structure—precise 
and geometric—with exuberant 
masses of flowers spilling out,”’ she 
says. By structure, McCabe means not only the 
garden’s form and design, but actual garden ar- 
chitecture as well. “Plants look more beautiful 
when they have a background, like a fence, wall, 
hedge or even the side of a house,” she explains. 
McCabe takes her inspiration from English 
gardens, but constantly reinterprets the 
TRADITION because many English plants 
don’t grow in America. “You can’t ever copy an- 
other garden exactly,” she says, “because you 
must work with your own site and climate.” 
When McCabe is designing in a planting zone 
she’s not familiar with, she drives around to see 
what’s growing. ‘““What you see a lot of is an indi- 





cation of what does well,” says McCabe, who 
also studies the lay of the land. “Often people 
want a terraced garden because they think flat 
landscapes are boring,” she says. “But in parts of 
the country where the land is naturally flat, you 
shouldn’t create levels. It’s not indigenous.” For 
variety on these flat landscapes, McCabe suggests 
enclosing small gardens with hedges or fences. 

Just as important to McCabe is working with 
the house. The style of hers—a small, plain stuc- 
co structure that was an iron master’s house in 
the late 1700s—dictated everything from the 
small scale of the garden to the dark green color 
of the fence, which matches the trim on the 
windows and doors. (“I also like white and gray 
for garden trim, but this house called for green.’’) 
The size of the garden—just an acre—proves it’s 
possible to have everything on a small scale. A 
precisely designed perennial garden, a more in- 
formal kitchen garden (see plan, page 133) and a 
terrace for the family’s OUTDOOR ROOM all 
fit easily, without seeming crowded or skimpy. 
Such simplicity offers valuable lessons in re- 
straint. ‘One of the hardest things to do is limit 
your expectations to the size and style of your 
house,”’ says McCabe. “But there is nothing 
grand about our house, and a grand garden 
would not have been appropriate.”

DETAILS COUNT 


Being organized about wine (as with being organized about 
clothes or bills) makes the whole business easier. Here are 
my Strategies: 

© The all-purpose wineglass. Forget the fuss over shape 
and size. White wine and rosés can easily be served in large 
bowl-shaped glasses (the ones traditionally used for red 
wine). Tumblers, in fact, are fine for casual gatherings. 

® Wine by the case. Wine bottles are heavy and no fun to 
carry around. Easier by far: Buy by the case. You'll always 
have wine on hand, and a nice plus: Most wine shops offer a 
10 percent discount on cases. Many will deliver. 

¢ Try a mixed case. Put some adventure into wine buying. 
Ask the salesperson or a wine-savvy friend to put together a 
wine assortment in, say, the $5 to $8 range. 

© Great gadgets. At the end of a hard day, who wants to 
battle with a corkscrew? The Screwpull (about $17) is one of 
the handiest corkscrews around—corks glide out effortlessly. 
And, for those times you hesitate to open a bottle because all 
you want is one glass, try the Vac-U-Vin—a neat little device 
that works like a mini bicycle pump to suck oxygen out of a 
partially full wine bottle. It's oxygen, of course, that makes 
wine go off. About $18, the Vac-U-Vin keeps opened wine 
fresh for about a week.

MICROWAVING

THROW IN THE TOWEL 





How often have you tried to reheat a muf- 
fin or roll in the microwave and had it 
emerge either soggy or as hard as Styro- 
foam? Wrapping the muffin in paper tow- 
els can help: The towel keeps the surface 
dry and the inside moist. (Cover muffin or 
roll with a paper towel and microcook on 
high 15 seconds.) Because paper towels 
absorb moisture and fat, they are a plus 
when cooking bacon, making croutons and 
even preparing some types of fish. Here are 
some of our favorite salads that use these 
techniques—deliciously. 


BABY LETTUCES 
WITH HERBED CROUTONS 


1 long baguette, about 2 inches in diameter 
1 garlic clove, minced 
1/4 cup olive oil 
1/2 teaspoon dried thyme leaves 
2 tablespoons Balsamic vinegar 
1 teaspoon whole-grain Dijon mustard 
1/4 teaspoon salt 
1/4 teaspoon freshly ground pepper 
4 cups mixed baby lettuce leaves, such as 
Bibb, Boston, romaine and arugula 
1 small red onion, thinly sliced 


CJ Cut baguette into twenty 1/4-inch slices. 
Line bottom of a 2-quart rectangular bak- 
ing dish with paper towel. Add bread and 
microcook on high 2 minutes, or until dry. 
Cook 30 seconds to 1 minute more, if need- 
ed, checking frequently. 

LJ) In a 1-cup glass measuring cup combine 
garlic and 2 tablespoons oil and micrecook 
on high 1 minute. Remove paper towel 
from bread dish and rearrange pieces. 
Spoon garlic mixture evenly over bread 
and sprinkle with thyme. Microcook on 
high 1 to 2 minutes, or until crisp. 

LJ] In a salad bowl whisk remaining 2 table- 
spoons oil, vinegar, mustard, salt and pep- 
per together.

1 Add stock, bring to a simmer and cover. 
Reduce heat and simmer about 15 minutes, or 
until vegetables are tender. Remove cover and 
let mixture cool to room temperature. 

0 In a food processor or blender add onion 
mixture and process about 15 seconds, or until 
smooth, and pour into a large bowl. (You may 
have to do this in 2 batches.) 

© In a small bowl combine yogurt and milk, 
and beat until smooth. Fold into vegetable mix- 
ture, cover and chill for a minimum of 4 hours, 
or overnight. Season to taste with salt and fresh- 
ly ground pepper. Serve in chilled bowls and 
garnish with blanched leek slices or a dollop of 
yogurt, if desired. Serves 6. 





ANN WILLAN’S 
FROZEN PRALINE PARFAITS 


Serve with a demi-sec Champagne, such as Veuye 
Clicquot. 
Praline: 
3/4 cups sugar 
1/2 cup whole unblanched almonds (set aside 
6 for garnish) 
1/4 cup water 


Parfaits: 
4 egg yolks 
1-1/2 cups heavy cream 





C) Make praline: In a small heavy saucepan over 
low heat combine 1/4 cup sugar and all but 6 al- 
monds. Cook about 7 to 10 minutes, stirring oc- 
casionally, until sugar dissolves and mixture 
starts to brown. Continue to cook, stirring about 
2 minutes more, or until mixture turns deep 
brown and almonds are toasted. (Almonds will 
make a popping noise when toasted.) Be careful 
not to burn caramel mixture. 

O Immediately pour mixture onto a buttered 
baking sheet and let cool at room temperature, 
about 15 to 20 minutes. 

When praline is hard, break into small pieces. 
In a food processor or blender process praline a 
few pieces at a time, to a fine powder. Continue 
with remaining praline. (Praline may be made 
up to 2 weeks in advance, and stored in an 
airtight container in a cool, dry place.) 

In a small heavy saucepan over medium-low 
heat, gently heat remaining 1/2 cup sugar and 
1/4 cup water about 5 minutes, or until sugar 
dissolves. Bring sugar mixture to a boil, stirring 
occasionally until it reaches the soft ball stage 
(239° F on candy thermometer). Remove pan 
from heat and cool to lukewarm. 

O Make parfaits: In a medium bowl beat egg 
yolks until slightly thickened. Gradually pour 
sugar syrup in a thin stream over egg yolks, 
beating constantly. Increase speed to high and 
continue beating, until mixture has thickened 
and cooled. Stir in praline powder, reserving a 
little for garnish. 

C) In a separate bowl beat cream until soft peaks 
form. Fold cream into praline mixture. 

() Ladle mixture into parfait glasses, sprinkle 
with reserved praline powder and top with an 
almond. Freeze parfaits, loosely covered, at least 
4 hours, or up to 3 days. Serves 4.

Remove cheese 
mixture from refrigerator. Cut a 1/2-inch hole 
from filled corner of plastic bag, and gently 
squeeze 1 to 2 tablespoons onto each of the 
leaves. (Note: You can omit plastic bag and 
spoon cheese mixture into radicchio leaves, if 
desired.) Top each leaf with caviar and garnish 
with dill sprigs.

being part of a community where the gro- 
cer knows your name and the mailman can 
deliver your letters with even half an ad- 
dress. “I think we will be rewarded by 
moving away from the excesses and going 
back to a much purer, simpler way of liv- 
ing,” says Mindel. But, it will have to be 
designed into the new society. 

Let’s let our imaginations run wild: 
What would the ideal house of the 1990s 
be like? It would nestle into its site without 
overpowering it, blending with the natural 
landscape. The overall impression would 
be noble but discreet, neither harshly mod- 
ern nor a reproduction of earlier forms. 
The entry and approach would be friendly 
to the neighborhood and welcoming to 
guests. Inside, a gracious living room with 
a fireplace, well exposed to light and air, 
would gaze out onto gentle views of land- 
scaping or gardens. The eat-in kitchen 
would be large, efficient and sunny, proba- 
bly able to open up or close off the nicely 
scaled dining room or family room—all of 
which would have access to the deck or pa- 
tio. There would be a generous pantry/ 
laundry/utility area, perhaps with a green- 
house window or potting shed. We can’t 





forget the office, either nearby or adjacent 
to the master bedroom suite. That suite 
would include walk-in closets and a small 
room with an exercise area. The children’s 
or guest rooms would be in a separate 
wing. These are, of course, the bare essen- 
tials. But is this vision realistic? It is ap- 
proximately what the average house 
hunter looks for today. 

The most crucial design change, then, is 
one of attitude rather than one of style. 
“The question is how do you do an elegant 
yet understated house that doesn’t end up 
looking like the lifestyles of the rich and 
famous,” says Mindel. “The disturbing 
thing is the kind of quick thrills people are 
into. The encouraging thing is that more 
people are examining basic values again 
and pushing architecture forward.” 

The visionaries sense that realism will 
creep back into architecture. “A leader in 
the Boston financial community who could 
well afford a big house, in fact, asked for 
something fairly small and discreet,” says 
David Handlin. ‘‘He is recoiling from the 
area’s gargantuan houses and is using 
words like discreet, timeless, elegant. I 
think people are realizing that pompous, 
overdressed houses just don’t suit us any- 
more. That’s a very optimistic sign.” 

A return to sanity and a sense of social 
conscience is the true quest of architecture

and design of the future. “The really criti- 
cal concern is the density of the popula- 
tion,” emphasizes Turnbull. ““How do we 
maintain the quality of the environment, 
the landscape that brought us here in the 
first place, and insert the folks that are be- 
ing born, growing up, marrying and having 
kids in the future without destroying what 
we have. It’s the age-old problem of the 
goose that laid the golden egg.”’ 

We don’t want to kill the goose. As the 
20th century draws to a close, this is the vi- 
tal question that we face if the 21st century 
is to become the golden New Age.

or not, are reluctant to let go of our things 
in an effort to pare down, even if we ad- 
mire the effect. There’s a justified gut at- 
tachment to some of what we’ve 
accumulated. “People want to hang on to 
things longer,” says John Saladino. ‘We 
need some attachment to the past. People 
move around. Grandparents no longer live 
down the road.” But he does add, ‘What 
needs cleaning up are the backdrops.” 
Mario Buatta focuses on the human factor: 
“We lead cluttered lives. How do you 
clean them up? There aren’t enough hours 
in the day. We simply have to save ideas 
and knock them off later.” 

Everyone senses the need to pare down, 
and the expense for good furnishings these 
days is one factor. Paul Vincent Wiseman 
offers an antidote: “Clients want some- 
thing beautiful, but are willing to have less 
of it.”” Simone Feldman concurs, “People 
want serenity. There’s been too much glut- 
tony.” Wiseman sees the growing need for 
traditional beauty, although interpreted in 
an uncluttered way: “The hard-edged 
world we work in is modern, and we feel it 
as a reaction to the pace of contemporary 
life.’ Indeed, the concepts of comfort, 
beauty and spareness will go hand in hand 
in a new, not entirely modern, way into the 
rooms of the future, according to most of 
our panel. “The new way to describe this 
look is ‘soft lean,’ ”’ says Carolyn Guttilla. 

How do all the microchips fit into the 
90s? State-of-the-art electronics will con- 
tinue to provide information and entertain- 
ment all over the house. But while we like 
the advances in high technology, we are in- 
tolerant of the bare bones of machines. The 
good news is there are more and more 
ingenious ways to tie electronics into the 
overall design of a space—into the kitchen, 
living room, den, bedroom, home office, 
utility room, terrace, porch and such. Yet 
there is something of a high-tech reaction. 
“As we make advances technically,” says 
Saladino, ‘‘we feel the need to offset them 
with more human and nostalgic touches at 
home.” “Today the media room is every 
room,” agrees Jay Spectre. 

The bad news is that we have learned 
the hard way that even our most sophisti- 
cated machines are not fail-safe. While we 
have come to rely on computers, VCRs, se- 
curity systems and the myriad of other 
machines that make our homes, and espe- 
cially our kitchens, run, we still sense there 
are better design solutions for these de- 
vices. We will become more clever at inte- 
grating them into our environments 
without just hiding them away. 

Relaxing together in front of a good 
movie is a great antidote to the stress of the 


workday. But, “‘private spaces are very im- 
portant,” affirms Guttilla. People want a 
convivial family space, but also a personal 
space, some place to get away from the 
VCR and read a book.” The home will in- 
creasingly become an amalgam of both 
kinds of spaces: gathering places and re- 
treats. Mario Buatta points out that “‘the 
keeping room/kitchen where the family 
gets together is an old idea that has come 
back again.” 

“People love spaces like this that are 
cozy and lived in,” he says. 

Saladino sees the walls receding and cer- 
tain areas merging in the house of the

future: “There will be the bath with the 
bedroom, the study with the kitchen. As 
the house merges, backgrounds will be- 
come more anonymous, less rich—not so 
much faux bois and excessive chintz.” 

For several of our designers, the bed- 
room will become the area to retreat into 
as relief from the workday, the quiet place 
to be alone. “I live in my bedroom,” claims 
Bunny Williams. “I always wonder if ev- 
eryone else does.’’ Here, comfort is espe- 
cially important. “It should be designed to 
have all needs met right there,” she says, 
“books, good lighting, the phone, TV.” 
Alexandra Stoddard agrees with the con- 
cept of bedroom as retreat, but for her, it is 
more of a sanctuary, one that should not 
be violated by the intrusion of the TV or 
too many other electronics. “‘It’s a terrible 
turnoff to look over and see your spouse 
with earphones on. This should be a place 
for soft music, meditation and reading, and 
being together with the person you love.” 

What of the other rooms in the houses in 
our future? Here are some of our designers’ 
predictions about what they will become. 
e The kitchen will continue to be the heart 
of the home. As technology grows more 
sophisticated, the room itself will grow ei- 
ther more traditional and attractive as a 
family area, or more finely finished and so- 
phisticated. It verges on the status of a full 
living space and is welcoming to friends for 
entertaining. 
®@ The bath will become more and more a 
place to pamper yourself. Along with the 
bedroom, it fills the need for a personal re- 
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treat. The bath is turning sensuous, more 
luxurious, even when space is limited. The 
right detailing can make a tile bath feel as 
luxurious as a marble one. Some designers 
want to return to old materials, such as 
mahogany and framed mirrors, and advo- 
cate designing a room big enough to in- 
clude a fireplace or a greenhouse, a steam 
room or mini library. The new bath, if 
possible, will spill into a fitness area with, 
perhaps, ballet barre or stationary bicycle 
and exercise equipment. 

© The need for good organization is seen as 
key, especially as our lives become increas- 
ingly complicated. Closet and storage 
space will expand or turn more ingenious. 
Some see closets turning into mini dressing 
rooms, where mirrors are built in and ev- 
erything is at arm’s length. 

© There is a growing consciousness of the 
importance of the outdoors and a very 
attractive duality about the green areas 
around our homes: At times the outdoors 
serves as retreat. At other times, it’s con- 
vivial space for family and friends. People 
are going to design outdoor space for re- 
laxation, for gardening, for living and en- 
tertaining. Furniture design for the 
outdoors will improve to accommodate the 
new demands. More sturdy shapes, inter- 
esting finishes and warm textures will 
make outdoor areas function more com- 
fortably as an alternative living space.

(] When were sideboards like this one first used? How much is 
mine worth? It is made of mahogany, with a light wood trim, and 
measures 5 feet 9 inches long. —R.L., Troy, N.Y. 


The sideboard, a table 
with many drawers and 
cupboards, was intro- 
duced in America about 
1785. It was made to 
hold supplies and bottles 
in the dining room and 
was an important, popu- 
lar piece of furniture. 
Sizes generally ranged 
from about 5 feet to more 
than 6 feet in length. 
Your sideboard has 
spade feet, which are 
usually indicative of an 
English design. But the 
body, with its four simi- 
lar doors, is more Ameri- 
can in appearance. An 
expert could examine the 
wood, the drawer construction and other features to discover 
where the piece was made. A good 18th-century sideboard is worth 
$3,000 to $6,000. 





| My great-aunt has collected teapots, tea strainers, spout strain- 
ers, tea balls and hundreds of other objects that are connected with 
the brewing and drinking of tea. I have these two small silver 
teapots from the collection. I’m told they are Dutch. Can you tell 
me something of their age and value? —E.Y., Greenville, N.C. 


We tend to think of afternoon tea as an English habit, but it was 
also part of the daily ritual in Holland. Tea was introduced to Hol- 
land in 1610, to England in 1650, and to America soon after. Your 
small teapots probably date from about 1750. Silver teapots from 
Holland, England and the colonies are very similar. The pots were 
often copied from Chinese ceramic wine pots. An authentic 18th- 
century silver teapot from Holland is worth at least $3,000. There 
should be some hallmarks on the teapot that will help to identify 
the maker. Work by an important silversmith is more valuable. 





_] Please tell me about this very old table with three drawers. All I 
know is that the table is made of walnut. —H.P., Modesto, Calif. 


What you have is a lowboy, a type 
of dressing table that first appeared 
in the 1700s. It is sometimes mis- 
taken for the base of a highboy, a 
piece that includes both a table and 
a top drawer unit. A lowboy is 
more valuable than a highboy base. 
Examine the construction carefully 
to be sure the top is original. If 
there has been damage to the 
drawer unit of a highboy, the base 
is sometimes given a new top to 
make a new owner think it was 
originally a lowboy. The shape of the legs and the skirted front 
drawers suggest that your lowboy is in the Queen Anne style, 
popular in America from about 1720 to 1760. The pleasing propor- 
tions of this lowboy and the attractive wood grain make it very 
desirable. It is worth more than $6,000. 





_} How old is this Windsor chair? It is made from several different 
types of wood. —L.R., Stoughton, Mass. 


The Windsor chair was first made in 
England in the 16th century. The 
form became popular in America in 
the early 1700s. The traditional Wind- 
sor used narrow rods as part of the 
back. About 1810, chairmakers began 
making larger spindles, then cut the 
bottoms to resemble arrows. This 
style remained popular until about 
1835. You have an arrow-back Wind- 
sor with a double-crest rail. The ar- 
row spindles, the two top rails, the 
plain legs and the shallow saddle seat 
all indicate a date of about 1830. Your 
chair is worth $1,200. 





_] My 14-inch-high vase is made of metal. It is green, blue and red, 
and has brass insets. Where and when was it made? 
—N.N.F., Bartlett, Il. 


You have a gourd-shaped cloisonne vase, 
made probably in China during this cen- 
tury. Cloisonné enamel was first discov- 
ered in the 10th century. To make your 
vase, narrow ribbonlike pieces of metal 
wire were soldered onto a metal form. 
Next, powdered glass or enamel was put 
between the small wire “fences.” The 
vase was heated, and the glass then melt- 
ed. After that, the glass and wire design 
was polished to form a colorful flower 
pattern. The shape of your vase and the 
peony design have been popular since the 
19th century, and vases like yours are 
still being made. The vase, if not dented 
or chipped, is worth $450.
